Mayor Ellenstein: This ordinance 
was introduced for information, and 
there will be a hearing before it is 
regularly voted upon and given con- 
sideration on first reading, 


Is there any person who desires to 
be heard on this ordinance 
Mr. E. W. Estelle, representing 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, 
29 Spring Street, West Orange, N. J.; 
. With reference to smoke abatement, 
I would like to see some sane policy 
put into effect to govern the installa- 
tion of oil burners and new boilers 
in homes in Newark. The reason for 
that is that the average taxpayer 
here that is purchasing new equip- 
ment is getting stuck because of the 
. fact that the average job that is sold 
is sold short. In other words, where 
. you have a one thousand foot boiler 
installed, they get competition in on 
the job and they sell them a boiler 
that is two or three -hundred. foot 
short, so actually the purchaser of 
this equipment is the one that is þe- 
ing short changed. Now, we should 
-have teeth in this law to arrange or 
. to collect the fee on each one of these 
_jobs that: are put in, and there should 
be, as I. say, teeth in this law to gov- 
ern each job that goes in. so they 
would have to get a permit and pay 


aidefinite fee so when the purchaser 


bought equipment. that each job would 
be of the proper size and would cut. 
-down on-smoke, which je. the net re- 
Stoft: an inefficient job that is in- 
stalled. ' 


Mayor Ellenstein: Commensurate 
with the building in which the par- 
euer boiler is -put? ` 
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vommissioner Byrne: Have you 
read this ordinance? 

Mr. Estelle: Yes, sir. 

Commissioner Byrne: Don’t you 


think that the ordinance as drawn 
takes care of the things that you are 
afraid of? 


Mr. Estelle: I am not afraid of it. 
The ordinance is all right, it is drawn 
up in accordance with, we will say, 
the same as Hudson County, and the 
law is all right. That is, the ordi- 
nance is all right. And the only 
objection is, there is no teeth in the 
thing, there is no way to back it up. 


Commissioner Byrne: Have you got 
any recommendations to insert in it? 


Mr. Estelle: No, sir. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I take it you 
want a penalty imposed where a rep- 
resentation is made that it is a one 
thousand foot boiler and it turns out 
it is only eight or nine hundred feet? 


Mr. Estelle: Yes. I only used round 
figures, 


Mayor Ellenstein: You want a pen- 
alty imposed for that misrepresenta- 
tion? 


Mr. Estelle: Yes, sir. The thing is, 
when each job is sold if they have to 
come here and get a permit, and the 
radiation in each house is checked up 
so it is right. 


Mayor Hilenstein: Is there a similar 
ordinance in Hudson County? 


Mr. Estelle: There is a similar or- 
dinance there, and it is absolutely 
lived up to one hundred per cent., so 
everybody is on the same equal when 
a job is sold. 


Mr. William Schaum, City: Smoke 


Inspector Mr. Mayor, this ordinance 
was passed in October, 1934. The 
amendment that comes up now has to 
do with fees, depositing and collect- 
ing of fees. The ordinance has been 
a little lax because of the fact we had 
trouble with the collecting of fees. 
The ordinance is in keeping with the 
rest of the United States and other 
Cities such as Chicago, New York, 
Hudson County, St. Louis, and all of 
them, and I think that Newark 
should be on the map and should have 
an ordinance of this kind and to be 
made effective and enforced. 


Commissioner Byrne: Is this as ef- 
fective as this gentleman wants it to 
be, the way it is drawn now? 


Mr. Schaum: It is, to the extent to 
which we refer now. In other words, 
that the boilers that are in must be 
of the right size. 


Mayor Ellenstein: But there isn’t 
any penalty prescribed 


Mr. Schaum: $50 fine and thirty 
days, your Honor. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That does not co- 
incide with what you say. 


Mr. Schaum: I understood this or- 
dinance is exactly drawn up to co- 
incide with Hudson County, and in 
the event that is exactly the same, 
why, that is just what we want and 
would like to see. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You have not 
read this ordinance? 


Mr. Estelle: I have not read this 
one, no, sir. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anyone 
else who wants to be heard on this 


` ordinance? 
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Mr. Ira H. Morris, 222 Market 
Street, Executive Secretary, Master 
Plumbers’ Association: We think the 
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fees are exhorbitant. There is no 
protection to the householder. If the 
householder was protected to some 
extent as to installation and all ma- 
terial and the size of the boiler ana 
and the piping, there might be some 
use for these fees to be saddled on 
the home owner, but there is nothing 
in the original ordinance or nothing 
in this amendment as to the require- 
ments of the size of the boiler and the 
radiation to be installed, and for that 
reason, as to the fees alone, we ob- 
ject to the amendment. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You object to the 
fees? 


Mr. Morris: Inasmuch as there is 
no consideration given to the con- 
tractor, no protection here to the 
home owner as to the size of the 
boiler to be installed and radiation to 
be installed. He does not know 
whether he is going to get what he 
thinks he is getting or not. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If there is any 
misrepresentation of the boiler that 
there be a penalty prescribed? 


Mr. Morris: That is right. 


Commissioner Murphy: If I get the 
point Mr. Morris, there is no en- 
forcing agency making a check-up on 
each one of the installations so if I 
want installed in my home a 850 foot 


boiler or one that will take radiation . 


amounting to 500 feet, I am likely to 
get one put in for 350 feet and that 
is what is happening at the present 
time, and it is undermining fair com- 
petition in the market, and at the 
same time doing an injustice to the 
person making the installation. 


Mr. Morris: That is right. 


Commissioner Murphy: What you 
want is for the City to have somebody 
check up on these and see that the 
proper installation is made? 
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Mr. Morris [£ these fees are to be 
required. Otherwise, those fees do 
not mean anything to anybody ex- 
cept to the City. 


Commissioner Murphy: I know 
there is a lot of that going on. 


Commissioner Byrne: Can you an- 
swer that? 


Mr. Schaum: I think Mr. Morris has 
amplified it a little further than the . 
extent which we have travelled so 
far. Now, I am fully in accord with 
what Mr. Morris says; I think we 
should have a check on radiation, ex- 
posures and other essentials that go 
into the proper heating of a home, but 
the particular set-up only deals with 
the boilers. The rest I hope to come 
in the future by a future ordinance, 
but at the present time we are con- 
cerned with the installation of the 
boiler proper.

Mayor Ellenstein: Isn’t that part of 
the installation? That would not re- 
quire any study, just merely putting 
another section in the ordinance. 


Mr. Schaum: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If there is no 
objection, suppose it be referred 
back to Director Byrne, and have Mr. 
Morris and yourself stop in and see 
Mr. Schaum, working in conjunction 
with Director Byrne. The ordinance 
will be referred back to Director 
Byrne, who will endeavor to revise it 
following out the suggestions of your- 
self, Mr. Schaum and Mr. Estelle.

teas, coffees, and cocoa, ketchup and 
sauces, mayonnaise, table oils and 
bottle olives, jams and jellies, dried 
fruits and vegetables, rice and bar- 
leys, cereals, canned milk, sugar, but- 


ter, eggs, and cheeses, sour and sweet 
screams and shortenings, salt and 
spices, canned fish, canned soups, 
noodles and macaronis, nuts in shells, 
eanned meats, flour, vinegars, gela- 
tine products and puddings, crack- 
ers and cookies in packages or boxes, 
honey and peanut butter, syrups and 
molasses, baking powder and baking 
chocolates, smoked fish and herrings, 
fresh fruits and vegetables.

Jersey; and prescribing penalties for 
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the violation of the provisions there- 
in. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark do ordain: 


Article IX of the aforesaid Ordi- 
nance be amended to read as follows: 


Article IX. Fer examination of an 
application for a permit and/or cer- 
tificate for any such construction, in- 
stallation, reconstruction, alteration, 
or repair, or for operation of such 
plant or apparatus, the City of New- 
ark shall receive from the applicant 
the certain fees and charges as are 
herein more particularly set forth in 
the schedule hereto annexed and 
made a part hereof, and termed, 
“FEES FOR PERMITS AND CER- 
TIFICATES, BUREAU OF SMOKE 
ABATEMENT.” 


Said fees and charges shall be for 
each unit for fuel burning apparatus. 


The fees and charges aforemen- 
tioned shall be paid to the Depart- 
ment of Parks and Public Property, 
Bureau of Smoke Abatement, and 
turned over to the Comptroller of the 
City of Newark. 


The fees and charges aforemen- 
tioned covering the issuance of per- 
mits and certificates for each instal- 
lation shall be due and payable with 
the making of the application for 
such permit or certificate. 


No permits shall be required for

Mr. Bernard Devin appeared and 
urged the adoption of the ordinance. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It would seem 
to me there are two questions. Of 
course, I find myself in the middle 
of two opposing forces, and I want 
to say this, that I do not intend to 
speak to any of the other Commis- 
sioners in their final determination 
of the crdinance. J mean, they are 
not going to lean on me as to what 
their judgment is in the matter. Or- 
dinarily, when an ordinance affecting 
Jewish people particularly is con- 
cerned, naturally, the other Commis- 
sioners ask my views on it. 


I am in the middle of two forces: 
I have many friends in the delicates- 
sen business and others in the gro- 
cery business. I do not want to do 
any injustice to either side. But it 
seems to me that the first question 
for the Commission to decide is the 
question of constitutionality. The 
ether, as to working out some ar- 
rangement by which it would not be 
injurious to the delicatessen stores, 
and at the same time permit the gro- 
cery stores to keep open, if such a 
thing can be worked out, I am will- 
ing to sit down with you and Mr. 


Devin and a Committee of both sides 
and see if we can work out some- 
thing, providing that the Law De- 
partment determines that the ordin- 
ance is constitutional. Of course, if 
the Law Department determines it is 
not constitutional, then I see no point 
in passing the ordinance. I am will- 
ing to do that, inasmuch as I do it, 
not willingly, but rather in a spirit 
of endeavor to be helpful if it can be 
worked out in such a way, I don’t 
know whether it can be or not but I 
am willing to give time to it and see 
if we cannot reach some amicable ar- 
rangement on the ordinance and then 
come within the constitutionality of 
it. I do not want to see any injustice 
done the delicatessen store or any in- 
justice done any grocery store. A 
large proportion of the grocers want 
to keep closed, and if it is constitu- 
tional to enforce an ordinance like 
that I would like to see them keep 
closed without injury to the delica- 
tessen people and I am willing to sit 
down and devote time, I am willing 
to do that if it is agreeable to both 
sides. I don’t think you ought to 
make it too large or too unwieldy; 
Tf you had two representatives of 
the delicatessen group, and because 
of the large number of grocers, pos- 
sibly three of the grocers, and I am 
willing to meet with you, and then 
the matter referred jn the meantime 
to the Law Department to determine 
the constitutionality. Do you see any 
objection to that? 


Commissioner Murphy: I think the 
suggestion offered by the Mayor, in 
view of everything—in fact, I am 
satisfied that business to a certain 
extent must be regulated in order 
to give working people fair hours of 
work and make business competition 
on a fair basis. I think the proposi- 
tion put by the Mayor in this particu- 
lar case, and the fact that there are 
some members of the Commission 
that feel that there is a question 
about the constitutionality of it, at 
least it should be gone into by get- 


ting the groups together and have 
them sit down and go into this whole 
thing. I think you people ought to 
be satisfied that there is an oppor- 
tunity of getting somewheres by 
drafting up something that will meet 
both sides, regardless of how you 
feel about it. I am satisfied if you 
insist upon a vote today, it won’t 
pass. I think you can see that your- 
self. I think you should, for the 
benefit of your groups, sit down and 
try to work something out with the 
Mayor acting ex-officio. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Of course, I am 
not anxious about this conference. If 
it is hopeless, I do not want to waste 
your time. I say this, before I could 
vote on it intelligently I would want 
Lo convince myself that it is consti- 
tutional. After all, there are two 
lawyers on this Commission and we 
are presumed to know something 
about the law. That we made a mis- 
take once is no reason why we should 
make a mistake again. We ought to 
be doubly careful. 


Mr. Devin: I think, in view of the 
situation, your advice is sound. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I will arrange it. 
And as I said, have two on each side 
and see if we cannot sit down and 
work something out, and then, again, 
determine what the constitutionality 
of it is in the face of the opinion. I 
never read the opinion of Judge Bren- 
nan. I have a high regard for his 
legal knowledge. 


Commissioner Duffy. I move that 
action on this ordinance be deferred 
for two weeks.

I explained I was interested in that 
particular portion of the ordinance 
which changes the restricted area 
around Chancellor Avenue and Eliza- 
beth Avenue from a first class dis- 
trict to a third class district. That 
was the only interest J had in the or- 
dinanee. I have here the signatures 
of approximately 18 or 19 people. 
This list comprises over 90 per cent 
of the people that will be affected by 
that particular change. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That takes in 
the two blocks on Elizabeth Avenue 
bounded by Hansbury Avenue and 
Wilbur Avenue? 


Mr. Sachs: Yes: that is right. I 
have here the signatures of the peo- 
ple who will be affected by that par- 
ticular change. 


Mayor Elienstein: How many peo- 
ple would actually be affected if it 
only takes in those two strips? The 
others along Elizabeth Avenue are 
similarly zoned for apartments, and 
the recommendation comes from the 
Zoning Board, and it ought to be 
straightened out along that line. 
Elizabeth Avenue is a main artery; 
it faces the park; and, as you know, 
there isn’t very much vacant prop- 
erty in the City of Newark, and if 
the city is going te progress m popu- 
lation it must be in the afr. And 
while we do want to conserve those 
portions of the city that are especial- 
ly allocated for residential sections, 


such as one-family houses, there 
should be a provision for apartment 
sites as well. 


Mr. Sachs: It is our contention 
that the passing of this amendment 
will lessen the value of all the prop- 
erty at least 40 per cent.; and, as I 
said, over 90 per cent. of the people 
who are going to be specifically af- 
fected are resisting this particular 
change. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are asking 
for an adjournment? 


Mr Sachs: That is what I would 
like to ask, 


‘ Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any ob- 
jection ? 


Mr. William L. Greenbaum: Yes. I 
represent all of these people who are 
present here, with the exception per- 
haps, of this gentlemen’s client. We 
were here last week. This matter 
has been pending now, I think, for 
almost two months, and has been ad- 
vertised, and this is the first objec- 
tion we have heard. We were here 
at the last meeting, and, for some 
reason or other it was put over for 
another week. I do not see what ad- 
vantage or what purpose an adjourn- 
ment would serve. I think we could 
argue the merits of this question to- 
day, and I do not know what could 
be accomplished by putting it over 
another week.

Commissioner Franklin: How many 
people are there who are opposed to 
it? 


Mr. Greenbaum: Only one. The 
rest favor it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: As I understand, 
there are two parcels, one that re- 
stricts the area to one-family houses, 
and the other that raises it from two- 
family houses to a third class dis- 
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trict which would permit apartment 
houses, and your group is not inter- 
ested on that phase of it. i 


Mr. Greenbaum: No, sir. 


Mayor Ellenstein: So there are two 
questions involved. However, the 
point is, the question of adjournment. 
Now, Mr. Greenbaum objects to the 
adjournment on the ground that his 
people came here last week and came 
from their respective businesses, 
some of them housewives, and it is 
a hardship for them to come here. 
Now, why didn’t you inform Mr. 
Greenbaum that you were going to 
apply. 


Mr. Sachs: I didn’t know Mr. 
Greenbaum was in it until about five 
minutes ago out in the hall. This is 
our first appearance. It takes quite 
some time for the people in general to 
get behind something like this and 
it was just yesterday that we went 
out and got these petitions signed. 


` 


Mr. Greenbaum: Mr. Mayor, it 
seems to me that an adjournment of 
this matter would be a useless ges- 
ture, for this reason: As I recall, 
you have only two sites there which 
are involved, which my friend is sub- 
mitting to you. Now, all along Eliz- 
abeth Avenue from Meeker Avenue 
all the way up you have apartment 
houses on every corner. Now, Is this 
Commission going to say that you 
cannot put apartment houses on these 
two corners while you can put them 
on every other corner along the line? 
If you did that, I don’t think that 
could stand up, because it would be 
rather detrimental to these individual 
owners who own these properties. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Isn’t tt discrim- 
inatory to have Elizabeth Avenue, 
zoned, for instance, between Hans- 
bury Avenue and Keer Avenue and 
between Keer Avenue in the city line, 
and then again from Wilbur Avenue 


to Vassar Avenue for apartments, 
and leave out those two? 


Mr. Sachs: I don’t think so. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Don’t you think 
that is discriminating against those 
people who live on these side streets ? 
Aren’t we confronted with this: After 
all, we must progress. Things do 
change. There is the logical place 
for apartment houses, along Eliza- 
beth Avenue, opposite the park, and 
I do not see how it would seriously 
affect property values, 


Mr. Sachs: The point I have to 
make is this: you have to take into- 
consideration the type of properties 
along this particular district, Chan- 
cellor Avenue and Hansbury Avenue, 
in comparison with the type of prop- 
erties on the other streets. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is the mat- 


ter with Keer Avenue? One side of 


Hansbury Avenue might be affected: 
that is zcned for apartment houses. 


Mr. Sacks: I have this to state, all 
the properties in this particular area 
are valued around approximately 
$20,000 or $25,000, as I understand 
it, as my clients inform me, and they 
feel that it will at least lessen their 
value at least 40 per cent. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That has not 
been the experience on these other 
streets. 


Mr. Sachs: I am not prepared to 
argue whether it is or not. The pur- 
pose of the adjournment, since this 
is my first appearance, was to pre- 
sent such testimony before the Com- 
missioner. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Now, of course, 
there is opposition. I assume the 
Commission has no objection, provid- 


ing the proponents of the ordinance- 


have similarly no objection to a post- 
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ponement, but, after all, it is unfair 
to ask these people to come down 
bere two successive Wednesdays, and 
you come down at the last moment. 
These people who oppose it could not 
have been opposed to any great de- 
gree when they let that time elapse. 


Commissioner Byrne: Are those 
the only two pieces of property on 
which there are not any apartments 
in that whole neighborhood ? 


Mr. Greenbaum: Yes. 


Mr. Sachs: You were not here 
when I made the point that the ob- 
jections are not inconsistent with Mr. 
Greenbaum’s. In other words, if the 
amendment is passed in his favor 
my portion can still be left out. He 
is not affected because my territory, 
does not change his territory. 


Commissioner Byrne: Is that so? 


Mr. Greenbaum: That is true, yes, 
sir. 


Mr. Sachs: In other words, as I 
see it, if the ordinance is passed in 
his favor and that particular portion 
is left out, I can see no objection on 
Mr. Greenbaum’s: part, he will get 
what he wants, and there is no one 
proposing to pass the particular 
amendment affecting the portion I am 
opposed to. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Out of fifteen 
names you have ten on Chancellor 
Avenue. Now, Chancellor Avenue is 
a main artery. How would a man at 
50 Chancellor Avenue, a man by the 
name of Nerkin be affected py zon- 
ing for apartments on Elizabeth 
Avenue? How would his property be 
affected ? 


Mr. Sachs: That is what 1 wanted 
to present to the Commissioners I 
wanted to get testimony from ex- 
perts. That is the reason why I was 
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asking for the adjournment. I feel it 
will; it changes ‘the whole territory 
there. 


Mayor Ellenstein: This recom- 
mendation comes from the Zoning 
Board, and I can see it is well merit- 
ed, it ought to be uniform. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it is discriminatory as it 
is now. What right has the City 
Commission to say you can build 
apartment houses on Elizabeth Ave- 
nue from Meeker Avenue to the City 
Line but leave out those two blocks? 


Mr. Sacks: Previously the Zoning 
Board permitted unrestricted terri- 
tory and people built their homes 
accordingly. They felt they were 
building in a first class residential 
district and put up the type of homes 
that fit that particular district. Now 
that district is being changed and 
their property, they are going to lose 
by it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That was chang- 
ed a long time ago. This is just cor- 
recting a situation that was over- 
looked. For instance, from Meeker 
Avenue to City Line is all zoned for 
apartment houses. You are in accord 
that the city ought to progress, the 
city ought to have more people living 
in the city and build up ratables. 
Where are they going to build them? 
They cannot build up along Hansbury 
Avenue because these people have 
one-family houses. You have got to 
build up along main arteries, partic- 
ularly where they face a park, as 
an inducement to people to move in. 


Mr. Sachs: I still think you would 
be decreasing ratables. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I cannot see 
where it would affect ratables on the 
streets. It would affect these people 
in the same manner. J do not see any 
merit to people along Chancellor Ave- 
nue, protesting against that zoning 
of apartment houses, when on. the 


ther side of them the entire Chan- 
cellor Avenue 1s zoned for apartment 
houses on both sides of the street. 


Commissioner Byrne: What have 
you got to say against what the 
Mayor says? 


Mr. Sachs: My answer would only 
be a repetition of what I said before. 
My contention is we have in this list 
over 90 per cent of the people that 
would he directly affected by this 
particular change and they are all 
against it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Now here is an- 
other thing to consider: the people 
who received notices under this ordi- 
nance are people only within a cir- 
cumscribed distance of 100 feet. You 
have people on this petition that are 
far removed from that. There is 50 
Chanceilor Avenue, 46 Chancellor 
Avenue, that would take in 23 times 
at least 25 feet. 


Mr. Greenbaum: More than that. 


Mr. Carduccio: The line runs right 
to my house over there. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How far are you 
from the corner of Bergen Street? 
The reason for that is, there fs a jog 
in there at Elizabeth Avenue, isn’t 
that so? 


Mr. Caduccio: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: In other words, 
the northerly side of Chancellor Ave- 
nue projects further into Elizabeth 
Avenue than the southerly side. 


Mr. Caduccio: Exactly. 


` Commissioner Franklin: As far as 
Elizabeth Avenue is concerned, I am 
directly affected there. I built a home 
there about fifteen years ago at the 
corner of Hansbury Avenue and 
Elizabeth Avenue. It was built for 


a home and is still occupied ag a 
home by people. As the Mayor has 
said, a main artery such as Elizabeth 
Avenue with a park across the street, 
in this particular cycle of changes, I 
sense that the neighborhood is giv- 
ing -way gradually to apartment 
houses. Now, if anyone is to be det- 
rimentally affected I am right fn the 
hub of the people that are to be af- 
fected, and I naturally would oppose 
it if I thought there was going to be 
any detrimental affect there. 


Mr. Greenbaum: Your house is 
right across the way. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That very thing 
affects him more than any other 
property owner, I would say, isn’t 
that so? 


Mr. Greenbaum: Yes, it does. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is the dis- 
position of the Commission? 


Commissioner Byrne: I am inclined 
to lean on the majority side, but I 
want to do the right thing, but I am 
not clear. How much inconventence 
would it be to you if one ur two of 
you appeared next week? 


Mr. Greenbaum: As the matter now 
stands, if somebody makes an appli- 
cation for an apartment in our zone, 
it must be granted, because under the 
law you have no alternative but to 
grant the permit, and then all this 
work will be for naught, because if 
something like that should be done, 
as is likely to be done, we are going 
to be in a very,very bad spot. 


Commissioner Byrne: I think you 
have got a very weak case, but I 
would feel better if I could see the 
property? 


Mayor Ellenstein:; Is your property 
vacant property? 
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Mr. Caduccio: No, it is a home. 


Commissioner Byrne: The Zoning 
Board approved this, didn’t they? 


Mr. Rankin: Yes. 


Commissioner Byrne: Unanimous- 
ly? 


Mr. Rankin: Yes. 


Commissioner Byrne: I move its 
adoption. 


Commissioner Duffy: I second the 
motion.

Mr. Meyer Zemel, 826 South 13th 
Street: I would like to have it ad- 
journed for one week. I had my 
counsel here until four o'clock. He 
was called away. 


Mr. Herman Silverstein, represent- 
ing the Package Goods Stores: We 
have fifty men who have waited five 
hours. 


Mr. Sidney, Simandl, representing 
the Newark Tavern Owners’ Associa- 
tion: On what grounds does Mr. 
Zemel ask for an adjournment? 


Mr. Zemel: Only that counsel had 
a prior appointment. 


Mr. Simandl: I don’t know of any 
man more capable to present the 
matter than Mr. Zemel. He has 
never needed counsel before this 
Board. Neither Mr. Zemel nor any- 
one else has ever asked for an ad- 
journment, and certainly he does not 
come here today and give any rea- 
son for the adjournment. 


1 think that the matter should be 
heard and I think that no good can 
come by the adjournment. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Don’t you feel 
that you can present the argument? 


Mr. Zemel: No. There are so many 
intricate questions involved in this: 
matter that I do not feel myself cap- 
able of representing my people. 


Commissioner Byrne. We had the 
two sides which we just heard in con- 
ference and we spent considerable 
time on it, and it was moved that this 
ordinance be passed today. It is be- 
ing urged by the Tavern Owners in 
Newark, coupled with the public, who 
are satisfied with the amendment, and 
it also has the recommendation or en- 
doresement of Commissioner Burnett. 


Mr. Zemel: What is the amend- 
ment? 


Mayor Elienstein: That the ordi- 
nance become effective July 4. 


Commissioner Byrne: And that all 
pending applications, where the 
money has been paid, be not affected. 


Mr. Simandl: May I ask whether 
Mr. Zemel has any taverns on his 
property? 


Mr. Zemel: We have five of them. 
Mr. Simandl: Do you know that the 


taverns that you have are permitted 
and may be permitted to transfer an 


existing. license within 750 feet of 


your place? 


Mr. Zemel: That is a very unfair 
thing, that 750 feet. 


Commissioner Byrne: Mr. Zemel, 
as far as I am concerned, I listened 
to both sides and at the request of 
these’ men I was willing to move this 
“ordinance and I was particularly im- 
‘pressed because I want to go along 
with Commissioner Burnett in every- 
thing that he recommends because 
he is sound, and unless these counsel 
are willing to go along with the re- 
quest for one week’s adjournment I 
am going to move this ordinance to- 
day. . 


Mr. Zemel: My family is interested 
in this solely as property owners and 
texnayers. Mr. Simandl just now said 


that your license ıs transferable, it 
must be transferred 750 feet away 
from the present location. Do you 
realize what he is doing to the prop- 
erty owner where the saloon is now 
located? That property owner, if 
he was 740 foot «way, cannot have 
a license in that existing property. 
It is not like a gas station, like if I 
own the corner and it is zoned for a 
gas station, passed by your Adjust- 
ment Board and approved by this 
Commission. My tenant, the gasoline 
dealer, gets out and I can rent it to 
some other gasoline dealer and he 
will get his license, because that 
property has the license permit on 
that location, but do you realize that 
the man that holds the license on the 
property today may suffer, and that 
is unfair and unjcst. I might have 
a disagreement with my tenant and 
I might walk in and say that the tax 
rate is going to be high and “your 
lease has expired and I want $5 
more,” and he says: “I am moving 
three doors up from you; I can get 


it for $5 or $10 less. I am left hold- ` 


ing the bag. I have still got to con- 
tinue paying taxes. 


Commissioner Byrne: I can’t see 
your argument at all. 


Mr. Zemel: If you are going to give 
them all of this protection the City 


‘should get the revenue. Stick in a 


thousand dollars for a license. It 
will start on July 1st, and eradicate 
and take out of this ordinance that 
750 feet. That is a million dollars’ 
income and that will hel» the other 
taxpayers to carry the burden. Who 
is protecting the grocery stores? 
Who is protecting the candy stores? 
Who is protecting your business? 
What do they want to do, have a 
fence around it? Do they want to 
make a trust out of it? 


I am asking you in all. fairness, 
to take out the 750 foot limit and 
raise the license fee to $1,000 so 
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that we have enough to hire police- 
men for protection. 


Mayor [Ellenstein: Is there any 
other person who desires to be heard 
on this ordinance? 


Mr. Simandl: Mr. Zemel undoubt- 
edly owns some places where there 
may be no place to rent within 750 
feet, and he has the man by the 
throat. In moving, it costs a lot of 
money te rip out fixtures, so that Mr. 
Zemel can raise a man $5 or $10 and 
he has the man by the throat, so that 
it works both ways. The man on 
Broad street is not here today, but 
if there is another tavern owner 
within 750 feet as there are about 
eight or ten in the block he just men- 
tioned within 750 feet, he can court 
them, and as I said before he could 
probably get a small raise in that 
way, and I think that the tavern 
owner is just as much at the mercy 
of the property owner because the 
amount of the tax rate certainly can- 
not be put up by the landlord and 
certainty it takes something to move 
and fit up. We are not saying that 
we have the remedy for every Single 
ill, but these other cities have ap- 
proved gnd -thought that it is good. 
Commissioner Burnett has told you 
that other cities are doing it. 


There are 1400 involved who pay, 
in addition to personal property and 
real estate taxes, a certain revenue, 
I think you have never been asked by 
this industry for help; but you must 
give them something to help a totter- 
ing industry, with price wars and 
competition. 


This amendment and the_amend- 
ment to the Alcoholic Beverage Con- 
tro) Act giving Commissioner Bur- 
nett the power to regulate this under 
the Fair Trade Act, I think will as- 
sist an industry that is tottering, 
and I say that some of those places, 
with an investment of $50,000, are in 
a percarious condition. 


We say that there should be no 
adjournment and that the ordinance 
should be voted favorably. 


Mr. Samuel Poleshuck: There is 
one more point I would like to answer 
Mr. Zemel, when he says that we 
want a fence around this business. 
That is not the fact, but the fact is 
that they have been granted a license 
by the city for which we are paying, 
and also the combination stores, they 
pay for a special license. What we 
ask you to do is to give them the 
protection necessary. 


Mr. Herman Silverstein: In refuta- 
tion to Mr. Zemel’s beliefs, I say that 
the City of Newark can very easily 
attempt to kill the goose that laid 
the golden egg if it attempts to in- 
crease the license fee from $500. 


For the first time in this industry 
we find both the authorities and the 
Parent-Teachers Associations in ac- 
cord with licensing of this type. Cities 


“like Camden, Hackensack, Atlantic 


City and other municipalities have 
seen the wisdom of the passage of 
such an act. 


Commissioner Burnett in various of 
his bulletins has stated that a fair 
limitation, according to the needs of 
any particular municipality, is a nec- 
essity and a desirable thing. 


We ask for your cooperation in 
passing this ordinance, which we hope 
will be today, without any substantial 
alteration. l 


Commissioner Byrne: What is the 
provision in Jersey City? 


Mr. Silverstein: The provision is 
750 feet for distribution licenses and 
500 feet for consumption licenses. In 
Atlantic City, on the Boardwalk, only 
a certain type is permitted. In the 
City of Trenton no licenses are 
granted in the last two and a half or 
three years. > 


The City of New York states that 
there can be no license within 1,500 
feet from any other license on the 
same street, and throughout the 
State of New York it is 750 feet. 
The general tendency of municipali- 
ties and controlling agencies is to 
limit, for the social interest and for 
the actual benefit to all the citizens 
of the State, and not for the few 
taxpayers who may be desirous of 
procuring a particular premises. 


Mayor Ellenstein: As I understand, 
there is no further objection. Of 
couse, this may be more or less in the 
experimental stage. What Mr. Zemel 
says may be true in part, and at the 
same time it may work to your ad- 
vantage, as pointed out by Mr. 
Simandl. It is worthwhile trying. 
We are all agreed that the number 
of licenses should be cut down to a 
thousand. Then the question arises 
whether it is going to do you or the 
property owners generally any harm. 
There is something to be said on the 


other side, as Mr. Simand! has point-- 


ed out, that it may reflect to your 
benefit if you have an established 
premises where there is a saloon. In 
the first place, the man would have 
to find a location in close proximity. 


Mr. Zemel: If he has the protection 
of three blocks? 


Mayor Ellenstein: If you are an 
astute landlord, as I believe you are, 
you are not going to ask for $5 or 
$10 more until you observe that there 
are no more vacancies in that local- 
ity. This is the most logical thing 
to do. There is no intention, as I 
understand, by the tavern owners to 
do any injustice to anyone, and that 
statement made before the confer- 
ence of the City Commission was 
that they had no objection if it was 
properly zoned in localities, and there 
was no desire on the part of the tav- 
ern owners to oppose, say, a large 
restaurant coming to the center of 


the city; and not only would they 
not oppose a limitation within that 
zone but they would sponsor such a 
thing, not having any desire to in- 


jure the general welfare of the City.. 


I think that that is a fair state-- 


ment. In passing this ordinance it 
may be more or less experimental in 


scope ,although the law is similar inm 


Jersey City.

Section 1: (a) No Plenary Retail 
Consumption License shall be granted 
hereafter unless and until the num- 
ber of such licenses issued and out- 
standing shall be less than one thou- 
sand (1,000), except as hereinafter 
set forth. 


(b) No Plenary Retail Distribution 
License shall be granted hereafter 
unless and until the number of such 
licenses issued and outstanding shall 
be less than one hundred and seven- 
ty (175), except as hereinafter set 
forth.

Commissioner Murphy: That is the 
only way you can submit it, isn’t it? 


Mayor Ellenstein:: Your Budget 
just had the $30,000 item in it, with- 
out any breakdown. 


Commissioner Murphy: If the mem- 
bers of the Commission have not 
acted favorably you cannot go ahead 
with the project unless you do. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I believe you in- 
tend to exercise good faith and see 
that the money is not expended ex- 
cept where it is absolutely necessary. 
However, there is no point in critic- 
ising other Commissioners if it can 
be said on the other side that there 
is one instance where an itemized 
Budget was not submitted to any of 
the Commissioners, that $30,000 item.

An Ordinance to amend Section 4 
of an ordinance entitled: “An Or- 
dinance to regulate the sale and dis- 
tribution of milk, cream and milk 
products in The City of Newark,” 
adopted July 1, 1931. : 


The Board of Commissioners of 
The City of Newark Do Ordain: 


Section 1: That Section 4 of an or- 


dinance entitled: “An ordinance to 
regulate the sale and distribution of 
milk, cream and milk products in the 
City of Newark,” .adopted July 1st, 
1931, be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 4. GOVERNING THE 
SALE AND DISTRIBUTION OF 
MILK, CREAM AND MILK PRO- 
DUCTS. 


SUBDIVISION 1: LICENSE. ` 


(A) No person shall sell, or offer 
or expose for sale, or have in his or 
her possession for sale and/or de- 
livery in the City: of Newark, any 
milk, cream or milk products, without 
first having obtained a license for 
such sale and/or delivery. 


(B) Said license shali be issued to 
applicant in his or her name by the 
Department of Health of the City of 
Newark only after and upon full com- 
pliance with the provisions of this 
ordinance, and for the calendar year 
or remainder of the year wherein the 
said license is granted, and shall ex- 
pire on the last day of said year 
Said license shall not be transferable, 
and shall at all times remain the 
property of the licensee. 


(C) Every person obtaining a li- 
cense for the sale or distribution of 
miik, cream or milk products in the 
City of Newark issued by the De- 
partment of Health of the City of 
Newark, shall pay a;fee of two dollars 
($2.00) for such store, station, ve- 
kicle or wagon, used for the sale and/ 
or distribution of milk, cream or milk 
products in the City of Newark, by 
said applicant. Said license shall en- 
title the holder thereof to sell and/or 
deliver the particular grade of milk, 
cream or milk products for which it 
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is issued. Should the licensee de 
sire to sell and/or deliver other 
grades of milk, cream or milk prod- 
ucts, from such wagon, vehicle, sta- 
tion or store, he or she must obtain 
additional licenses for each addi- 
tional grade of milk, cream or milk 
products, and pay an additional fee 
of fifty cents (50c) for each different 
grade of milk, cream or milk product 
before any additional license is grant- 
ed, provided, however, all provisions 
of this ordinance are fully complied 
with. 


(D) Upon the granting of every 
such license, said Department of 
Health shall furnish to the licensee 
one (1) sign for each wagon or ve- 
kicle, station or store, used by said 
licensee for the sale and/or delivery 
thereof. Such sign shall be con- 
spicuously placed, upon the right 
hand side of each wagon or vehicle, 
(in the case of a wagon or vehicle), 
and in store or station, in the case 
of a store or station, and shall be 
placed conspicuously above the 
counter and not be removed there- 
from until the expiration of said li- 
cense. 


(E) No further license under this 
section of the ordinance, except those 
issued, to the person operating the 
store, station, wagon or vehicle, shal) 
be required for the sale, and/or de- 
livery of milk, cream or milk prod- 
ucts within the City of Newark; 


(F) No store, station, wagon or 
vehicle shall be operated for the sale 
and/or delivery of milk, cream or 
milk products in the City of Newark 
unless under the licenses required by 
this ordinance,

which findings shall be reported to 
the Director of the Department of 
Public Works, who is hereby author- 
ized to issue or refuse said license. 


(C) In the event the Director of 
the Department of Publie Works 
shall refuse said license, he shall so 
notify the applicant by letter ad- 
dressed to the applicant’s address 
giving forth the reason for such re- 
fusal. The applicant may apply to 
the Director of the Department of 
Public Works for a hearing on such 
refusal, providing such application is 
made within five days of receipt of 
notice of the refusal. At said hear- 
ing the applicant may produce such 
testimony or information to disprove 
any facts which may be the basis of 
the refusal of said licerise. 


(D) No person shall be granted a 
license for the sale and/or delivery of 
milk, cream or milk products within 
the City of Newark, where the fol- 
lowing circumstances exist: 
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1. Where the applicant ıs not a 
resident of the City of Newark and is 
unable to furnish a written refer- 
ence of a citizen of the City of New- 
ark recommending applicant insofar 
as honesty, character and financial 
responsibility is concerned. 


2. Where the applicant has had re- 
voked, for the violation of any or- 
dinances of the City of Newark, and/ 
or laws of the State of New Jersey, 
and/or rules and regulations promul- 
gated hy the State Milk Control 
Board, State Board of Health or to- 
cal Board of Health, his or her li- 
cense previously issued by the City 
of Newark, for the sale and/or de- 
livery of milk, cream or milk prod- 
ucts. 


8. Where the applicant has been 
found guilty within or without the 
State of New Jersey of any viclation 
of any of the rules, regulations of 
any State Milk Control Board, or the 
like, State Board of Health, or any 
local Board of Health, or any ordin- 
ance or law pertaining to the sale 
and/or delivery of milk, cream or 
milk products.

4, Where the applicant does not 
have a sanitary place for storage of 
milk, cream or milk products at 50° 
Fahrenheit, or lower, adequate for his 
or her supply before sale and/or de- 
livery.

5. Where the applicant’s delivery 
vehicle, wagon, store or station ts not 
constructed to prevent dirt, dust, flies, 
or unhealthful or injurious matter 
from contacting and contaminating 
such milk, cream and milk products 
or containers wherein the same are 
kept. 


6. Where the applicant does not 
possess a food handler’s certificate is- 
sued by the City of Newark Health 
Department, certifying the applicant 
has had a complete test for syphilis 
by a recognized laboratory which 
shall show the applicant free from 
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syphilis in the infectious state with- 
in a period of six months before the 
issuance of food handler’s certificate. 


7. Where the applicant sells or of- 
ers for sale, any articles other than 
dairy products in the vehicle or wag- 
on to be used under the license ap- 
plied for. 


8. Applicant’s vehicle, wagon, sta- 
tion or store is not constructed so 
that ice or refrigeration can be at all 
times provided for said milk, cream 
and milk products, or the containers 
thereof, while being sold and/or de- 
livered at 50° Fahrenheit, or lower. 


9. Where the applicant’s vehicle or 
wagon to be used with license applied 
for shall not have top and side cur- 
tains, and vehicle used for wholesale 
delivery shall not be provided with a 
water proof and weather proof cover 
sufficient to cover the containers of 
milk, cream and milk products in said 
vehicle during inclement and warm 
weather. 


10. Where the place from which ap- 
plicant is to obtain his or her supply 
of milk, cream and milk products 
during the period of said license, does 
not meet with requirements of the 
State Board of Health, local Board 
of Health, ard any State law, or ordi- 
nance, regulations, rules, governing 
and regulating sanitary conditions, 


11, Where the applicant shall ob- 
tain milk, cream or milk products 
from a broker, jobber, or other con- 
cern who obtains milk, cream or milk 
products from other sources than 
those approved by the Department of 
Health, or any other required body. 


SUBDIVISION 3: REVOCATION: 


(A) Whenever a license shall have 
been heretofore issued under and by 
virtue of this ordinance, and amend- 
ments thereof, said license may be 
suspended or revoked by the Director 
of the Department of Public Works, 
for any of the following reasons: 


1. Where the beensee shall have 
violated any of the provisions of this 
ordinance, and amendments thereof. 


2. Where the licensee, or ary per- 
son living in his or her housenold, is 
suffering with any illness, sickness 
or disease of a contagious nature, in 
which case said licensee shall be sus- 
pended during said period, and shall 
not be restored until the Department 
of Ilealth of the City of Newark shall 
certify the licensee, or such sick per- 
son, to have been cured and free from 
any such illness. 


3. When a licensee, or any other 
person living in his or her hause- 
hold, upon being charged by the ve- 
partment of Health, with being af- 
Ricted with a disease of a contagious 
nature, shall refuse to undergo a phy- 
sical examination and blood test for 
such contagious disease. 


4. Where licensee has been found 
guilty of a violation of any of the 
rules, regulations, laws of the State 
of New Jersey, or any local ordin- 
ance pertaining to the sale and/or 
delivery of milk, cream and milk 
products and in particular of the 
State Milk Control Board, State De- 
partment of Health, or the local 
Board of Health. 


5. Where the licensee shall have 
been convicted of a crime involving 
moral turpitude. 


6. Where the licensee shall fail to 
have a storage place for the storage 
of milk, cream and milk proructs at 
50° Fahrenheit, or lower, before the 
sale and/or delivery of same, and/or 
shall refuse, upon request, forthwith 
to allow the Department of Health 
or any of its inspectors, to inspect 
said storage place. 


7. Where the licensee’s delivery ve- 
hicle or wagon, station or store be- 
comes unsanitary, dirty, and un- 
healthful, and its construction does 
not prevent dirt, dust, flies, or any 
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unhealthful or injurious matter from 
contacting and contaminating such 
milk, cream and milk products, and 
the containers wherein same are con- 
tained. 


8. Where licensee’s vehicle, wagon,. 
station or store does not provide a 
temperature of 50° Fahrenheit, or 
lower, for said milk, cream and milk 
products, while being sold and/or de- 
livered. 


10. Where licensee exposes for sale 
and/or delivery, milk, cream and 
milk products from a person, firm or 
corporation other than a person, firm 
or corporation represented in the ap- 
plication for said license, unless the 
consent of the Board of Health is. 
given to the licensee to accept for 
sale and/or delivery, such milk, 
cream or milk products of such oth- 
er person, firm or corporation. 


11. Where the licensee obtains one 
grade of milk from more than one 
source, without first obtaining permis- 
sion of the Department of Health. 


12. Where the licensee changes his 
or her source of milk, cream or milk 
products supply, or accepts any ad- 
ditional supply, without having first 
obtained the written permission of 
the Board of Health, who shall in- 
quire into the grade and quality of 
said milk, cream or milk products, 
and refuses to give such consent, un- 
less said milk, cream or milk prod- 
ucts meets all the requirements of 
this ordinance, State laws of New 
Jersey, local Board of Health, State 
Board af Health and State Board of 
Milk Control. 


18. Where any person licensed to 
sell and/or deliver milk, cream or 


milk products in the City of New- 


ark, shall, upon notification by the 
Department of Health, or its officers, 
fail immediately to withdraw any 


source of his or her milk, cream or 


milk product supply, not produced, 
handled or distributed in compliance 
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with the provisions of this ordinance, 
or the laws of this State. 


14. Where any licensee shall fail 
to allow the Department of Health, 
or any of its officers, to examine the 
place wherein said milk, cream. or 
milk products are stored and/or sold 
or kept during delivery, and where 


“any licensee shall refuse to furnish 


the Department of Health, or any of 
its officers, or employees, with a 
sample, or samples ,of the milk, 
cream or milk products, for analysis. 


15. Where the licensee fails to 
have a certified Food Handler’s card, 
issued by the Department of Health 
of the City of Newark, certifying 
that the applicant has had a blood 
test for syphilis by a recognized lab- 
oratory, which shall show freedom 
from syphilis in the infectious state. 


SUBDIVISION 4: RESTRICTIONS: 


(A) It shall be unlawful for any 
person to sell, expose for sale, dis- 
tribute, produce or handle or have 
in his or her possession with intent 
to sell or distribute in the City of 
Newark, milk, cream or milk prod- 
ucts which have been produced upon 
premises whereon any person shall 
be ill with a communicable disease; 
and notice shall immediately be giv- 
en said Department of Health of the 
existence of any such disease upon 
such premises; milk, cream or milk 
products produced upon the premises 
of any person, firm or corporation 
failing to give such notice, shall not 
be sold, distributed, or delivered in 
the City of Newark, until special per- 
mission therefor has been obtained 
from said Department of Health. 


(B) No milk, cream or milk prod- 
uct containers (bottles, etc.) shall be 
collected from any premises where 
there exists a case of communicable 
disease or where such a case existed, 
until written permission has been ob- 
tained from the Department of 
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Health to remove such milk, cream or 
milk product containers from the in- ° 
fected premises. 


SUBDIVISION 5: 


‘Nothing contained in this ordin« 
ance shall be construed. to require a 
license for the sale of condensed or 
evaporated (preserved) milk in her- 
metically sealed cans, excepting 
cream or cream mix in hermetically 
sealed cans. 


Section 2: All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances inconsistent with the 
provisions of this ordinance, be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 


Section 3: If any section, part of 
section, sentence, clause or phrase of 
this ordinance shall be held ‘to be un- 
constitutional or invalid, the remain- 
ing provisions hereof shall neverthe- 
less remain in full force and effect.

It is hereby determined 
that part of the cost of said purpose 
in labor or materials.is to be met by 
the Works Progress Administration 
of the United States of America, and 
that such part is estimated to amount 
tc the sum of Four Hundred Thirty 
Thousand Eight Hundred Seventy- 
three and 54/100 Dollars ($480,- 
873.54). 
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Section 4 Pursuant to Section 40: 
1-12 of said Local Bond Law, the 
sum of Forty-six Thousand Six Hun- 
dred Sixty-six and 66/100 Dollars 
($46,666.66) shall be included as a 
down payment to finance said pur- 
pose in the budget of said City for 
the fiscal year beginning January 1, 
1989, in addition to any sums which 
may otherwise be required to be ap- 
propriated in said budget for the pay- 
ment of interest on or any maturing 
principal of the obligations author- 
ized to be issued by this ordinance. 


Section 5. To finance said purpose, 
bonds of said City of an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding Sev- 
en Hundred Thousand Dollars ($700,- 
000) to be designated “Public Im- 
provement Bonds” are hereby author- 
ized to be issued pursuant to said 
Local Bond Law. Said bonds shall 
bear interest at a rate which shall 
not exceed six per centum (6%) per 
annum. All matters with respect to 
said bonds not determined by this 
crdinance shall be determined by 
resolutions to be hereafter adopted. 


Section 6. To finance said purpose, 
Bond Anticipation Notes of said City 
of an aggregate principal amount not 
exceeding Seven Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($700,000) are hereby author- 
ized to be issued in anticipation of 
the issuance of said bonds, pursuant 
to said Local Bond Law. Said notes 
shall bear interest at a rate which 
shall not exceed six per centum (6%) 
per annum, and may be renewed from 
time to time pursuant to and within 
the limitations prescribed by said 
Local Bond Law, All matters with 
respect to said notes not determined 
by this ordinance shall be determined 
by resolutions to be hereafter adopt- 
ed. In the event that bonds are is- 
sued pursuant to this ordinance, the 
aggregate amount of notes authorized 
to be issued shall be reduced by an 
amount equal to the principal amount 
of the bonds so issued. If the aggre- 
gate amount of bonds and notes is- 
sued pursuant to this ordinafice shall 


at any tıme exceed the sum first men- 
tioned in this section, the moneys 
raised by the issuance of said bonds 
shall, to not less than the amount of 
such excess, be applied to the pay- 
ment of such notes then outstanding. 


Section 7. No part of the cost of 
financing said purpose has been or 
is to be specially assessed against 
property specially benefited thereby.

Law, contained in sub-division (d) of 
Section 40: 1-16 of said Law.

They feel until such time as they 
can receive funds from the Govern- 
ment they would like the City to help 
them with operating costs and pay- 
ment of any salaries that may be 
necessary, until the advance comes 
from the Federal Government. I 
make this explanation because I don’t 
know whether Commissioners Duffy 
and Franklin are familiar with the 
Law that City employees cannot be 
used by the Housing Authority. 


Commissioner Duffy: I desire to re- 
iterate what I said before the organ- 
ization of the local Authority, that 
there are sufficient technicians in the 
municipa] and adjacent buildings to 
take care of this work. I feel that 
the five members of the Housing Au- 
thority could direct that work them- 
selves and ought to use all city em- 
ployees necessary for that work. So 
far as technicians are concerned, we 
have a Legal Department, a Building 
Department, Assessors, Surveyors 
and Building Inspectors who can 
cope with the entire situation. 


I frankly admit I did not know 
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‘tingency fund. 


when I made that statement that the 
Federal Authorities would not permit 
municipal employees to participate 
That is news to me. However, I was 
not in favor of the resolution in its 
present form because there were no 
itemized bills there, nor are there any 
directions that any portion of it 
should be allocated to salaries. That 
is the reason I opposed it. I desire 
to go along with slum clearance, and 
if the Law Department agrees with 
the statement of the Mayor, I will 
sign the resolution, 


Acting Mayor Murphy: Mr. Eng- 


‘lander, Director Duffy would like to 


know if in your opinion it is neces- 
sary for them to have the $5,000 in 
order to operate and if it is a fact 
that they can’t use city employees but 
must make their set-up separate and 
distinct. . 


Mr Englander: On that point I 
don’t know. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: Mr. Ward 
sat with the Federal officials and 
Housing Authority. They asked me 
to get a loan of $5,000. I thought 
we could make this loan from the con- 
In the discussion 
with the Federal authorities they said 
that was the only way it could be 


done. As soon as the advancement 


comes from the Federal Government 
the City would be repaid. Mr. Ward 
sat in on all of it. He knows all 
about it. 


Mr. Englander: I wil] send for him. 


Mr. Henry Green: J think that Di- 
rector Duffy is perfectly right, There 
may be a little money spent outside 
except for construction. I under- 
stand you favor the building of these 
houses on city owned property, while 
the State authorities and some other 
people favor spending $2,000,000 to 
buy ground I think Director Duffy’s 
attitude about spending the most 
money for construction and your at- 
titude toward using city land, saving 
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as much from this $2,000,000 as pos- 
sible, weuld result in an additional 
apartment house. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: That is all 
to be worked out. No member of the 
City Commission can interfere with 
their cperation. The only thing J 
have done, I have tried to be helpful 
to them by letting them have what 
city properties we now have in cer- 
tain locations. I am satisfied that the 
Housing Authority will work it out to 
the best advantage of the City owned 
property and other properties that 
they have to buy. 


Mr. Englander: I learn Mr. Warg 
just left for lunch, 


Commissioner Duffy: What is your 
opinion ? . 


Mr. Englander; I can’t give am 
opinion without seeing the Federal 
law on the subject. I would have to. 
consult with the Federal authorities 
in order to give you an opinion 


Commissioner Franklin: I can’t see 
why this department can’t cooperate, 
particularly the Health Department, 
which is loaded with surveys on slum 
clearance from a health standpoint. 
The employees there who have done 
that work would like to cooperate. 


The strict construction of that law 
then would preclude my employees 
in the Health Department from 
charging any time to the Housing 
Authority to give them the available 
information that we have. It is in- 
explicable to me that the City em- 
ployees without actual compensation ` 
would be precluded from working om 
this Housing Authority. 


_ Acting Mayor Murphy: Any in- 
formation of that kind can be sub- 
mitted to the Housing Authority, but 
to use city employees for anything 
where there is expense involved is 
against the Act They have got to 
make their own set-up, they are in- 


vested with full authority to issue 
bonds and everything else. 


Commissioner Franklin: I don’t 
doubt you, I am not in a position to 
know the law under which the Hous- 
ing Authority operates, but it certain- 
ly is a poor law if it is the case, be- 
cause it would preclude the Health 
Department from devoting any time 
to the Housing Authority. It is very 
bad business in my opinion. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: This re- 
quest is not mine, it is the request 
of the Housing Authority. It came 
two weeks ago. I wasn’t here last 
week or I would have introduced it.

Commissioner Byrne: I felt at the 
start that these pools should be 
boarded up, but in view of the fact 
so much money has been expended I 
am willing to have this ordinance in- 
troduced for first reading. In the in- 
terim we could get estimates as to 
how much it will cost to complete 
these pools. Because we have this 
money invested in there it would þe 
wrong not to finish them. I think be- 
tween now and the time the ordinance 
is read again we will definitely know 
how much money it will take to com- 
plete these pools. If the estimates 
are all right and it can be done by 
contract labor I will go along with it. 
As Commissioner of Parks and Pub- 
lic Property it would seem to me that 
this function should come under my 
department. 


Commissioner Franklin: The swim- 
ming pools.as they are now constitut- 
ed are in the Department of Public 
Works, all the bath houses. Whether 
the pools are in the Park Department 
on municipally owned property, they 
are necessarily a function of the De- 
partment of Public Baths. 


Commissioner Byrne: I think any- 
thing that comes in Parks and Pub- 
lic Buildings should be up to the Di- 
rector of that department to get 
these estimates. I think you are tak- 
ing it out of the right department 
when you assign it to anybody else. 

Acting Mayor Murphy: I quite 
agree, I think the situation becomes 


quile confused when we get a Di- 
rector outside of the Department that 
is involved getting bids and estimates 
on buildings. J think that Director 
Byrne ought to be authorized to get 
estimates and let this Commission 
know exactly what it would cost to 
finish these pools by contract. The 
Commission then would be in a posi- 
tion to definitely take action and to 
determine what they want to do. 


Commissioner Byrne: I would like 
to have determined once and forever 
what the Director of the Department 
of Parks and Public Property is sup- 
posed to do.

fact that Mayor Ellenstein instituted 
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the project I feel we should take it 
into consideration on his return.

Acting Mayor Murphy: I think it 
is foolish and ridiculous to try to have 
you, I and Director Duffy and Di- 
rector Byrne get estimates. It should 
be settled once and for all who is go- 
ing to get estimates, because we have 
a lot of factors involved here, where- 
by the other commitments may tie the 
city to certain contracts. I think that 
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has got to be taken into consideration. 
As Dierctor Duffy said, legally there 
may be a question whether we can 
recognize them or not. Morally we 
should recognize these obligations, I 
think that has got to be taken into 
consideration in getting the estimates. 
That is my personal opinion. That is 
the reason why I think it is really a 
one-man job who will have to work 
in cooperation, to a certain extent, 
with the Legal Department.

Mayor Ellenstein: Before adjourn- 
ing I want to say that in presenting 
my budget to the City Commission 1 
endeavored to economize in every pos- 
sible direction, $40,000 was taken out 
street lighting. Practically the en- 
tire amount of that is under contract 
with the Public Service. I find that 
the reduction of 900 lights in the 
city has produced an effect which was 
beyond the anticipation of those en- 
gineers in the department, and my- 
self as well, which was not contem- 
plated at the time. I think it has 
created a serious hardship and en- 
dangered the safety and the welfare 
of the citizens of our city. In view 
of that, upon my return to the city 
I instructed the lighting engineer and 
the chief engineer to make a careful 
survey of the city affected by the di- 
minishing of the lights, and I find 
that there are other services that can 
be curtailed which will not as serious- 
ly affect the city as darkening of 
the streets This was not contem- 
plated at the time that the budget 
was created. So that some services, 
such as some sreet repair work and 
sewer work, we will be compelled to 
defer until next year and return the 
street lighting, at least that portion 
of it which will affect the welfare of 


he city. An effort will be made, as 
I said, to curtail services which are 
not as important as that of street 
lighting. In view of that the engi- 
neers have been instructed to replace 
the lights around the parks and other 
portions of the city at the same time, 
with the thought in mind that the 
life and limb and safety of every in- 
dividual is to be considered primar- 
ily. It is my hope that we can save 
by curtailing the other services that 
we have anticipated giving through- 
out the year, such as street repairs 
and sewer work, and save whatever 
we possibly can in that direction. 
Should we find that we are unable to 
do so, it will be necessary to intro- 
duce an emergency reeolution to com- 
pensate for the amount of money 
necessary to be paid to the Public 
Service for the increased lighting. So 
I anticipate that tonight or tomor- 
row night at the latest, that there 
will be a replacement of the great 
bulk of those lights that have been 
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eliminated. I bring that to the atten- 
tion of the City Commission and to 
the public generally.

Mayor Ellenstein: Any other op- 
position ? 


Mr. Joseph F. Holland: I represent 
the Kleimer Company. That com- 
pany is the owner of the Lincoln Pa 
Hotel and also 103 Lincoln Park, 
These properties adjoin immediately 
on the west of the proposed site. We 
object to this on the ground that 
there is immediately adjoining the 
proposed parking station on the south 
side a tavern which, of course, keeps 
late hours. The parking station be- 
ing adjacent to that would be used 
by the tavern’s patrons and result in 
noise and disturb the residents in the 
Lincoln Park Hotel. For that rather 
reason we object. 


There is also the additional reason 
that there is no. economic necessity 
for this. The plot is 103 by 50, I be- 
lieve, and would accommodate at the 
most about thirty cars. The traffic 
angle has been taken care of by the 
Broad Street Association, in which we 
concur one hundred per cent. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Does anybody 
else wish to be heard in opposition? 


Mr. Samuel S. Ferster: I represent 
the applicant. And may I say this, 
that of all the arguments presented 


I think there is but one which has ` 


merit. The petition shows an entrance 
on Lincoln Park, and T think if that

The City ` Çlerk presented An Or- 
dinance to repeal an ordinance, en- 
titled: “An Ordinance, to amend , an 
ordinance entitled: ‘Zoning Ordinance 
of the City of Newark, _adopted Jän- 
uary 8, 1930,’ which said ordinance 
was adopted March 28rd, 1938,” and 
stated that today was the time fixed 
for hearing on the same. 


The Board then entered upon said 
ordinance. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per- 
son who desires to be heard on this 
ordinance? 


Mr. William Greenbaum: I appear: 
ago and stated my 
grounds of objection. A number of 
people have been. here since eleven 
o’clock and some of these people | have 
been obliged to go home. Otherwise 
there might be a larger representa- 
tion. 


My stand i is the same ‘aS it was two 
weeks ago. I do not think. that, H 
need take inp your time in repeating 


what I said before, particularly in 
view of the fact that there are other 
members of the legal profession en- 
gaged to work with me in this mat- 
ter, so, for that reason and for the 
time being we stand on the argument 
raised two weeks ago, on the legal 
technicality, as to whether or not this 
Commission had the right to do what 
they wanted to do. 


Mr. Jules E. Tepper, representing 
Archie Kass and others: I think I can 
show you the reason why you should 
not take final action on this ordinance 
to repeal the original ordinance to 
amend the Zoning Ordinance. 


To commence with, it seems to me 
that I ought to present this to your 
minds: You passed an ordinance re- 
zoning Hansbury Avenue and other 
streets, and it is reasonable to as- 
sume that at that time you believed 
that these taxpayers should be free 
from encroachment in certain direc- 
tions. I have no reason to believe 
that you changed your minds about 
that merely because Mr. Adams or 
somebody else said that he did not 
receive the notice which is provided 
for under the zoning ordinance. If 
Mr. Adams says he did not receive 
a notice and the City Clerk states 
also that he did not receive a notice 
and the City Law Department states, 
based on that statement of fact, that 
the ordinance was originally illegal- 
ly passed by this Commission, why 
have opened a legal argument. Mr. 
Adams is before this Commission this 
morning urging the passage of this 
ordinance to repeal, as a matter of 
right and as a matter of course. He 
comes here and he intends to go to 
the Supreme Court to prove that your 
erdinance is illegal. I want you to 
repeal that ordinance. If that is all 


should receive a permit to erect this 
apartment house, and I say that for 
this reason he has pending now be- 
fore the Superintendent of Buildings 
an application for:a permit. If you 
act finally on the ordinance to repeal 
today that would, as a matter of law, 
bring back the old ordinance into ex- 
istence, namely, it would entitled Mr. 
Adams to a permit. 


My suggestion is this, in order to 
do equity to all parties, the City Com- 
mission should now receive for intro- 
duction on first reading an ordinance 
designed and patented after the’ orig- 
inal ordinance which Mr. Adams now 
attacks, and that that ordinance 


‘should he advanced to second reading 


and so on and heard concurrently 
with final arguments on the ordin- 
ance to repeal, so that neither side 
will have the advantage, and in the 
interim the Commission should im- 
pose the following on Mr. Adams, 
namely, that he should withdraw his 


‘application pending before the Su- 


perintendent of Buildings for a per- 
mit so that if your Commission de- 
cides to pass upon final reading an 
ordinance to repeal the amended or- 


dinance then Mr. Adams will not be 


in a position where he has sneaked 
in and had a vested right conferred on 
him by reason of this pending appli- 
cation before the Superintendent of 
Buildings. 


Mayor Ellenstein: As I understand 
it, you want such steps taken so that 
the equities of all. the parties con- 
cerned are protected? 


Mr. Tepper: Exactly, and the only 
thing that you can do, and I believe 
your Law Department will bear me 


out, is that Mr. Adams must with- 


there wag in this case everything ` 


would be all right, and with things 
being equal, if he did not receive the 
notice the repeal should be passed on 
final reading, but that is not the fact 
here. Here you are going to finally 
determine whether or not Mr, Adams 


draw his application now pending be- 
fore the Superintendent of Buildings, 
because, if he does not, it is my legal 
opinion that the measure may pass 
on final reading, and he becomes en- 


. titled, as a matter of law, to a per- 
mit by reason of the fact that the 
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original ordinance spring back into 
existence, 


Mayor Ellenstein: Why withdraw 
the. pending application? 


Mr. Tepper: It is our contention 
that there was no formal application 
pending with the Superintendent of 
Buildings at the time of the passage 
of the original amended ordinance. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How can the 
Commission ask him to remove this 
application? There is no way in 
which this Commission can insist. It 
can suggest that to him but there is 
no way in. which we can insist. If 
this ordinance is legally passed 
then they have no right to build; 
if jt is not legally passed then they 
have the right and then that ordin- 
ance is in full force and effect, and we 
are suspending action and your posi- 
tion is not hurt in the slightest de- 
gree. . 


Mr. Tepper: Instantly the old ordi- 
nance springs back into existence. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Isn’t it a rule of 
Jaw that the ordinance does not take 
effect until ten days after its pas- 
sage? . 


‘Mr. Tepper: That is quite true ex- 
cept that there will be some hiatus 
there, if it is only a second, between 
the time the repeal of the ordinance 
becomes effective and the time that 
the other ordinance becomes effective. 


Commissioner Murphy: Couldn’t 
you pass the new ordinance before 
‘you repealed the other one? 


Mr. Tepper: Of course you can. 
That is the point. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I won’t prejudice 
you at all, 


‘Mr. Tepper: I think that Director 
‘Murphy’s suggestion is a good one, 
to introduce the ordinance all over 
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again and then if you decide to re» 
verse yourselves on final argument, 
that is up to you, but under the cir- 
cumstances I think you should defer 
action. 


Mayor Ellenstein: 
stand jt? 


Do vou under- 


Mr. Toner: I understand it very 
well. Itis quite clear to me, and the 
whole picture has been clear to me 
for some time. I think, as I said be- 
fore, that we should be put exactly 
in the same position as we were on 
March 2nd, and the only way we can 
be put in that position is by the pas- 
sage of the proposed ordinance, and 
then if these people want to change 
that particular territory these gentle- 
men can introduce their petition and 
they can be heard, and we will be ex- 
actly where we were when they pass- 
ed it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I think that the 
matter ought to be taken up by the 
attorneys representing the opposition 
and representing Mr. Adams, and the 
other two persons who did not receive 
a notice, and gone into more fully 
with the Law Department and 1 
think that it should be deferred in 
the meantime. 


Mr. Tepper: Mr. Mayor, that is not 
at all practical. We have all these 
property owners here now and it is æ 
simple mttter for this Commission to 
decide whether or not it wants to rẹ- 
ceive a new ordinance, and, if so, if it 
is willing to defer action on the ordi- 
nance to repeal, they will all have 
their day in court when the new or- 
dinance will be argued on final read- 
ing. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Here is a note 
that comes to me saying that the 
formal application was filed on May 
24th, 1938. 


Mr. Tepper: That is after the pas- 
sage of the ordinance. 


Mr, Adam Adams: I have 
Seen it. 


nevei 


Mr. Tepper: What we wanted to 
prevent is. to have this application hbe- 
come a vested interest on his part. 


Commissioner Franklin: As I see 
this thing, assuming that Mr. Adams 
has made an application to the Build- 
ing Department on March 2nd, on 
March 23rd this ordinance passed. At 
that time his application had not rip- 
ened into a vested interest, because 
his application was not acted on fav- 
orably or unfavorably. On March 
23rd this ordintnce passed, and were 
it not for the fact that there were 
technical defects in the passing of 
this ordinance, to wit, the giving of 
notice, then Mr. Adams’ rights could 
not thereafter ripen. 


However, Mr. Adams, like all resi- 
dents or property owners in that lo- 
ality, is entitled to present now his 
objections to the passage of that or- 
dinance the same as he could have 
‘done on March 28rd. On the other 
hand, if you repeal this ordinance it 
places Mr. Adams, then, in a position 
of a vested interest, in which he can 
arbitrarily, without the say so of the 
City Commission, have the permit. 


L think that the suggestion of Di- 
vector Murphy that this new ordin-

Mayor Ellenstein: Suppose, then, 
that the matter be left with this un- 
derstanding, that each Commissioner 
make an effort to read the communi- 
cation of the Law Department and be 
prepared to act on it next Wednes- 
day. 


Commissioner Murphy: There was 
something on the taxes, the Federal 
taxes. Is that eliminated? 


Mayor Ellenstein: No. It is up to 
the Commissioners as to the policy 
that you want to pursue. As I recall, 
when Justice Parker awarded the 
$35,000 to Mr. Dixon and the $30,- 
000 to the three others, he made the 
statement that he is making the 
award because they are compelled to 
pay a Federal income tax. Since then 
there is a decision, as I understand, 
by the United States Supreme Court, 
that that is not taxable, so it puts a 
different legal aspect on the siuation 
because of the fact that Justice Park- 


er took into consideration that they 
were going to pay an income tax. It 
then seems logical to me to assume 
that he incorporated in the pay more 
than they were entitled to receive in 
his judgement, because now they are 
not bound to pay an income tax since 
the decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court. 


I have not read it but that is a very 
general statement of what J learned 
from Corporation Counsel. He makes 
no recommendations and leaves it to 
the discretion of the Commission, but 
he rightfully points out to the Com- 
missioners that that is the situation 
as it exists today. 


Commissioner Duffy: Haven’t we 
received a court order to make pay- 
ment? 


Mayor Ellenstein: I think we have, 
unless the opinion: is not—they have 
not issued execution. They can still 
issue execution. 


‘However, we will leave it this way, 
that the Commissioners will enaeavor 
to read the brief: submitted by the 
Law Department and be prepared to 
act on it next Wednesday.

WHEREAS, the Housing Authority 
of the City of Newark (herein call- 
ed the “Authority”) proposes to de- 
velop and -administer low-rent hous- 
ing projects within the territorial lim- 
its of the City of Newark (herein 
called the “City”); and 


WHEREAS, in connection with the 
development of such projects the Au- 
thority desires ‘to eliminate unsafe 
and insanitary dwelling units situat- 
ed within the territorial limits of the 
City substantially equal in number to 
the number of newly constructed 
dwelling units to: be provided by such 
projects; and, 


WHEREAS, the Authority has re- 
quested the City to co-operate with 
it and assist it in the elimination of 
such unsafe and insanitary dwelling 
units; and, 


WHEREAS, there exist in the City 
a large number of unsafe or insani- 
tary dwelling units and it is neces- 
sary and desirable that the City 
should eliminate such unsafe or insan. 
itary dwelling units to protect the 
health, safety and morals of the in-

WHEREAS, it is necessary that 
the present low-income occupants of

5. In computing the number of un- 
safe or insanitary dwelling units 
eliminated under the terms of this 
Agreement, there shall be included all 
unsafe or insanitary dwelling units 
eliminated under this Agreement 
from the date hereof; provided, how- 
ever, that all unsafe or insanitary 
dwelling units eliminated by the City 
prior to the date of this Agreement 
will be counted as elimination under 
this Agreement if the Authority ir 
satisfied that such elimination was 
undertaken in anticipation of the ex- 
ecution of this Agreement. 


6. In computing the number of un- 
safe or insanitary dwelling units 
eliminated under the terms of this 
Agreement, the remedying of viola- 
tions of local building codes or ordi- 
nances by compulsory action of the 
City, insofar as it results in the 


elimination of unsafe or insanitary 
dwelling units, shall be considered as 
elimination. The voluntary remedy- 
ing of such violations shall not be 
considered as elimination. 


“7. For the purpose of this Agree- 
ment a dwelling unit shall be consid- 
ered unsafe or insanitary whenever 
by reason of dilapidation, faulty ar- 
rangement or design, lack of ventila- 
tion, light or sanitation facilities, or 
any combination of these factors, it 
is detrimental to safety, health or 
morals. 


8. The Authority agrees: 


(a) To advise the officers in charge 
of appropriate departments of 
the City, of the existence of any 
unsafe or insanitary dwelling 
units in the City, which the Au- 
thority finds as a result of its 
surveys or studies; 


(b) To make reports to the City,

18. The City agrees that, if it ap- 
pears that existing legislation for the 
State of New Jersey is inadequate 
with respect to the elimination by 
municipalities of unsafe and insani- 
tary dwelling units, it will co-operate 
with the Authority in attempting to 
obtain such addiional legislation as 
may be necessary to assure full com- 
pliance with this Agreement.

Re: Application for Zoning Change, 
374-378 North 12th Street 


Pursuant to communication of June 
27, 1988, I have examined the memo- 
randum of fact and law submitted by 
Judge Sweeney in connection with the 
above matter, and have also examin- 
ed the transcript of the record of the 
meetings of the Board of Adjustment 
at which this matter was discussed, 
and also the minutes of the City Com- 
mission in reference thereto. 


I find that there was considerable 
discussion by the applicant and the 
opponents, and some testimony tak- 
en before the Board of Adjustment,. 
and that members of the Board of Ad- 
justment viewed the property in ques- 
tion and the surrounding neighbor-" 
hood prior to making their recom- 
mendation to your Honorable Board. 
It appears from the records of the 
City Commission that there was con- 
siderable discussion and statements 
made by the parties interested in this 
application. 


Judge Sweeney, in his brief, quotes 
several cases, and in particular the 
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case of FONDA v. O’DONOHUE, 
109 New Jersey Law, 584. 


In that case, the Court set aside 
the action of the Commissioners of 
the City of Orange, who recommend- 
ed and approved an exception to the 
Zoning Ordinance, because the Court 
found that no legal evidence had been 
presented to either the Board of Ad- 
justment or to the City Commission, 
to establish the facts which were 
made prerequisites of such exercise 
of power by the statute and ordi- 
hance, 


In the present case, however, there 
is considerable evidence which was 
taken by both the City Commission 
and the Board of Adjustment. 


In the case of DE VITO v. PEAR- 
SALL, 115 Law 328, the Supreme 
Court said: 


“The lack of municipal authori- 
ty to create residence zones, and 
with reasonable regards for an actx 
ually existing status to shield those 
areas from the intrusion of com- 
mercial structures, was, as we ap- 
prehend, one of the evils which the 
electorate conceived to exist in the 
old law and purposed to remedy in 
the amendment and the ancillary 
legislation. * * * * * It is by no 
means fanciful, we believe, that the 
general welfare of a community is 
materially served by preserving a 
neighborhood to the uses to which 
it may most advantageously be 
placed.” 


In the case of GABRIELSON v. 
GLEN RIDGE, 176 Atlantic 676, Mr. 
Justice Donges, speaking for the Su- 
preme Court, said: 


“There was testimony from a 
number of persons called by both 
sides, the general effect of which 
was that by reason of the adja- 
cent business properties, the lands 


of the owners could not be advan. 
tagéously used for high price dwell- 
ings, such as would be required on 
land of such value in order to make 
adequate return on the value there- 
of. We do, however, deem this to 
be a controlling factor in a case 
of this sort. The question is, 
whether the restriction imposed is 
arbitrary and unreasonable, and 
without substantial relation to put- 
lic health, safety, morals, or the 
general welfare of the community.” 


In the case DURKIN LUMBER 
CO. v. FITZSIMMONS, 106 Law, 188, 
the Court said: 


“x x $ * * The reasoning of the 
case clearly demonstrated and the 
opinion concisely held that the ordi- 
nary use of property is not author- 
ized by the general welfare clause 
of the statute to be prohibited þe- 
cause repugnant to the sentiments 
or desires of a particular class re- 
siding in the immediate neighbor- 
hood thereof, but only because such 
use is detrimental to the interests 
of the public at large.” 


In the case of AMON v. RAHWAY, 
117 Law 589, Mr. Justice Parker, in 
quoting the Zoning Act of 1928, held 
that the powers of the Board of Ad- 
justment included the right to rec- 
ommend to the governing body a re- 
laxation of the ordinance as to lands 
outside the 150 feet and abuttal lim- 
itations. 


Justice Parker also held that “the 
statute does not require that sworn 
testimony of witnesses be taken.” 


From my examination of the law 
and the facts in connection with this 
application, it is my opinion that your 
Honorable Board has a substantial 
amount of information, through the 
testimony and otherwise, on which to 
base your decision for approval or 
disapproval of the recommendation of 


the Board of Adjustment, keeping in 
mind at all times that. arriving at 
your conclusion, you must consider 
the effect of your action pon the 
public health, safety, morals and gen- 
eral welfare of the community.

Mr. Sidney Simandl: Before voting 
on this matter, Mr. Mayor, I pre- 
sented at the beginning of the hear- 
ing before the City Commission these 
pictures which were examined by all 
of the Commissioners, and I would 
like to have them made a part of the 
record in this case. The pictures are 
taken, one view east and one west, 
and indicate the various premises on 
the street. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any ob- 
jection? My query was made to the 
City Commission as to whether there 
was any objection to that procedure. 


(Two photographs marked Exhibits 
P-1 and P-2 respectively.) 


Russell Rankin, being duly sworn 
according to law on his oath, testi- 
fied as follows: 


Direct examination by Mr. Simandl: 


Q. Mr. Rankin, are you clerk of 
the Board of Adjustment of the City 
of Newark? A. I am. 


Q. And as such clerk have you in 
charge all of the records of that 
board? <A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Will you please turn to your 
records and let me know whether you 
have application 129-36 U covering 
premises 307 First Avenue, applicant 
Flora Donato? 


A. Yes, I have. 


Q. And using that file, will you 
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tell me what the application was for? 
A. It was for the construction of a 
store at 307 First Avenue and 381 
North 12th Street, That was the two 
corner address. 


Q. Was that a second residential 
district? A. Yes. 


Q. Zoned as a second residential 
district? A. Yes: 


Q. And the applicant made appli- 
cation for stores in this district? A. 
That is correet, 


Q. Will you tell me the action of 
the Board of Adjustment and the 
date? A. This matter was approved 
by the Board of Adjustment on oc- 
tober 7, by a vote of three to one. 


Q. What year? <A. 1936. 


Q. And later, was the matter 
brought before the City Commission? 
A. Yes. . 


Q. And what was the vote there? 
A. It was granted by the Board of 
Commissioners October 28, 1936. 


Q. And have you the resolution 
and vote of the Commission? 


A. That resolution was approved 
by the vote of Directors Franklin, 
Fillenstein and Minisi. 


Q. And was Commissioner Duffy 
present and voting or was he absent? 
A. I wouldn’t know that. 


Q. He did not. vote? A. His name 
is not on the resolution. 


Q. And was the application—the 
records of that applieation or the ap- 
plicant’s permit reversed by the Su- 
preme Court or not, do you know? A. 
I think not. 


Q. It was not? A. I think not. 
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Q. And is the decision in that 
case, Russo vs. City of Newark found 
in 192 Atlantic, page 480? A. I have 
no record of that. 


Q. (Mr, Simandl shows volume of 
Atlantic Repotrer to witness)..A. The 
Atlantic Reporter shows that is the 
correct citation on that. 


Mr. Simandl: That is all. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you want to 
ask any questions? 


Mr. Sweeney: Mr. Mayor, in order 
that the two lawyers on the Board 
won't think I am completely asleep, I 
move, first of all, that the testimony 
all be stricken out, on the pround that 
it was absolutely irrelevant to this 
particular application. But assuming 
that that motion will be denied, I do 
want to ask Mr. Rankin a few ques- 
tions, because as I understand Mr. 
Rankin’s testimony, it would appear 
that this Board voted to concur in the 


resolution as to Donato; that there. 


was a certiorari taken and. that the 
certiorari was dismissed upon its 
merits. 


Mr. Simandl: Without prejudice. 


Mr. Sweeney: Without prejudice. 
Now then, those of you who are on the 
Board know, of course, before I gu 
into this examination that the Board 
concurred upon condition that the 
Court of Chancery found that there 
had been such a change in the char- 
acter ef First Avenue that the re- 
strictions which were upon the Don- 
ato property restricting the use of 
that property to residents until 1953, 
that the change would be such that 
restrictions would not be enforced. 
And I want to bring out the fact that 
Mr. Rankin has in his files in that 
case the opinion of Vice Chancellor 
Bigelow after a full hearing holding 
that there had been no such change; 
that the restrictions should be en- 
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forced; and that therefore, he could 
not build, and it was on that ac- 
count that there was never any hear- 
ing before the Supreme Court on the 
certiorari case. 


Cross-examination by Mr. Sweeney: — 


Q. Now, Mr. Rankin, will you be 
good enough ġo tell the Board if your 
records show if there was a condition 
attached to the resolution of concur- 
rence in the Board of Adjustment rec- 
emendation as to the Donato prop- 
erty, and if so, what conditions your 
records show? 


A. On the Board of Commissioners 
resolution ? 


Q. Yes. I think Mr. Commission- 
er Franklin, as I recall, offered the-- 
A. Well, I shall read the whole reso- 
lution? 


Q. Yes. A. “Whereas, on an ap- 
peal to the Board of Adjustment from 
the ruling of the Zoning Enforce- 
ment Officer, the said Board, afte:

Q. Have you a copy of Vice Chan- 
céllor Bigelow’s opinion upon final 
hearing?

Mayor Ellenstein: I will entertain 
some kind of a motion.

missioners the importance of the 
City making available their propor- 
tionate share of sponsors funds to 
maintain in employment the reller 
clients of the City of Newark now 
working on City sponsored projects. 
Because of the vital importance of 
this matter to the City of Newark it 
was assumed by the Works Progress 
Administration that a resolution 
would be passed before this for a 
bond issue to cover the amount of 
the sponsors contribution estimated 
by the Commissioners to be necessary 
to at least carry along the present 
program until December 31st, 1938.

Mayor Ellenstein: Of course, the 
City Commission can see the import- 
ance of this. By the end of this 
month, unless more funds are ap- 
propriated to carry these projects 
forward to the end of the year there 
will þe approximately 7,500 to 8,000 
men that will be returned to the re- 
Hef rolls. The Water project, upon 
which work is already stopped, it was 
necessary for us to withdraw equip- 
ment from that project which cost 
the City $200 a day, because we had 
no funds whatsoever, and we could 
not take any money out of revenue. 
So it was necessary to have the pro- 
ject at a standstill and those men 
bave been distributed on other pro- 
jects. Unless that goes forward 
there wil! be 650 men returned to re- 
lief rolls immediately. 


As I understand, there is a bond 
ordinance being introduced on that 
$85,000. The other requires the De- 
partment of Public Affairs without 
giving consideration to those other 
projects that were discussed on at 
least two occasions, with the W. P. 
A. and with which the Commission- 
ers are familiar, that would embrace 
$700,000, made up of $125,000 for 
sewers; that would be to the end of 
the fiscal year, and $250,000 for the 
street project which employs — how 
many men? 


The City Clerk; 5,300. 


Mayor Ellenstein: 5,300 men, that 
is $250,000. Originally the request 
was made that $500,000 be appro- 
priated by the City, and it was esti- 
mated by the engineers that. we could 
do it for $300,000 to the end of the 
year, and we cut it:down to $250,000. 
There would be $200,000 for the Wa- 
ter projects and $125,000 for the Air- 
port project. Now, exclusive of the 
£125,000 the W. P. A. has insisted up- 
on a $183,000 additional contribution. 
I took it up with Mr. Audrey Wil- 
liams, Federal Deputy Administrator 
in Washington, and Colonel Mahaf- 
fey, and have consulted with local W. 
P. A. officials, and they have devised 
a plan by which some portion of that 
project the money to be diverted to 
the hangars so that could be com- 
pleted. Those four small hangars de- 
molished, and then the City would be- 
gin to receive some revenue from 
rental of the hangar as well as the 
‘Administration Building. The recom- 
mendation has gone to the Regional 
Director in Philadelphia. From there 
it will go to Washington. I hoped 
we could get that. matter adjusted, 
and also the matter of the swimming 
pools, before tomorrow, but I receiv- 
ed a telegram today from Harry 
Hopkins, Federal Administrator, in 
which he says that it has not reach- 
ed Washington as yet, it is in the 
lands of the Regional Director; and 
if it does, it will receive prompt ac- 
tion. 


Commissioner Murphy; That is the 
swimming pools? 


Mayor Ellenstein: No, that is on 
the hangar. On the swimming pools, 
I have one letter which bears out the 
confidence that I have that the swim- 
ming pools under P. W. A., exclusive 
of the commitments by contract that 
the City has already made, can be 
finished for less than $500,000. That 
is exclusive. Jt would seem to me a 
wise policy for the Commission to 
pursue would be to pass the ordin- 
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ance which will come up tomorrow 
for $500:000. It could be amended 
that section appropriating $700,000 
could be amended to $500,000, and 
then bonds issued, and these contrac- 
tors who have been waiting patient- 
ly and diligently for that portion of 
the payment to which they are right- 
fully entitled, paid out of that, and 
at the same time the bond issue go 
forward. There was a resolution in- 
troduced authorizing me to make such 
an application to the P. W. A., as well 
as an application for a P. W. A. pro- 
ject on the Doremus Avenue Bridge.

680 men taken off the relief rolls. 


Commissioner Byrne: I was con. 
fused on that. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I am talking on 
that independent of the other pro- 
jects. Now, you might read that let- 
ter. Were you here when that let- 
ter was read from Mr. Malstrom? 


Commissioner Byrne: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The other things 
in this department we discussed on 
several occasions, all these projects 
will fold up by the end of the month. 
One employs 5,300 men, street pro- 
jects for which we need $250,000. 
Originally, the WPA expected us to 
appropriate $500,000 to the end of the 
year, and the engineers cut it down 
to $800,000, estimating they could 
carry on to the end of the year. Now 
it is down to $250,000. Then sewers, 
$125,000 and a water project of $200,- 
000. Both water projects of $200,- 
000 and $85,000 will employ 2,000: 
men. All these projects amounting 


to $700,000, how many men will they 
employ? 


Chief Engineer Costello: For the 
balance of the year they will take 
care of 10,000 including the Airport. 


The WPA wants to get it up to 
13,000. 
Mayor Ellenstein: This program 


only calls for 10,000. 
Chief Engineer Costello: For the 
balance of the year. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That does not 
include the incidental projects that we 
have discussed on at least two occa- 
sions at some length. But these pro- 
jects will come to an end by the end 
of this month unless the money is 
appropriated, and, of course, it re- 
quires four votes in the Commission 
to pass a bond ordinance. 


Commissioner Murphy: Well, you 
have already discussed the two water 
main projects, the airport and the 
sewers. The Airport, I want to clar- 
ify that; I haven’t that clear in my 
mind yet. The $125,000, that is not 
for the hangar? 


Mayor Ellenstein: $60,000 of the 
$125,000 is for the completion of the 
hangar under the supplemental ap- 
plication made in July, 1936. The 
rest of it is for the balance of the 
project. Now, they have asked fox 
$188,000 additional. 


Commissioner Murphy: For the 
balance of the air hangar? 


Mayor Ellenstein: For the expan- 
sion of the entire airport project. 
That is the demolition of the four 
hangars and all the necessary— 


Commissioner Murphy: That is 
$125,000. Where does this other item 
of $133,000 come from? 
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Mayor Ellenstemn; That is what 
they want for the completion of the 
hangar. 


Commissioner Murphy: Besides the 
$125,000? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Yes. And we are 
objecting to that. ; 


Commissioner Murphy: I never un- 
derstood it that way. I understood all 
we needed was around $60,000 or 
$70,000. 


Mayor Ellenstein: $60,000 for com- 
pletion of the hangar. 

Commissioner Murphy: At that 
rate, it is over $200,000. 


Mayor Ellensteins Now they want 
$133,000 more for completion of the 
hangar. 


Commissioner Murphy: Besides the 
$125,000? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Besides the $60,- 
000. The $125,000 is for the general 
project, hangar, demolition of the 
four small hangars— 


Commissioner Murphy: $65,000 for 
general work and $60,000 for the 
bangar? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Yes. That we are 


committed to pay under our sup- 
plemental application. 
Commissioner: Murphy: Besides 


that there is another $130,000? 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is what 
they are asking for, $133,000, which 
we have objected to. 


Commissioner Murphy: That is 


practically $200,000. 


Mayor Ellenstein: We objected to 
that because that is not part of our 
commitment and a recommendation 
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has gone from the State WPA to the 
regional director working out a meth- 
od by which the government will con- 
tribute that $133,000. And, as I stat- 


ed, I sent a telegram to Washingon 


hoping we could get the final determ- 
ination from Washington, but J re- 
ceived a telegram from Harry Hop- 
kins today in which he states it has 
not reached Washington, but as soon 
as they receive the recommendation 
they will act upon them. 


Commissioner Murphy: Do I under- 
stand, then, that that $200,000 short- 
age is their claim of the WPA, that 
due to increases, labor increases— 


Mayor Ellenstein: Labor increases 
due to the fact that the transport 
companies wanted certain refinements 
and changed their plans, such as for 
example, the pumping house. It was 
criginally planned to put that in the 
hangar proper. That is part of the 
$133,000. 


Commissioner Murphy: They want 
the city to pay for that? 


Mayor Elienstein: Exactly. They 
want the city to pay for the stucco 
work, they want the city to do the 
painting, they want the city to supply 
part of the doors, which amounts to 
about $20,000. All these things we 
Were not committed to do under our 
contract. All we are committed to do 
is embraced in the $125,000. 


Commissioner Murphy: Of course, 
this has nothing at all to do with the 
original contract. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I am informed 
by the WPA representative that ne 
spoke to Mr. Dryden, regional direct- 
or in Philadelphia, who informed him 
he will have a decision tomorrow 
morning on this $133,000. 

Commissioner On the 
doors ? 


Byrne: 
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Mayor Ellenstein; The doors are in- 
cluded in that. They want us to sup- 
ply $20,000 for completion of the 
doors. 


Commissioner Murphy: Was it in 
their origina] commitment? 


Mayor Ellenstein: You see, the po- 
sition the city was in, in the first 
place, the plans had to be approved 
by the transport companies before the 
Department of Air Commerce would 
approve thern, and before the WPA 
would approve them, so when the 
transport companies altered their 
plans while the hangar was in the 
process of construction the city had 
no voice in it and they changed the 
design and the weight of their air- 
planes and they needed more room, 
they needed different things and they 
did not anticipate at the time they ap- 
proved of the project back in 19385, 
For instance, the hangar was sup- 
posed to be 180 feet long and it was 
changed to 1050. It was supposed 
to be 125 feet wide and I think jt is 
175 now. It was supposed to be from 
the ground to the under side of the 
trusses—that is inereased by about 
fifty per cent. Naturally that costs 
more money. 


Commissioner Byrne: Will they pay 
$110,000 if we pay $20,000 toward 
it? 


Mayor Ellenstein: No, they want us 
to pay $133,000. 

Commissioner Byrne: The whole 
thing? 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is exclusive 
of the $125,000. The $125,000 we are 
committed to pay because we made 
that application and with that com- 
mitment that we pay that amount. 
But they are asking for $133,000 ad- 
ditional just for the hangar and that 
we object to, what I consider an in- 
justice being done to the city, and 


we will be able to work it out with- 
out contributing any more. 


Commissioner Murphy: When the 
project was made for the hangar and 
also the Airport development, was 
that all in one? 


Mayor Ellenstein: All in one pro- 
ject. It had to be in order to com- 
pensate for the man-hour labor, be- 
cause wages on the hangar were so 
much higher than what the security 
wage was and is. 


Commissioner Murphy: Of course, 
on that $133,000 we won’t get a de- 
cision until tomorrow? 


Mayor Ellenstein: I don’t think we 
ought to consider the $133,000 at all. 


Commissioner Murphy: You are 
going io be faced with it sooner or 
later. if they turn it down you are 
going to be faced with the completion 
of this work. 


. Mayor Ellenstein: I don’t see that 
we are. 


Commissioner Murphy: You feel 
$125,000 will complete it? 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is all we 
ure obligated to pay. 

Commissioner Murphy: That is all 
right, but what about completion? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, they have 
a contribution to make, too. They 
haven’t spent all the money on the 
hangar. 


‘Commissioner Murphy: They 
haven’t said what portion they are 
going to contribute. 


Mayor Ellenstein: They find now it 
will take $133,000 more over and 
above—- 


"CA 


Commissioner Murphy. What they 
estimate putting in it. 


Mayor Ellenstein; What they esti- 
mated putting in,: changes have been 
made. . 


Commissioner Murphy: It looks to 
me ag if they want the city to pay 
all that is due there; in other words. 
$125,000 and $133,000. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Who is familiar 
with the hangar situation? 


Mr. Coles: There is a project now 
that the government has to pay $417,- 
000 and the city $112,000, whereas 
they claim $133,000 and $417,000. 
They have approved $417,000. 


Mayor Ellenstein: They approved 
$417,000? 


Mr. Coles: Yes. 


Commissioner Murphy: That 3s l- 
able to be another one of those cred- 
its, l 


Mayor Ellenstein: The position 
we take is this is-all we are obligat- 
ed to pay and this is all we can pay, 
$125,000. That is the stand we have 
taken, that is the city’s position. We 
cannot contribute any more than that, 
and no part of the $133,000. 


Commissioner Murphy: Will the 
hangars be completed to the extent 
of being used for $125,000 if they 
don’t put up the $133,000? 


Mayor Ellenstein: No. 


Commissioner Murphy: We won’t 
be able to use the hangars, is that it? 
In other words, they will be standing 
there? 


Chief Engineer Costello: If they 
refuse this $133,000 to complete the 
hangars we will have to do it. 
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Mayor EHenstein: That ıs right. 


Commissioner Murphy: That is 
what I am trying to get at. Putting 
in $125,000 there now doesn’t mean 
a thing to us. 


Mayor Ellenstein: We are not going 
to put it in unless they agree to fin- 
ish the hangar. 


Commissioner Murphy: Then we 
will have to wait to see what their 
decision is. 


(Discussion by Chief Engineer out 
of hearing of stenographer.) 


Mayor Ellenstein: You cannot com- 
plete it? 


Chief Engineer Costello: No. 


Commissioner Murphy: What is the 
idea of putting in $125,000 if these 
people won’t come through? 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are not go- 
ing to tie it up, you cannot tie it 
up, because it will take you three 
weeks before you get your ordinance 
through. 


Commissioner Murphy: That part 
of it is all right. But in order to go 
ahead and issue bonds for $125,000 
‘unless we have got some assurance 
they are going to come through— 


Mayor Ellenstein: Before you is- 
sue the bonds you can retrace your 
steps. But the point is to be in a 
position to go ahead and get the 
hangar completed. 


Chief Engineer Costello: In addi- 
tion there is $60,000 for a supple- 
mental project for grading and land- 
scaping, to take care of 600 men, sep- 
arate and apart frorn the $60,000 
needed for the hangar. 


Mayor Ellenstein: $65,000 is for 
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grading and paving and landscaping. 
$60,000 is fot the hangar which we 
are eommitted to pay. 


Chief Engineer Costello: And that 
other project has been approved in 
Washington. But we need this mon- 
e yto go ahead and take care of these 
men, 


Mayor Ellenstein: If you pass your 
ordinance on first reading you wil! 
certainly know by that time whether 
they will agree to expend the 
$133,000. 


Commissioner Murphy: Can’t we 
introduce the ordinance tomorrow it 
they are going to render a decision? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Certainly. But 
you want to be in a position so that 
the work can go on. 


Commissioner Murphy: That part 
of it is all right with me. ‘Phe only 
point is clearing up the other angle 
and not going ahead and spending 
our money unless we find out they 
are coming through. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The stenog- 
rapher will note the arrival of Direc- 
tor Franklin, who has attended a 
Civil Service Commission hearing in 
Trenton and just arrived. 


The City Clerk: A motion is in or- 
der to add to that motion these two 
matters of emergency resolutions on 
the Airport, and the resolution au- 
thorizing the application for a PWA 
grant on the swimming pools. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I will entertain 
a motion that those two matters be 
considered as subjects of this special 
meeting. 


Commissioner Duffy: I so 


you, Mr. Mayor. 


move 


The roll being called, the motion 


was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Byrne, Duffy, 
Franklin, Murphy, Mayor Elienstein. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You four comi- 
missioners have got to be in accord 
as to what you are going to do these 
projects. 


Commissioner Murphy: That is all 
right. There is no objection from 
me. That point is cleared up. What 
about the others? 


The City Clerk: We have for con- 
sideration an emergency  resotution 
appropriating $40,000 to the Arrport 
budget and a resolution authorizing 
application for a PWA grant to com- 
plete the swimming pools. 


Mayor Ellenstein offered the fol- 
lowing resolutions:

Mayor Ellenstein: Now you want 
to go on. Director Byrne, you under- 
stand that the reason we are going 
over this is, you four commissioners 
kave got to be in accord, so if there 
is any objection to this, we ought to 
know so we can discuss it, because 
you will be in a position where the 
vote will have to be unanimous to ap- 
propriate funds to continue these WP 
A projects. These other projects J] 
don’t think you will have a great deal 
of difficulty if you want to carry out 
these white-collar projects, but these 
embrace so many men that would au- 
tomatically go on relief— 
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Commissioner Byrne: Do they have 
to be approved today? 


Mayor Ellenstein: We have no or- 
dinance on it, but I think we ought 
to discuss our views on it, that is 
why we have got the WPA officials 
and engineers, if you want to ask any 
questions. But the ordinance ought 
to be introduced, it seems to me, no 
later than tomorrow. 


Commissioner Byrne: For informa- 
tion or to go right ahead and act on 
all of them? 


Mayor Ellenstein: The work is 
stopped on two, and, according to the 
letter of the WPA, it will stop all 
July 31—one project, the street pro- 
ject involves 5,300 men, that one pro- 
ject itself, 


Commissioner Byrne: That is why 
the ordinance has to go through to- 
morrow. 


Mayor Ellenstein: We will intro- 
duce it on first reading. It has to go 
over the same as any other ordinance, 
but I thought we should get together 
and see what your views are on it, so 
we can discuss it. Is there any ques- 
tion that arises in your mind now? 
It involves $700,000, and the WPA 
recommended $500,000 be appropriat- 
ed for the eod of the year. That was 
cut down by our engineers to $300.- 
000, and we now have cut it to $250,- 
000. 


Commissioner Byrne: What is the 
total? 


Mayor Ellenstein: $700,000. That 
is the projects of this department. 


Commissioner Byrne; The total be- 
fore was what, $2,100,000? 


Commissioner Murphy: Before it 
was on a yearly basis when we fig- 
ured it. 


Mayor Elleostein: You figured on 
the yearly basis. 


Commissioner Murphy: Now we are 
figuring just to the end of this year. 


Commissioner Byrne: That will be 
$700,000 ? 


Commissioner Murphy: Yes. These 
are just the important projects that 
are now running out. 


Mayor Ellenstein; They employ a 
substantial number of men, aod they 
are unskilled men in the lower secur- 
ity wage bracket. 


Commissioner Murphy: Thè one on 
the streets, if I understand, in or- 
der to keep the 5,000 men employed, 
you have got to have about $250,000 
to the end of the year, is that right? 
In order to keep the street project 
Moving to the eod of the year it will 
require the city to supply $250,000 to 
the end of the year. That is the next 
five months. 


Mayor Ellenstein: All these pro- 
jects we are discussing 10,000 people, 
Now the WPA would like to have the 
project; extended to employ 3,000 
more. Of course, these projects won’t 
do it. We are concerned with those 
now in existence and not to have 
them returned to the relief rolls, and 
have these projects stopped. 


The City Clerk: Mr. Mayor, this 
ordinance cannot be finally adopted 
until August 3. Will the adoption on 
first reading be sufficient for the W 
PA authorities to continue the pro- 
jects? 


Mr. Malstrom: Yes. If you show a 
definite indication of passing the reso- 
lution or sell your bonds, we will go 
along just as far a sour money holds 
out. Is there any reason why you 
cannot add all these up together and 
agree on the resolution you are go- 
ing to pass tomorrow? 


Commissioner Murphy: That is 
what we are doing. After all, we 
want to discuss them. That is why 
the Mayor is explaining to Director 
Byrne. ` 


Mr. Malstrom: The question of the 
appropriation on the Airport, it seems 
to me that is in the same category. 
Any money set aside on your part is 
in the same category as money ap- 
propriated for the: project that you 
intend to put into operation and send 
to Washington for approval. 


Commissioner Franklin: Can’t these 
necessary resolutions be signed to- 
day? 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: You 
need an ordinance and your bond or- 
dinance will have to lay over for two 
weeks. 


Commissioner Franklin: You don’t 
need four votes tomorrow? 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: You 
need four votes on a bond ordinance 
all the time. 


Commissioner Franklin: You only 
introduce them tomorrow. 


Commissioner O’Brien: ‘On final 
passage you need them. 


Commissioner Franklin: On fina} 
passage. That is two weeks. 


The City Clerk: You need four 
votes on introduction. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The law is am- 
biguous whether you need four votes 
tomorrow. 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: In 
order to avoid any question on it we 
have been advising that you have 
four votes on first reading because it 
is part of the passage. However there 
is the interpretation that you only 
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need that on final passage, and many 
places go by that. Rather than have 
any question on it I would advise if 
you are going to have four votes on 
final passage you should have them 
on first reading. 


Mayor Ellenstein: A commissioner 
could change his vote later on. 


Commissioner Franklin: Because J 
do not expect to be here tomorrow. 
Corporation Counsel O’Brien: Well, 
we can get one of them passed to- 
day. It is being worked on now. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The one is the 
$85,000 ordinance on that project 
that is stopped and the equipment 
has been withdrawn. That is being 
typed now? 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: J 
would recommend if you have three, 
introduce it with three. 


The City Clerk: You may not have 
three. It may be expedient to ad- 
journ this meeting until Thursday, 
under the circumstances. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Then the under- 
standing is that at least these four 
projects ought to be passed. We 
need Director Franklin’s vote for the 
swimming pool ordinance tomorrow. 


Commissioner Franklin: Can’t we 


do it today? 
The City Clerk: No. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is advertised 
for tomorrow. 


Commissioner Murphy: What about 
these other projects that you have? 


Director Franklin, you have some 
projects that you figured on being 
cone by WPA, and I think, you, too, 
Commissioner Duffy. I don’t know 
about yeu, Commissioner Byrne; do 
you have any projects on the WPA? 
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Commissioner Byrne: One for 1,400 
men on Ragweed. . 


Commissioner Murphy: Is there 
any reason why we cannot put these 
projects into one and ‘get PWA mon- 
ey on these projects instead of WPA 
money I think you spoke about a lot 
of mechanics involved, tile work up 
in the Almshouse; and some of the 


‘labor men were in to see me and they 


wanted it the same way with your fire 
houses. Can’t we give consideration 
to making those PWA jobs instead 
of WPA? 


Commissioner Duffy: That is agree- 
able to me. 


‘Commissioner Murphy: It is all me- 
chanical work all the way through, 
and we might fare much better, 


Commissioner Franklin: Make one 
project out of the three? 


Commissioner Murphy: Yes, if we 
could. 


Commissioner Franklin: They are 
in different institutions. 


Commissioner Murphy: What is the 
difference if we had ten different in- 
stitutions? You have got four or five 
fire houses, they are different places. 


Commissioner Franklin: It is all 
Yight with me. E 


Mayor ffllenstein: If you get a for- 
ty-five per cent. grant. 


Commissioner Murphy: It is all me- 
chanical work, laying floors and bath- 
rooms. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Why don’t you 
get in touch with the PWA represent-- 
ative and figure it out, and you would 
find the city would be far better off 
with a FWA project where you have 
a large percentage of mechanical con- 


tracts. You make out very much bet- 
ter on PWA than WPA, as far as al- 
terations and repairs. And they are 
very anxious to get projects of any 
kind. Who is the representative? 


Chief Engineer Costelio: Hammon- 
ton. He is in the New York office. 


Dr. Blan: Can painting projects be 
WPA? 


Mayor Ellenstein: I think so. You 
could find out. These projects entail 
employing a great number of men. 


Dr. Blan: You can get any of this 
construction work? 


Commissioner Murphy: I think so. 
You are talking about the hospital? 


Dr. Blan: Yes, installing tile floors. 


Mayor Elienstein: It might be wise 
for the City Commission to meet to- 
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morrow and then adjourn until Thurs- 
day morning.

Acting Mayor Murphy: The Clerk 
will read the minutes of the previous 
meeting. 


Commissioner Franklin: I move we 
dispense with reading the minutes. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Byrne, Duffy. 
Franklin, Murphy. 


The City Clerk presented An Or- 
dinance providing for the issuance of 
bonds of The City of Newark to raise 
money for the purpose of construct- 
ing swimming pools in public parks 
or playgrounds or municipal prop- 
erty, and stated that today was the 
time fixed for hearing on the same. 


Commissioner Franklin: I move the 
erdaining clause be stricken out. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adoptéd by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Byrne, Duffy, 
Franklin, Murphy. ` 
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Commissioner Franklin introduce? 
the following ‘ordinance and moved 
its adoption on first reading. 


The Clerk then read the ordinance 
as follows: 


An Ordinance providing for the is- 
suance of $500,000 Public Improve- 
ment Bonds of The City of Newark, 
and providing for the issuance of 
bond anticipation notes in anticipa- 
tion of the issuance of such bonds. 


The Board of Commissioners of 
The City of Newark Do Ordain as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. It is hereby determined 
and stated that it is necessary that 
the City of Newark shall raise money 
for the purpose of financing the cost 
of consiructing four swimming pools: 
in the public parks or playgrounds 
known as Hayes Park East and 
Hayes Park West, and in the public 
playground abutting on Boylan 
Street, and upon the municipally own- 
ed property in the Department of 
Public Affairs on Clifton Avenue; 
and that said purpose is not a cur- 
rent expense of said City, and that 
it is necessary to. finance said purpose 
by the issuance of obligations of said 
City, pursuant to the Local Bond Law 
of New Jersey, as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


Section 2. It is hereby stated, pur- 
suant to said Local Bond Law, that: 
(a) the estimated maximum amount* 
of- money necessary to be raised fromm 
all sources for said purpose, is One: 
Million, Two Hundred and Fourteen 
Thousand, Four Hundred and Sixty- 
five and 60/100 Dollars ($1,214, 
465.60) of which sum Two Hundred 
and Forty-nine Thousand Four Hun-

Acting Mayor Murphy: Does any 
citizen desire to be heard in oppo- 
sition to this ordinance? 


Mr. Jerome B. Wiss: We are not 
here in opposition to this ordinance 
or the other bond ordinances. We 


are a Committee of the Broad Street 
Association which wag formed recent- 
ly for the purpose: of reviewing the 
City finances in the hopes of keeping 
the Budget down for the year 1939. 
This particular ordinance is one of 
six which I believe are coming up, 
and if it is permissible we would like 
to speak to all six of them at once, 


Acting Mayor Murphy: That is all 
right. 


Mr. Wiss: Involved in these ordin- 
ance is a matter of $1,185,000 for the 
bonding of the City: of Newark, divid- 
ed into six items. We respectfully re- 
quest that the second and third read- 
ing on these ordinances be deferred 
until such time as Mayor Ellenstein 
returns from Europe. We would like 
to have more information about all 
of the ordinances, and since they are 
in the Mayor’s Department we would 
like to have the final passage of these 
ordinances deferred until such time 


ag the Mayor returns and has given . 


us the information we desire. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: The Mayor 
made a request on leaving that he 
would like to have the Commission 
act on these ordinances as they come 
along to prevent people being laid off 
by the W. P A. . For instance, his 
department is supposed to be working 
on a P. W. A, project for the com- 
pletion of the swimming pools and 
which had. been agreed upon with him 
by the other members of the Com- 
mission as it was thought to be for 
the best interests of the City to fin- 
ish them by P. W. A rather than by 
W. P. A. 


. Mr. Wiss: These ordinances state 
definitely that P. W. A. has agreed 
to loan the City $315,000. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: Of course, 
that statement is included in the or- 
dinance. If it was not, the ordinance 
would not be any good. 
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Mr. Gustave W. Gehm: Would your 
Commission, do you believe, want to 
pass an ordinance in the verbiage or 
there was a specific statement that 
$315,000 had been appropriated, and 
then find out subsequently that it had 
not been appropriated. We have tried 
to verify this $315,000 grant and have 
been unable to do it. 


Acting Mayor Murphy:.I am not a 
lawyer, but I do know that if this or- 
dinance is passed and the $315,000 
grant is not made by the Govern- 
ment, that the ordinance would not 
be effective, and naturally as the Di- 
rector of Revenue and Finance 1 
would not issue any bond or pay any 
bills unless the ordinance was com- 
plied with. ` 


Mr. Wiss: That is just one question 
that you answer here. There are 
various questions on this ordinance 
on which we think there should þe 
some enlightening information given. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: I think that 
some of the ordinances could be de- 
layed without affecting those that are 
now employed, but we have informa- 
tion that action on the street project 
should þe-taken as expeditiously as 
possible because it means the laying 


off of about 5,000 people that are em- 


ployed if this ordinance is not 
adopted. ` 


Commissioner Franklin: They are 


on relief in the form of W. P. A. pro- - 


jects. The money comes from the 
source of W. P. A. funds. If these 
projects are suspended, the appro- 
priation will have to come from the 
City direct with some reimbursement 
from the State. The reason for these 
ordinances is that W. P. A. was ready 
to suspend these projects unless we 
‘gave some concrete evidence of fin- 
ancial co-operation and that co-opera- 
tion must be in the form of the pas- 
sage of ordinances providing for the 


‘issuance of bonds, otherwise they 


would promptly suspend these pro- 
jects. It is true that all of these re- 
cipients are in the nature of receiv- 
ing relief, but not from our relief de- 
partment. They receive it from Fed- 
eral funds. 


Mr. Wiss: There is involved in this’ 
$1,185,000 worth of City expendi- 
tures, of which a certain proportion, 
is for labor and a certain proportion 
for other costs. In the total of these 
bonds there is $231,000 worth of 
funds which are designated for cer- 
tain purposes, engineering costs, su- 
pervision, ete., which has nothing to 
do with relief going directly to in- 
dividuals. Subtracting that leaves 
less than $1,000,000, of which two- 
thirds might be going direct to pay- 
rolls of these individuals. If they 
were suspended for a matter of two 
weeks it would not mean over $40,000 
or $50,000 at the utmost of transfer- 
ence of relief funds. 


The City Clerk: None of the money 
appropriated in bonds goes to the 
payroll. It is used to supply mater- 
jals. The W. P. A. money is used for 
payrolls. y 


Mr. Gehin: Do you think it would 
be too important to defer these 


_ things until after the Mayor returns? 


Commissioner Franklin: I do not 
think that je the question. It is a 
question of what the W. P. A. Ad- 
ministration would do in the mean- 
time. They have apparently issued 
an ultimatum unless these funds are 
definitely appropriated they will have 
no further funds to match their com- 
mitments, and that they would sus- 
pend these projects. 


The City Clerk: Yes, W. P. A. made 
a definite statement at a conference 
and they put it in the form of a let- 
ter unless some definite action was 
taken by July 28th, 5,800 people 
would be taken off the W. P. A. pay- 


roll and thrown back on relief’, How- 
ver, definite action in the introduc- 
tion of these ordinances was taken 
two weeks ago. 


Commissioner Franklin; Is there a 
representative of the W. P. A. here? 


Mr. William C. Clarey, represent- 
ing the W. P. A.: We are faced with 
a situation, as the Commissioners 
know. We presented the facts to 
them that unless they supply us with 
the necessary sponsor’s contribution 
we are forced to curtail these pro- 
jects and lay off the men. We have 
no choice. 


Mr. Wiss: Within how short a pe- 
Yiod? 


Mr. Clarey: Almost immediately. 
Mr. Wiss: Two weeks? 


Mr. Clarey: No. In the letter to the 
Commissioners we outlined a sched- 
ule which would have to be followed 
if the City did not supply its spon- 
sor’s contribution. 


(Mr. Clarey left the Commission- 
ers’ Chamber to telephone and upon 
his return conferred with Acting 
Mayor Murphy). 


Acting Mayor Murphy: I would 
like to say to the Committee we just 
received a report from W. P. A. that 
on some of these projects where men 
are now working they will carry it 
along for another week, but that is 
as far as they can go. They have 
been discussing it for a long time 
with the City Commission. [If it is 
agreeable to the rest of the members 
of the Commission as to the other or- 
dinances, we will defer action on all 
of them for one week. 


Mr, Wiss: We would like to meet 
all. the Commissioners at a confer- 
ence. 


(It was agreed to meet at the Rob- 
ert Treat Hotel on Tuesday, August 
9th, at 5.00 P. M., and that repre- 
sentatives of W. 'P. A., representa- 
tives from the Mayor’s Department, 
engineerg and others be requested to 
attend to answer questions.

and State of New Jersey over $1,000,- 
000.00 in excess of what it otherwise 
should have paid; and, 


WHEREAS, the said failure to re- 
ceive tax payments has constituted an 
additional burden upon the tax pay- 
ing citizens of the City in that under 
the laws of New Jersey there must 
be included in each annual Budget of 
the City of Newark an extra amount

WHEREAS, it therefore appears, 
that from the standpoint of efficient 
service and justice to the delinquent 
tax payers, the foreclosure of such 
tax lien certificates should be hand- 
led by attorneys who will be subject 
at all times to the control and instruc- 
tion of the Director of Revenue and 
Finance and who will: < 


Make all reasonable efforts to ef- 
fect collection of said delinquent 
taxes without foreclosure, and with- 
out charge or expense either to the 
City or to the owners; 


Attempt to effect such collection 
either in whole or by the installment 
plan wherever possible; 


Attempt also to assist the delin- 
quent taxpayers to pay their taxes 
by securing for them a refinancing of 
their preperty through such resources 
as may be available; 


Institute foreclosure proceedings 
only upon explicit instructions by the 
Director of the Department of Rev- 
enue and Finance after the failure of 
all aforesaid efforts; 


Make no charge to the City of

An Adjourned meeting of the 
Board of Commissioners of the City 
of Newark, N. J., was held on the 
above date, in the Commissioners’ 
Chamber, City Hall, Newark, at 10.30 
A. M. Daylight Saving Time.

Mayor Ellenstein: Now, in order 
that the public at large and the Com- 
missioners might be brought up to 
date, particularly in so far as the 
conference had with the officials of 
the WPA, the Broad Street Associa- 
tion, the Overseer of the Poor and 
myself at the WPA headquarters in 
the City, I might say that it was 
agreed at that meeting that there are 
approximately—at least, agreed in so 
far as the figures furnished by the 
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WPA, and which. as 1 understand 
have not been related here are 11,- 
190 men on WPA projects, of which 
1,190 are engaged on Federal projects 
to which the City contributes nothing. 
The other 10,000 are engaged in pro- 
jects sponsored by the City in the 
past and now in the course of devel- 
opment. It was agreed at the time 
that if these 10,000 men were to be 
returned to the relief rolls by the dis- 
continuance of WPA, that it would 
cost the taxpayers of Newark $18 
per family in its contribution, and 
that the cost to the City of supply- 
ing material for each individual man 
on WPA was also approximately the 
same amount. 


So, that without considering the 
value of the permanent improve- 
ments, such as the construction of 
sewers, the development of the air- 
y of swimming pools; 


port, the building of swimming- 
the street prejectand the water pro- 


ject, the city’s cost would be exactly 
the same if the WPA were discon- 
tinued. 


Another factor that enters into it 
and balances the scale in favor of con- 
tinuing WPA, in my opinion, is the 
fact that with the State contributing 
three-quarters of the amount neces- 
sary for direct relief it would cost 
the taxpayers of the City of Newark 
13 per cent. In other words, for 
every tax dollar raised in the State, 
the taxpayers of the County of Es- 
sex pay approximately 27 cents, and 
the taxpayers of Newark contributing 
13 per cent. of that, or about 15 per 
cent. of the entire amount. 


Further, it is my belief that by rea- 
son of the fact that Federal funds 
are permitted to circulate in the City 
of Newark, that is of direct benefit 
to every small merchant, every small 
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grocer, butcher, baker, and every 
large merchant as well, it seems to 
me elementary that the more money 
we can have circulating in the City is 
of far greater advantage to the mer- 
chants and to those engaged in voca- 
tional activities, irrespective of what 


‘he might be whether a professional 


man or a man engaged in finance or 
commerce. 


Further than that is the advantage 
of—and I think the very important 
element is that of the human phase. 
Tf all things were equal and the City 
were to discontinue projects and these 
other advantages did not enter into it, 
it is my belief that every man should 
be entitled to maintain his self re- 
spect and not made an object of char- 
ity when he is willing to work, as 
those WPA workers are, and as indi- 
cated by the numbers that are always 
available from the relief rolls when 
a project is pursued by the City. 


Now, it developed, and I think con- 
clusively at that conference on last 
Tuesday, that all of these men, the 


10,000 men that are on WPA projects 


have been taken directly from the re- 
lief rolls. It was offered to the mem- 
bers of the committee of the Broad 
Street Association by the Overseer 
of the Poor, who offered to turn all 
his records over to show that all of 
these men—practically all, with the 
exception of 100, I believe, of the 
10,000 — with the possible exception 
of 100 who were on the borderline of 
either going on direct relief and 
whose status might be questioned — 
that they all are people that were on 
relief and taken frorn the relief rolls 
and put on WPA projects. 


Now, it seems to me that with 
those factors present that there is 
only one course for the City to pursue 
and that is to continue the WPA pro- 


„jects. 


In the last few days I have been 


in consultation with the engineers of 
the Department of Public Affairs, and 
I have here a statement itemizing 
just how much of the cost of these 
projects had been to the city, what the 
saving has been and the necessity for 
the projects. In the airport program 
the cost to the City up to date is $1,- 
104,000; the cost by contract estimat- 
ed, for the entire project, would be 
$3,300,000, a saving to the City of $2,- 
196,000. The WPA cost to date has 
been $3,700,000. So that it seems 
clear that that is a worthwhile pro- 
ject, particularly so if we are to con- 
tinue the airport here, because orig- 
inally the airport program arose out 
of the controversy between New York 
and Newark as to the maintaining ot 
Newark as the eastern airmail term- 
inus. 


The sewer project, the cost to the 
City to date has been $149,470.06; the 
cost by contract, estimated would be 
$365,121.00, a saving to the City of 
$115,650.94. The cost to the Federal 
WPA has been to date $1,037,986. 


The street project to date has cost 
the City $401,673.44; the cost by con- 
tract, estimated would be $2,121,500 
a saving to the City of $1,719,826.56, 
The cost to WPA on the street pro- 
ject up to date has been $8,962,- 
961.25. 


I might say in connection with the 
street project that there cannot be 
any question in the mind of any in- 
dividual, at least a reasonable one, as 
to the necessity of that program. Be- 
fore 1930 the City spent for paving 
on streets between $1,500,000 and $3,- 
060,000 every year between 1920 and 
1930. There are 367 miles of paved 
streets in the City of Newark, and 
cach year at least five miles of that 
&67 miles deteriorates to such a de- 
gree that it becomes imperative to 
pave those five miles or more of 
streets, and which in the past, before 
engaging in WPA projects, the City 
let by contract. 


The swimming pools, the cost to 
date is $149,812.88; the cost by con- 
tract of the work completed today is 
estimated at $152,000 therey saving 
the City $2,187.12. The cost to WPA 
to date in the present status of the 
swimming pools has been $249,465.60. 


The water projects, the cost to the 
City $561,182.58; cost by contract, 
estimated, of the work completed to: 
date, is $1,080,768, a saving to the 
City of $519,635.42, 


The cost to the Federal WPA to 
date has been $1,033,322.40. So that 
there has been expended by WPA 
during the period of these five major 
projects, $14,983.735. Now, it is ob- 
vious that that $14,000,000, if WPA 
had not been inaugurated, would not 
have been in circulation, it would not 
have been to the advantage of the 
small merchant, and the large mer- 
chant as well, to participate in that 
spending power. That, I believe, has 
considerable value. 


I might in connection . with the 
water project demonstrate the neces- 
sity that in this water project is a 
line which is being constructed from 
Bloomfield Avenue to the South Or- 
ange Reservoir to replace a 36 inch 
line. This is a 48 inch line which is 
a part of the water project here, 
rather than a 86 inch line which is 
the line now in existence and is 46 
years old. If there were to be a 
bursting in that main it would de 
unquestionably, immeasurable dam- 
age. And, obviously, the Vailsburg 
Section would be without water for 
some time until the main could be 
repaired. Of course, the length of 
time would be dependent upon the se- 
riousness of the break. Then, too, 
this 36 inch line now in existence is 
46 years old, and everything eventu- 
ally wears out, I would say this is a 
necessary project. Further than that, 
the increasing of the interior of the 
pipe from 36 to 48 inches will give 
additional pressure and give an addi- 
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tional supply or volume. From time 
to time we do have complamts in va- 
rious parts of the City that the pres- 
sure, because of the narrowness of 
the lumen of a main does not meet 
with the requirements as the city de- 
velops and progresses. 


‘ 


So that, in the main, is, in my be- , 


lief 2 summation of the projects now 
in existence that are involved in the 
bond issues before! the City Commis- 
sion. And in making this statement 
I do believe it will give a clearer pic- 
ture, whether they are in favor of 
the WPA projects or opposed to 
them. It seems to me that the prac- 
tical way to approach the subject is 
to take each bond issue separately, 
discuss that, and then determine as 
to the advisability, the economic val-. 
ue and the practicality of continuing 
WPA. Those are the factors that 
are presented, and I bring the com 
missioners up to date who were un- 
able to attend the conference on lasi. 
Thursday and also: bring it to the at- 
tention of the public at large. 


Commissioner Murphy: Is this a 
report you have prepared? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Yes, it is a re- 
port I have prepared. 


Commissioner Murphy: Can we get 
a copy of it? 


Mayor Ellenstein: I have two cop- 
ies that I was going to tarn, over to 
the press, but additional copies can 
be made. I had but a few days to 
prepare the report; it is rather volu- 
minous; and copies will be submitted 
to each one of the: Commissioners. 


I might say at the conference with 
WPA ihe committee was informed, 
these who participated in that confer- 
ence were informed by Mr. Alien, 
State Administrator of the WPA, 
that the projects would have to be 
discontinued; and Mr. Allen stated 
that the matter had been buffetted 
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about for a number of months and 
that it had reached a point where Mr. 
Allen is controlled by the regulation 
as it comes from Washington that the 
sponsor’s contribution must be forth- 
coming or else the projects must 
cease. It was only after some urg- 
ing on the part of the Overseer of 
the Poor that Mr. Allen consented to 
continue these projects until tonight, 
awaiting action by the City Commis- 
sion. Otherwise that street project, 
which is affected to the greatest de- 
gree—there are somewhere between 
5,600 and 5,800 men that would be re- 
turned to the relief rolls immediate- 
ly. They have no other visible means 
of livelihood, and, of course, it is the 
City’s and State’s duty to care for 
and give those unfortunate people 
the necessities of life. 


It seems that the practical way, in 
order to expedite the matter is that 
each bond issue be discussed separate- 
ly. We are more likely to get a more 
concise viewpoint in that way. 


But before doing that, however, F 
have been requested by 
members _of _the-committee _ of the 
Broad Street Association that they 
be permitted to make a statement, 
and I will call upon the Chairman of 
that committee to make that state- 
ment, Mr. Kuhn. 


Mr. C. John Kuhn: Mr. Mayor and 
Honorable Commissioners: The City. 
Finance ` Committee of the Broad 
Street Association wishes to make 
this statement and have it entered as 
part of the record of this meeting. In- 
cidentally, Mr. Mayor, I should ap- 
preciate the privilege of reading this 
completely without interruption, if I 
may. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Go ahead. 


Mr. Kuhn: We have made an in- ` 


tensive study of various factors en- 
tering into the proposed bond ordin- 
ance and are opposed, in principle, to 
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them and to any method of financing 
Newark’s share of the relief in any of 
its forms outside of the City Budget, 


The City of Newark is in no posi, 
tion, today, to increase its debt, and 
we maintain that greater foresight 
and better city planning would have 
avoided the necessity for such action. 
at this time. Newark’s debt has in- 
creased at an alarming pace — it 
has doubled in the past twelve years. 
Relatively, its debt is higher than 
any other large city in the country, 
except New York City. In 1926 
Newark’s gross bonded debt was $50,- 
000,000, in 1925 $63,000,000, in 1930. 
$94,000,000, in 1935 $127,000,000, and 
in 1937, $122,000,000 — $43,000,000. 
greater than it was just ten years 
ago. While our debt increased 80 pet 
cent in that ten years, our population 
searcely increased at all. That is not, 
to be blamed on the present adminis- 
tration. As a matter of fact, since 
the peak of bonded and floating debt 
was reached in 1983 there has been 
a steady reduction, largely during the 
administration of a majority of the 


one or Geo Present City Commissioners. For that 


we give you due credit, but, gentle- 
men, that is the big job to be done 
in view of the rapid increase in pre- 
vious years. That job has barely be- 
gun—it can’t be stopped now. From 
February 28, 1935, when the law 
went into effect prohibiting any city 
in the State over the legal debt limit 
from issuing more than 60 per cent. 
of debt paid off to May 17, 1938 (ac-. 
cording to Puder’s & Puder’s audit) 
Newark paid off bonds in a total of 
over $14,000,000. But during that 
same period it issued almost $6,000,- 
000 of new bonds—a net reduction of 
$8,000,000 in three years. We main- - 
tain that such a reduction is too slow 
jn view of the previous rapid in- 
crease. Now it is proposed that that 
same process continue. 


The net debt of the City alone, af-~ 
ter deducting all school bonds, seli 
supporting water bonds and all sink~ 


ing fund, is 11.28 per cent of as- 
sessed value, 60 per cent in excess 
‘of the legal debt limit of T per cent. 
That, gentlemen is a prior mortgage 
of 11 per cent upon every piece of 
property in the City. To pay that off, 
‘every person in Newark owes $211.37, 
plus interest on some of the debt for 
40 years. Compare that per capita 
debt with Milwaukee at $75.23, Bos- 
ton at $85.55, St. Louis at $92.19, 
Cleveland at $96.54, Los Angeles at 
$98.84, etc. Can you point to any 
improvements that Newark has that 
these cities do not have, which are 
services to our taxpayers? Can you 
point to many significant services 
‘which Newark’s citizens have which 
they did not have ten years ago when 
our debt was $43,000,000 less? Cer- 
tainly, an expensive but vacant Cen- 
ter Market, a port and airport devel- 
opment costing nearly $20,000,000 
that does not pay its operating ex- 
penses, a city railway constantly in 
the red, an unfinished hangar and 
half built swimming pools that are 
costing double or more their original 
cost estimates, are not conspicuous 
examples. - 
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It is a simple fact that Newark 
cannot compete with other large 
cities under existing circumstances, it 
cannot draw new payrolls here to 
help lower relief costs, it cannot hold 
its present industries, until its fin- 
ancial affairs are set in order and its 
debt reduced. We hold that this fact 
alone should be sufficient reason to 
refrain from voting new bond issues 
for any purpose. And issuance of 
bonds for relief or WPA purposes is 
in our opinion particularly vicious 
and unsound. It appears to give tem- 
porary tax relief when in reality it 
builds up the cost of relief by induc- 
ing us to reach further than we oth- 
erwise would, and by payment of in- 
‘terest on the bonds—it saddles citi- 
zens in the future with an obligation 
which should be paid now. As of 
May 1, 1938, we still had outstanding 
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a $4,234,000 remainder of the $6,- 
138,000 of bonds issued for direct re- 
lief alone since 1932. 


Gentlemen, this relief matter is no 
longer ‘an emergency which might 
provide an excuse for financing out- 
side of the city budget. It is a per‘ 
manent situation; within varying lim- 
its, which will recur year after year, 
necessitating constant outlays of 
moneys. Newark must take care of 
those in its city: who are actually in 
need, but to do. so by means other 
than providing for such costs in the 
annual budget is blind lack of recog- 
nition of facts. 
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We submit, therefore, that financ- 
ing of relief, whether it be direct. 
through WPA, or in any other form, 
should be a budgetary matter. By 
that method only can we attain a 
reputation of meeting the problem 
fearlessly and honestly, can we as- 
sure the taxpayers of the City that 
their funds devoted to this purpose 
are being economically administered,. 
can we obtain a truer picture of ac- 
tual costs; and. we hold expendi- 
tures down to those that are-really- 
necessitous. By that method only 
will we revive existing industry in 
Newark and bring new industries 
here—the only ultimate answer to the 
relief problem. If instead, all of 
these proposed bonds are issued, we 
will be back where we started from; 
none of the objectives will be reached 
and the credit of the City will be 
kurt further. You have admitted that 
this is but a beginning — that more 
millions of bonds will follow these to 
finance WPA expenditures. If that 
happens, taxes will rise to a point of 
destruction of real property values 
that will be calamitous, and Newark’s 
relief problem will assume propor- 
ticns that are beyond conception. 
Whatever has happened in the past, | 
whether or not your fault, the time. 
has come to take a strong hand to 
stop—now. 
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The financial position of Newark 
is the primary reason for our opposi- 
tion to further bond issues. Contrib- 
uting to that confusion is Newark’s 
relation to WPA. In an effort to ease 
the burden of relief, we have embark- 
ed on a large WPA program, includ- 
ing some major projects which were 
never proper WPA efforts from the 
beginning. Our investigation of the 
WPA program and its progress has 


-shown that we were led astray at the 


start—that a mistaken belief that we 
were getting a bargain has resulted 
in extravagance and waste, poorly 
planned, ill-conceived and badly ex- 
ecuted projects, and costs so exces- 
sive that we would have been better 
off without WPA, even though it 
meant a heavier, relief burden to 
carry and even though Newark paid 
for most of these projects entirely 
with her own funds. Rarely finished 
within the time and cost estimates 
originally made, often left incomplete 
or to be completed with city funds, 
frequentiy jobs of inferior workman- 
ship, and with many prejects which 
are either unnecessary or on a more 
grandiose scale than would otherwise 


have been the case, our participation | 
__—in_WPA_ has been a flat failure- -~ 


We have maintained and still do 
Maintain that WPA increases New- 
ark’s cost of carrying relief, rather 
than reducing it. We were given cer- 
tain figures last week which appar- 
ently refuted this claim, but upon 
closer analysis and study, our orig- 
inal contention still proves to be cor- 
rect. A few simple computations 
make that clear. The Department of 
Public Works states that it is carry- 
ing a case load of 16,000 on direct re- 
lief, of which 14,000 are family cases 
and 2,000 “supplemental relief” cases. 
The Departmental budget carries a 
total of $1,175,000 as Newark’s total 
share of the cost of direct relief, or 


an average of $98,000 per month. Al- 


lowing a figure of $110,000 per month 
to take care of unexpected increases 
in load, and giving the Department 


the benefit of 1gnoring completely the 
supplemental relief cases, and divid- 
ing this by the number of family re- 
lief cases alone, we arrive at a fig- 
ure of approximately $8.00 per month, 
per case as Newark’s net cost of di- 
rect relief. On the other hand, des-. 
pite the figure of $15.00 per month 
per man given us by WPA, which you 
mentioned, Mr. Mayor, as Newark’s. 
cost per WPA worker, the actual an- 
ticipated cost to Newark, based upon. 
the WPA program of June 15, 1938, 
is over $26.00 per month per man on 
WPA, or a net additional cost to the 
City of $18.00 per month per man on 
WPA. That is over and above di- 
rect relief costs. The above figures. 
of direct relief costs are, of course, 
based upon the prevailing proportion 
of the relief load now contributed by: 
the State Financial Assistance Com- 
mission, but you can readily see that 
it gives plenty of room for the State. 
to reduce its proportionate contribu- 
tion and still leave Newark ahead. 


You may answer that for this dif- 
ference, Newark is obtaining many 
improvements which direct relief 
would not give us. We say that we. 
are paying for them anyway. That 
difference mentioned totals $2,160,- 
000 per year which would pay for a. 
good many improvements. In any 
event, WPA should not be used for 
capital improvements — that is a, 
PWA function. WPA is a natural 
adjunct to current operations, to 
which it should have been confined 
from the start. 


Moreover, we are told that all 10,-. 
000 of those row on Newark’s WPA. 
projects would be returned to direct: 
relief if WPA were abandoned. But. 
you know and we know that if WPA 
were abandoned today, probably less 
than half of that 10,000 would go on 
relief. Experience in other cities un- 
der similar circumstances indicates: 
that about one-third of all WPA 
workers return to the relief rolls: 
when projects are completed or aban- 


doned, and then only after a period 
‘of some months. There is no valid 
reason to suppose that any other re- 
sult would be shown in Newark. We 
have reason to believe that less than 
40 per cent of WPA workers in New- 
ark would be eventually returned to 
the relief rolls. 


But let us look at this matter of 
comparative costs in another more 
practical way, and use factual illus- 
trations to prove the point. Painting 
this Council Chamber, the room in 
which this meeting is being held to- 
day, was a WPA project. In addition 
to the repainting work, mural decor- 
ations were to be placed on the walls. 
The total estimated cost of this pro- 
ject was $17,000. Note what happen- 
ed. With delays, it took almost a 
year to paint this room, and it is re- 
ported to have cost $50,000 without 
murals. Any responsible workman 
here today could tell that such a cost 
is ridiculous. We do not know the 
net cosi—this answers your question 
—we do not know the net cost of this 
paint job to the City, but we guess it 
to be $20,000. 

Mayor Ellenstein: I am quite sure 
you are guessing wrong. On a pro- 
ject of that character all the city 
supplies is the material, and if it 
puts men to work and adds to the 
‘decorative value of this room, cer- 
tainly that is not injurious to the wel- 
fare of the City nor does it affect the 
taxpayers. It costs the city very, 
very little. 


Mr. Kuhn; That particular one may 
be. May I finish this, however? 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is not a 
fair example. ; 
Mr. Kuhn: We believe, however, 


under private contract this room 
could be painted for less than $10,- 
000. 

Assuming it 


Mayor Ellenstein: 


could, but if the City only contributes 
$5,000 for a project then it is not 
prejudicial to the interests of the 
City to give employment to men that 
will create an earning power of $50,- 
000 to them, which you say was spent 
here. If the City only spends $5, 
000 then the City fares better than if 
they gave it out by contract. 


Mr. Kuhn: Will you get for us the 
actual cost to the City and what it 
has cost to paint this room? 


Mayor Ellenstein: If they are avail- 
able. 


Mr. Lennox, W. P. A.: The City of 
Newark, $1,757, and it cost the WPA 
£9,441. 


Mr. Kuhn: These are from respon- 
sible officials. However, we will call 
that a bad example and strike it from 
the records. I will give another ex- 
ample. 


Look at our four swimming pools. 
The total cost was 


. years ago at $613,000, of which New- 
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ark was- to- pay-.$364,000.-and WPA. 


$249,000. To date that WPA contri- 
bution has been spent, the City has 
spent $150,000, with commitments 
outstanding for $410,000 more. This 
£500,000 proposed bond issue will 
mean a final net cost to Newark for 
the four swimming pools of $650,000 
and we believe and is more than like- 
ly to run over $700,000—twice the 
origina] estimate and probably more 
than all four pools would have cost 
if built under private contract, and 
Newark paid for all of it. That pro- 
ject, we believe to be a disgrace to 
the City and WPA, both of whom are 
culpable. The Associated General 
Contractors of New Jersey last 
month estimated that the $400,000 so 
far actually spent on the pools, value 
received is worth $132,488 or one- 
third of what it cost. 


estimated two- 
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Mayor Ellenstein, Where did you 
get that figure? 


Mr. Kuhn: That was published in 


the press. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That doesn’t 


"make it authentic. 


Mr. Kuhn: These examples of 


_ waste and inefficiency under WPA of- 


fer further proof of our contention 
that WPA is costing Newark more 
than it should. We call attention al- 
so to figures released yesterday by 
relief officials in New York City as 
an analogy. Despite an increase in 
case load in New York in the first 
seven months of 1938 compared to the 
same period in 1937, relief costs in 
1938 were $9,000,000 less than in 
1937. They attribute this directly to 
a shift of WPA workers to direct re- 
lief, and state that WPA “costs far 
more to operate on a percapita basis 
than home relief.” Further analysis 
showed that the same amount of 
money kept twice as many on home 
relief as on WPA, and bear in mind, 
if you please, that the State pays 
only 40 per cent. of relief expendi- 
tures in New York City. 


There is no reason to believe that 
the same situation would not hold 
true in Newark. 


In making these statements, we do 
not, as has been charged, ignore hu- 
man values. We recognize the desir- 
ability and necessity of giving aid to 
those actually in need and are all 
willing to bear our just share of the 
cost. In all we have said, Mr. Mayor, 
we have never suggested that relief 
be reduced one dollar. We likewise 
subscribe to the theory that self-re- 
spect is maintained if. the recipient 
can work for relief rather than to 
receive it as a dole. We respectfully 
submit, however, that WPA, in its 
major work projects, is virtually as 
degenerating as the dole—one needs 
but to watch a group of WPA work- 
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ers on a street repair project to be 
convinced of this. We do not say that 
that is the fault of the worker; it is 
inherent in the nature of WPA. 


Beyond that, wa want to see relief 
administered with as little political 
favor and patronage as possible (W 
PA lends itself too easily to that); 
we want to have the permanence of 
the situation recognized and accept- 
ed and no longer treated as an emer- 
gency requiring bond issues; we be- 
lieve that however attractive any im- 
provement or service may be to the 
City, it is axiomatic that we cannot 
have it until we can afford to pay for 
it; and finally we believe that this 
problem is not one of human values 
alone, but primarily one of methods 
of financing relief costs in the most 
economical way—a way of affording 
needed relief, the financial probleras 
involved transcend all political prob- 
lems and are far more important to 
the future welfare of Newark and its 
citizens. 


We de attempt, however, to face 
the situation realistically. While not 
approving what has happened in the 
past, we nevertheless are at a critic- 
al juncture now which demands some 
action. We realize that the circum- 
stances are difficult and that discus- 
cion alone will not solve this pressing 
problem. We appreciate the fact that 
our urgent recommendation to put re- 
Eef on a budgetary basis, even though 
concurred in by you, cannot go into 
effect until next year. We realize 
also that immediate abandonment of 
all WPA projects now in progress 
may be the wrong way to accomplish 
that ultimate objective. 


Therefore, while still opposed in 
principle, the exigencies of the situa- 
tion make us inclined to believe that 
the wise course to pursue now is to 
approve that ordinance calling for a 
bond issue of $250,000 for street re- 
pairs and improvements, in accord- 
ence with the views previously ex- 


pressed by Commissioner Murphy. 
This recommendation is based upon 
the statement made to us that those 
funds wil! be sufficient to carry the 
5,800 men until the end of the year, 
who would otherwise have to be drop- 
ped from WPA rolls. 


We also repeat our suggestion pre- 
viously made, that negotiations be en- 
tered into with all contractors who in 
good faith fabricated materials for 
or delivered materials to the swim- 
ming pools, and any others who still 
hold unfulfilled contracts, for the pur- 
pose of effecting the most economical 
and yet equitable, settlements for ac- 
counts unpaid and for cancellation of 
contracts, and issuing a sufficient 
amount of bonds for that purpose, the 
swimming pool projects then to be 
abandoned for the time being. 


Those actions will obviate the ne- 
cessity for any other bond issues at 
present. They will give everyone 
concerned time for further study of 
the complex problem, with the hope 
that genera] business improvement in 
coming months will contribute toward 
a smaller relief load. Such actions 
should enable us to carry on to the 
end of the year, after which all re- 
lief expenses should be budgeted, in- 
cluding Newark’s full share of any 
actually necessitious WPA projects 
that may be carried on, with bond 
financing for any form of relief defi- 
nitely abandoned. 


We are not here nor do we intend 
to argue nor debate with anyone— 
no good purpose can be served there- 
by. An open meeting like this is 
hardly conducive to calm and clear 
reasoning on any subject. We have 
stated cur position privately to the 
Mayor and City Commissioners and 
publicly through the press, and this 
statement summarizes that position. 
Our only motive is to help secure the 
best possible business-like adminis- 
tration of city affairs to the ends that 
Newark’s obligation to its unfortu- 
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nate needy may be fully aken care of, 
that 1ts debt be steadily reduced with 
a consequent reduction in taxes and 
restoration of property values, and 
that the City’s character and credit 
be restored to permit an expansion of 
industry within its borders, and thus 
bring into play the most effective 
means of solving our relief problems. 


We have nothing more to say, Mr. 
Mayor, but this: We stand at the fork 
in the road today. One way leads us 
deeper into the financial morass; the 
other leads towards solvency, char~ 
acter, unimpeachable integrity, and 
greater security and happiness for all 
our citizens. The choice gentlemen, 
is up to you. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Of course, you 
understand, Mr. Kuhn, that your 
statement requires an answer. While 
I cannot answer it in detail, however, 
there are certain factors or state- 
ments or parts of this statement that 
it seems to me would be imperative to 
answer, 


Mr. Kuhn: I would prefer to close 
our statement as it was read, Mr. 
Mayor. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is hardly 
fair. 


Mr. Kuhn: Our point being this: 
This statement has been prepared 
with the utmost care, thought and 
consideration over a fairly long pe- 
riod of time. Any answers which we 
give here today to questions which 
are asked us, necessarily offhand, 
they are not based on sufficient in- 
formation for us to come to a con- 
clusion and we prefer, therefore, that 
you tear our statement to pieces, if 


you wish to, and we prefer to: let our. 


statement speak for us. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I do believe that 
you are here in a spirit of coopera- 
tion. I can say the debt of the City 
of New York has increased not de- 
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creased, nothwithstanding the fact 
that the State Legislature in New 
York, by a special act, permitted the 
City of New York to levy taxes that 
produce sources of revenue other than 
that of the general property tax, 
which is not the condition in New 
Jersey. The State of Pennsylvania 
realized about eight months ago that 
that was necessary, and followed the 
same lead. 


We in'the City of Newark are lim- 
ited in raising our revenue practic- 
ally entirely from the general prop- 
erty tax. Speaking for myself I 
would still be in favor of continuing 
WPA so that each individual man 
might maintain his self respect and 
not become an object of charity and 
rather have him believe that he is 
contributing something in work for 
the money he receives. Those seem 
to be human principles to me. 


Now, we will proceed with consid- 
eration of the ordinances on second 
reading. 


The City Glerk presented the fol- 
lowing ordinance for a further hear- 
ing, this being the adjourned date for 
same. 


The City Clerk then read the ordi- 
nance at length: 


An Ordinance providing for the is- 
suance of $250,000 Street Improve- 
ment Bonds of The City of ‘Newark, 
and providing for the issuances of 
Bond Anticipation Notes in anticipa- 
tion of the issuance of such bonds. 


The Board of Commissioners of 


The City of Newark Do Ordain as 
follows: 


Section 1. It is hereby determined 


-and stated that the Board of Com- 


missioners of The City of Newark 
proposés to resurface certain public 
streets in said city with bituminous 
concrete, or penetration macadam, or 
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sheet asphalt, or with bricks or blocks 
of any material laid on concrete or 
sand or other foundation, or with con- 
crete with the aid of the Works Pro- 
gress Administration of the United 
States of America; that said purpose 
is not 2 currerit expénse of said City, 
and that it is necessary to finance 
said purpose by the issuance of ob- 
ligations of said City, pursuant to the 
Local Bond Law of New Jersey, as 
hereinafter provided.

“There are 565.74 miles of water 
mains incorporated in the water 
system of the City of Newark. 
Most of this mileage lies beneath 
pavements of streets within the 
City of Newark. 


The Division of Water prepares 
in advance a list of mains that 
must be extended, strengthened or 
replaced for several years to come. 
This schedule is based on the known 
agé of existing water mains, the 
life expectancy of such mains, num- 
ber of complaints receiyed from 
consumers which are traceable to 
condition of mains, together with 
changing conditions in the nature 
of. the properties which such mains. 
serve. 
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In 1936 a forecast for ten years 
construction work was prepared, 
based on such data. Because of 
the attractive opportunity present- 
ed by the WPA work for keeping 
construction costs. down to about. 50 
per cent. of what contract work 
would be, the Division of Water 
undertook its teh year program 
and not only accomplished its first 
year’s work but has, at the present 
time, anticipated’ work for about 
five years. 

In so doing, it selected those 
streets which were also proposed 
for repaving so that it would not 
be necessary to tear up a new pave- 
ment within a few years after its 


construction in order to install 
water mains. 
By working concurrently with 


the paving program the Division of 
Water also effected large savings 
in the cost of restoring roadway 
pavements, since such restoration 
was not necessary but became part 
of the repaving project. 


Where some other special con- 
trolling feature necessitated ‘water 
work, mention has been made in the 
following detailed summary of the 
projects involved.” 


To it is attached the project, and 
the analysis. There is at present 2,- 
000 lineal feet of streets opened, 
which has stopped the entire project, 
which employs approximately 850 
men. One of the mains, as stated be- 
fore, is of increased size of the lu- 
men of the 36 inch pipe line which 
runs from Bloomfield Avenue to the 
South Orange Reservoir, which is 46 
years old, and in its place will be 
placed a 48 inch acqueduct. This will 
increase the supply and pressure and 
avoid the possibility of any breaking 
in the main which would do consider- 
able damage, depending on the extent 
of the break.

The Board of Commissioners of 
The City of Newark Do Ordain: 


Section 1. That Section A of an Or- 
dinäńce entitled; “An Ordinance reg- 


s’ 
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ulating the sale and distribution of 
milk, cream and milk products ın the 
City of “Newark,” adopted ‘July: 1, 
1931, be and’ the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 4: GOVERNING THE 
SALE AND DISTRIBUTION OF. 
MILK, CREAM AND MILK PROD- 
PCTS, 


SUBDIVISION 1: LICENSE. 


(A) No person, firm or corporation 
shall sell or offer or expose for sale, 
or have in possession for sale or de- 
livery in the City of Newark, any 
milk, cream or milk products, with- 
out first having obtained a license for 
such sale or delivery. 


(B) Said license shall be issued in 
the name of such applicant by the 
Department of Health of the City of 
Newark only after and upon full com- 
pliance with the provisions of this 
ordinance ,and for the calendar year 
or remainder of the year wherein the 
said license is granted, and shall ex- 
pire on the last day of said year. Said 
license shall not be transferable, and 
sha]l at all times remain the prop- 
erty of the licensee. 


(C) Every applicant obtaining a li- 
cense for the sale or distribution of 
milk, cream or milk products in the 
City of Newark shall pay a fee of 
two dollars ($2.00) for such plant, 
store, station, vehicles or wagon, used 
for the sale or distribution of milk, 
cream or milk products in the City 
of Newark, by said applicant. Said 
license shall entitle the holder there- 
of to sell or deliver the particular 
grade of milk, cream or milk prod- 
ucts for which it is issued. Should 
the licensee desire to sell or deliver 
other grades of milk, cream or milk 


products, from such plant, store, sta- 
tion, vehicle or wagon, additional li- 
censes shall be obtained for each ad- 
ditional grade of milk, cream or milk 
products, and an additional fee of 
fifty cents (50c) shall be paid for 
each different grade of milk, cream or 
milk product, before any such addi- 
tional -license is granted; provided, 
however, all provisions of this ordin- 
ance~are fully complied with. Only 
one such additional fee of fifty cents 
_(50c) shall be charged for each addi- 
tional grade of milk, cream or milk 
products regardless of the number of 
plants, stores, stations, vehicles or 
wagons of such licensee. 


(D) Upon the granting of every 
such license the Department of Health 
shall furnish to the licensee one sign 
for each plant, store, station, vehicle 
or wagon used by such licensee upon 
the payment of a license fee of two 
dollars ($2.00). Not more than one 
such sign shall be issued to an appli- 
cant except upon the payment of an 
additional fee of two dollars ($2.00) 
for each sign in excess of the one is- 
sued as aforesaid. Such sign shall 
be conspicuously placed upon the 
right hand side of each wagon or ve- 


hicle and in the case of a store, plant 


or station, shall be placed conspicu- 
ously above the counter and such sign 
shall not be removed therefrom until 
the expiration or other termination of 
said license. 


(E) No plant, store, station, ve- 
hicle or wagon shall be operated for 
the sale or delivery of milk, cream or 
milk products in the City of Newark 
except under the license required by 
this ordinance.

8. Whether or not the applicant is 
familiar with the laws of the 
State of New Jersey, ordinances 
of the City of Newark and rules 
and regulations of the State and 
the City of Newark, pertaining to 
the sale or distribution of milk, 
cream or milk products. 


9. Whether or not the applicant has 
a storage place for storing milk, 
cream and milk products at 50° 
Fahrenheit, oy lower, before its 
delivery; and state location there- 
of. 
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10. Whether or not the apphcant has 
a delivery plant, store, station, 
vehicle or wagon, so constructed 
as to prevent dirt, dust, flies, bugs 
or any unhealthful or injurious or 
foreign matter from contacting or 
contaminating such milk, cream 
or milk products, cr containers 
wherein the same are contained. 


11. Whether or not the applicant has 
a plant, store, station, vehicle or 
wagon, so constructed that ice or 
refrigeration can be at all times 
provided in and on said milk, 
cream and milk products to keep 
the temperature of such milk, 
cream and milk products, while 
being delivered or sold at 50° Fah- 
renheit. 


12. State, the name and place of 
business of the person, firm or 
corporation to furnish the appli- 
Cant with milk, cream and milk 
products, during the period of 
said license. 


(B) The written answers of the 
applicant as more particularly set 
forth in subdivision 2, Paragraph (A) 
of this ordinance, shall be filed with 
the Department of Health of the City 
of Newark, and examined by said De- 
partment; and the findings shall be 
reported to the Director of the De- 
partment of Public Works, who is 
hereby authorized to issue or refuse 
said license. It shall be the duty of 
the Director of Public Works, in or- 
der to safeguard the public health, to 
carefully inquire into the fitness, ex- 
perience, requirements and qualifica- 
tions of each applicant and to deter- 
mine whether or not, in his opinion, 
the license may be granted. 


(C) In the event the Director of 
the Department of Public Works 
shall refuse said license, he shall so 
notify the applicant by letter address- 
ed to the applicant’s address giving 
the reason for such refusal. The ap- 
plicant may apply to the Director of 
the Department of Public Works for 


a hearing on such refusal, providing 
such application is made within ten 
(10) days of mailing of notice of the 
refusal.

(D) In no event may the license be 
granted for the sale or delivery of 
milk, cream or milk products within 
the City of Newark, where the fol- 
lowing circumstances exist: 


1. Where the applicant is not a resi- 
dent of the City of Newark or does 
not maintain a place of business in 
the City of Newark or does not main- 
tain any of his business in the City 
of Newark or is unable to furnish a 
written reference of a citizen of the 
City of Newark recommending ap- 
plicant insofar as honesty, character 
and finencial responsibility is con- 
cerned. 


2. Where the applicant does not 
have a sanitary place for storage of 
milk, cream and milk products at 50° 
Fahrenheit, or lower, adequate for a 
necessary supply before sale or de- 
livery. 


3. Where the applicant’s delivery. 
plant, store, station, vehicle or wa- 
gon is uot so constructed as to pre- 
vent dirt, dust, flies, bugs or un- 
healthful or injuries or foreign mat- 
ter from contacting and contaminat- 
ing such milk, cream and milk prod- 
ucts or containers wherein the same 
are kept. 


4. Where applicant’s plant, store, 
station, vehicle or wagon is not so 
corstrected that ice or refrigeration 
can be at all times provided for said 
milk, cream and milk products, or the 


‘containers thereof, while being stor-

ed, sold or delivered, at 50° Fahren- 
heit, or lower. 


5. Where the applicant’s vehicle or 
wagon is not equipped to carry pro- 


perly milk, cream and milk products 
during inclement or warm weather. 


6. Where the place from which ap- 
plicant is to obtain a supply of milk, 
cream and milk products during the 
period of said license, does not meet 
with requirements of the State Board 
of Health, local Board of Health, and 
any State Law, or ordinance, regula- 
tions, rales, governing and regulating 
sanitary conditions. 


7. Where the applicant shall obtain 
milk, cream or milk products from 
sources other than those approved by 
the Department of Health, or other 
proper authorities. ' 


8. Where the licensing of an appli- 
eant will impose upon a market al- 
ready adequately served a supply of 
milk, cream or milk products which 
would tend to create conditions ad- 
verse to sanitary standards and main- 
tenanc? of the public health, or dis- 
rupt the orderly marketing conditions 
requisite for the marketing of perish- 
able food products. 


SUBDIVISION 3: REVOCATION: 


(A) Whenever any license shall 
have been issued under and by virtue 
of this ordinance, and amendments 
thereof, said license may be suspend- 
ed or revoked by the Director of the 
Department of Public Works, for any 
of the following reasons: 


1. Where the licensee shali have 
violated any of the provisions of this 
ordinance, and amendments thereof. 


2. Where the licensee shall have 
been convicted of a crime involving 
moral turpitude. 


3. Where the licensee shall fail to 
have a storage place for the storage 
of milk, cream and milk products at 
50° Fahrenheit, or lower, before the 
sale or delivery of same, or shall re- 
fuse, upon request, forthwith to allow 
the Department of Health or any of 
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its inspectors, to inspect said storage 
place. 


4. Where the -licensee’s delivery 
plant, store, station, vehicle or wa- 
gon becomes unsanitary, dirty, and 
unhealthful, and its construction does 
not prevent dirt,:dust, flies, bugs, or 
any unhealthful or injurious or for- 
eign matter from contacting and con- 
taminating such milk, cream and milk 
products, and the containers wherein 
same are contained. 


5. Where licensee’s plant, store, 
station, vehicle or wagon does not 
provide a temperature of 50° Fahren- 
heit, or lower, for said milk, cream 
and milk products, while being stored, 
sold or delivered, or where licensee’s 
vehicle or wagon is not properly 
equipped to carry milk, cream and 
milk products during inclement or 
warn weather. 


6. Where licensee exposes for sale 
or delivery, milk, cream or milk prod- 
ucts obtained from a person, firm or 
cort oration other than a person, firm 
or corporation represented in the ap- 
plication for said license, unless the 
consent of the Board of Health is 
given to the licensee to accept for 
sale and delivery, such milk, cream 
or 1ailk products of such person, firm 
or -orporation. 


7. Where the licensee obtains‘ one 
graie of milk from more than one 
Sou ce, without first obtaining per- 
mission of the Department of Health. 


8 Where the licensee changes his 
or ner source of milk, cream or milk 
prolucts supply, or accepts any addi- 
tior al supply without having first ob- 
tair.ed the permission of the Board 
of ‘Lealth. 


9. Where any licensee selling or de- 
livering milk, cream or milk products 
in the City of Newark, shall, upon no- 
tification by the Department of 
Health, or its officers, fail immediate- 
ly “o withdraw any source of said li- 
censee’s milk, cream or milk products 
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. thereafter 


supply, not produced, handled or dıs- 
tributed in compliance with the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, or the laws 
of this State. 


10. Where any licensee shall fail to 
allow the Department of Health, or 
any of its officers, to examine the 
place wherein said milk, cream or 
milk products are stored or sold or 
kept during delivery, and where any 
licensee shall refuse to furnish the 
Department of Health, or any of its 
officers or employees, with a sample 
or samples, of the milk, cream o1 
milk. products, for analysis. 


SUBDIVISION 4: 
Nothing contained in this ordinance 


shal] be construed to require a license 
for the sale of condensed or evapor- 


ated (preserved) milk in hermetically , 


sealed cans.” 


Section 2. All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances inconsistant with the 
provisions of this ordinance be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 


Section 8. If any section, part of 
section, sentence, clause or phrase: of 
this ordinance shall be held to be un- 
constitutional or invalid, the remain- 
ing provisions hereof shall neverthe- 
less remain in full force and effect. 


Section 4. This ordinance shall take 
effect immediately upon final passage 
and publication in accordance with 
law.

An Ordinance providing for the is- 
suance of $500,000 Public Improve- 
ment Bonds of The City of Newark, 
and providing for the issuance of 
bond anticipation notes in anticipa- 
tion notes in anticipation of the is- 
suance of such bonds. 


The Board of Commissioners of The 
City of Newark Do Ordain as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. It is hereby determined 
and stated that it is necessary that 
the City of Newark ghall raise money 
for the purpose of financing the cost 
of constructing four swimming pools 
in the public parks or playgrounds 
known as Hayes Park East and Hayes 
Park West, and in the public play- 
ground abutting on Boylan Street, 
and upon the municipally owned 
property supervised by the Depart- 
ment of Public Affairs on Clifton 
Avenue, and that said purpose is not 
a current expense of said City, and 
that it is necessary to finance said 
purpose by the issuance of obligations 
of said City, pursuant to the Local 
Bond Law of New Jersey, as herein- 
after provided. 


Section 2. It is hereby stated, pur. 
suant to said Local Bond Law, that 
(a) the estimated maximum amount 


of money necessary to be raised from. 
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all sources for said purpose is $1,-

heretofore been contributed or is 
hereafter to be contributed in labor 
or materials by the Works Prograss

of America; (b) the estimated maxi- 
mum amount of money necessary to 
be raised by said City from all 
sources for said purpose is $650,000, 
of which $150,000 has heretofore been 
raised by the issuance of bonds of 
said City; (c) the maximum amount 
which is to be charged as a part of 
the cost of such purpose and which is 
necessary to finance interest on ob- 
bligations issued to finance such pur- 
Pose or to finance engineering: or in- 
spection costs and legal expenses, or 
to finance the cost of the issuance of 
such obligations, as provided in Sec- 
tion 40:1-55 of said Local Bond Law, 
is $105,000; and (d) the estimated 
Maximum amount of bonds or notes 
to be issued for said purpose is $500,- 
000, in addition to the bonds of the 
aggregate principal amount of $150,- 
000 heretofore issued for said pur- 
pose. 


Section 3. Pursuant to Section 40:1-

To finance said purpose, 
bonds of said City of an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding Five 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($500,000) 
to be designated “Public Improvement 
Bonds,” are hereby authorized to be 
issued pursuant to said Local Bond 
Law. Said bonds shall bear interest 
at a rate which shall not exceed six 
per centum (6%) per annum. All 
matters with respect to said bonds 
not determined by this ordinance

Section 5. To finance said purpose, 
Bond Anticipation Notes of said City 
of an aggregate principal amount not 
exceeding Five Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($500,000) ‘are hereby author- 
ized to be issued ‘in anticipation of 
the issuance of said bonds, pursuant 
to said Local Bond Law. Said notes 
shall bear interest at a rate which 
shall "ot exceed six per centum (6%) 
per arnum, and may be renewed from 
time o time pursuant to and within 
the limitations prescribed by said Lo- 
cal Bond Law.

In the event that bonds are issued 
pursu2nt to this ordinance, the ag- 
gregate amount of notes hereby au- 
thorized to be issued shall be reduced 
by an amount equal to the principal 
amount of the bonds so issued. If 
the azgregate amount of bonds and 
notes issued pursuant to this ordin- 
ance thall at any time exceed the sum 
first mentioned in this section, the 
moneys raised by the issuance of said 
bonds shall, to not less than the 
amount of such excess, be applied to 
the payment of such notes then out- 
Stand nz. 


Section 6. It is hereby determined 
and declared that the period of use- 
fulness of said purpose is a period of 
fifteen years, computed from the date 
of sa.d bonds. 


Section 7. No part of the cost of 
financing said purpose has been or is 
to be specially assessed against prop- 
erty specially benefited thereby. 


Section 8. It is hereby determined 
and declared that the Supplemental 
Debt Statement required by said 
Loca] Bond Law has been duly made 
and filed in the office of the City 
Clerk of said City, and that such 
statement so filed shows that the 


gross debt of said City, as defined in 
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Section 40 1-76 of said Law, 1s m- 
creased by this ordinance by Five 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($500,- 
(00), and that the issuance of said 
obligations is permitted by an excep- 
tion to the debt limitations prescribed 
by said law, contained in Subdivsion 
(d) of Secton 40:1-16 of said Law. 


Section 9. This ordinance shall 
take ecect twenty days after the first 
publication thereof after final pas- 
sage.

Acting Mayor Murphy: I would like 
to say 1 am voting favorably on this 
ordinance, and in reference to the 
contractors, Bill Patterson, who were 
here—I remember writing to the Law 
Department, with no effect, to see if 
there was some way in which we 
could get affidavits from these peo- 
ple on their moneys so we can help 
them out. 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: We 
are gathering them. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: I just want 
to make that clear so that the con. 
tractors will see that I have some in- 
terest in wanting to see them get paid 
for the vast amount of money that 
they have sunk in their jobs. 


Commissioner Franklin moved that 
September 14th, 1938, at 11 A. M.. 
Daylight Saving Time, or as soon 
thereafter as said matter can be 
reached, and the Board's meeting 
reom, second floor, City Hall, New- 
ark, N. J., be fixed as the time and 
place when and where said ordinance 
will be further considered for fina!

The City Clerk: In connection with 
that, I have a communication which 
is addressed to Mayor Ellenstein un- 
der date of August 29, 1938, over the 
signature of the Branch Manager of 
the Works Progress Administration, 
Mr. C. P. Malmstrom. 


The City Clerk then read the com- 
munication in full as follows:

Dear Mayor Ellenstein: - 


On June Zist, 1938, as a result of 
numerous conferences, there was sub- 
mitted to you a complete listing of all 
the projects sponsored by the City 
of Newark. The breakdown of this 
listing, covering some fifteen pages, 
was made in accordance with the your 
request for a complete analysis of 
the status of all of your sponsored 
projects and was to be used by you 


as a reference in the preparation of 
resolutions for bond ordinances te 
finance the continuance and/or in- 
ception of those projects you selected 
as most desirable to employ as many 
people as possible from your relief 
rolls. This listing of both construc- 
tion and service projects covered 34 
operating projects, 21 approved pro- 
jects (ready to operate) and 41 sub- 
mitted projects, (projects in various 
stages of preparedness). It indicated 
that there were 10,044 people employ- 
ed on the operating projects at that 
time. 


- Last Tuesday, August 28rd, 1938, 
the Commissioners of the City of 
Newark definitely indicated their de- 
sire to carry on two of the construc- 
tion projects employing some 6,400 
people. Other resolutions covering 
some of the other construction pro- 
jects were held in abeyance until the 
next commission meeting on Wednes- 
day, August 31st, 1988. Since the 
Works Progress Administration has 
no knowledge of the present or fu- 
ture financial status of the balance 
of the operating construction projects 
insofar as the sponsors contribution 
isconcerned and as there are at the 


presen, time some 8,855 Newark resi- 
dents employed on the construction 
projects sponsored by the City of 
Newark, 95% of whom are from the 
relief solls, and as you have definite- 
ly provided for the continued employ- 
ment of some 6,400 of them on two 
operat ng construction projects, it is 
reques:ed that you advise this office, 
after vour next Commission meeting, 
as to the construction projects you 
desire to maintain ‘in operation and/ 
or the approved projects you desire 
to release for operation. 


It is requested that you do this so 
that in the event you mtend to cur- 
tail the present Works Progress Ad- 
minisration program in operation in 
the Ci:y of Newark we may be pre- 
pared so release any of the remaining 
2,155 people whose projects may be 
involved.. 


Enclosed herewith is a tabulation 
as refiected at this time of the con- 
struction projects in operation and 
the number of men employed.

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Acting Mayor Murphy Some of 
them are projects that are due te 
run out? They are not before us 
now. 


The City Clerk: According to the 
letter they are all due to run out. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: Some of 
them are before us at the present 
time. 


The City Clerk: Yes, some of them 
are before us at the present time. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: What is the 
first one that you just read? 


The City Clerk: The first one I read 
is the sewers. That employs 58% 
men. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: That is the 
bond ordinance for $125,000? 


The City Clerk: That is right, two 
projects 30-12-7 and 30-52-7, 


Acting Mayor Murphy: I do want 
to say, on all these projects, espe- 
cially the water mains, because the 
question comes in there as to what 
work was involved; of course, natural- 
ly, having a background of the build- 
ing trades men to a certain extent, 
knowing the pieces of mechanism 
necessary to do work of that type, ] 
do know it is a lot of heavy work, 
but I do think, though, for the benefit 
‘of the other members of the Com- 
mmission, in order to protect Commis- 
sioner Byrne and myself also, that 
the Mayor, or whichever department 
would have a project of this kind, he, 
at least, should set aside a day before 
‘the project expires, or two days, if 
necessary, and bring the members of 
«the Commission to visit this project, 
So that they can see what is being 
‘done, what is in operation, and what 
äs being done with the continuance of 
this project. 


J think then we can more intelli- 
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gentl; vote upon it rather than just 
picking it out of the air and asking 
a lot of questions: back and forth. I 
think if we made a tour of all these 
differənt projects that is going on in 
the City, I think the Commission then 
woulc be more enlightened and then 
they would be able to see first hand, 
with their own eyes, what is what, 
and not have to accept a statement 
that is made here, and sometimes 
they are contradictory between both 
sides and we will then be in a bet- 
ter position to vote more intelligent- 
ly. Is there anybody who desires to 
be heard. This is on second and final 
passage. 


Coramissionér. Byrne: Mr. Malm- 
strom, why do you favor the discon- 
tinuarice of the police headquarters 
job when it is already in the budget? 


The City Clerk: This is another 
thing. entirely. He does not favor 
the discontinuance of that. He num- 
bers that as one of the city projects. 
He just lists this among the city pro- 
jects in operation at the present time. 


Mr Frank Shapiro, 111 West 
Stree:, representing Local 88, Work- 
ers’ Alliance and urged passage of 
the ordinance. 


Coramissioner Duffy: I move for its 
adoption on second reading. 


Mr. Malmstrom: I have no inter- 
est in this other than representing 
the WPA. I just want to say that this 
was held over for one week, last 
week, and I assumed that there 
would be some action on it at this 
time. This discussion indicates, of 
course, that this Commission is in ac- 
cord ‘vith the desire not to reduce the 
amount of men on the project, and 
the amount of material that you 
happen to have in the city to keep 
the men going is very, very little, and 
my uaderstanding is from the Engi- 
neer that we will be able to get no 
further material for some time, to 
keep any of these men going after 
possibly another week. 
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Commissioner Byrne. What do you 
mean by that; in the event that this 
does not go through today? It 
might be better to delay it a week, 
because you have only enough to go 
on for one week. 


Mr. Malstrom: We have enough 
material probably to keep this jok 
going a week. We have been reduc- 
ing this particular job. We laid off 
some 200 men about two weeks aga 
and that was partly due to the fail- 
ure to acquire the right-of-way for a 
certain part of this project, and there 
will be part of it reduced further be- 
cause of the inability of the city to 
supply proper materials. If you pass 
it today, I think, with the Engineer, 
that we will be able to work out some 
means of switching materials. 


Commissioner Byrne: Mr. Mayor, I 
would like to say this; I had a talk 


with Chief Engineer Costello this 
morning on the idea of going around 
and seeing these projects. He has 
been willing to take me around to 
see these projects. I am not prepar- 
ed to vote on this this morning. If 
you expect me to vote this morning 
I am going to vote no. If you care 
to have Mr. Costello show me the 
value of these projects I might be 
inclined to vote yes, but if you are 
going to put it to a vote this morn- 
ing, without Mr. Costello taking me 
around, I would vote no. 


Commissioner Duffy: I will with- 
draw my motion so that Director 
Byrne may have an opportunity to 
see these projects. 


Commissioner Franklin: J with- 
craw my second. ` 

Acting Mayor Murphy: Motion 
withdrawn in order to give Director 
Byrne an opportunity to visit thase 
projects. 


Mr. Edward Sutro, representing the 
Workers’ Alliance, favored adoption 
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of the ordinance in order to avoid ad- 
ditional men being laid off. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: There is no 
motion before the Commission. The 
ordinance is before the Commission. 


Commissioner Franklin: The only 
difficulty with insisting upon a mo- 
tion here this morning, if it is de- 
feated then the ordinance has to be 
reintroduced and you lose another 
few weeks. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: At least, 
for the future, on what is pending, 
the Commission can go out and in- 
vestigate things in advance so that 
we won't hit this brick wall. 


Commissioner Byrne: Has this job 
been going along, right along? 


Mr. Malmstrom: This job hag been 
in progress for many months. 


Commissioner Byrne: It has not 
been discontinued at all, but you have 
laid off about 200 men in between? 
When did you lay these men off? 


Mr. Molmstrom: About two weeks 
ago, Friday, the week before last, 
partly cue to the inability to get 


Some right-of-way. We couldn’t 
continue part of the project. The 
right-of-way had not been cleared 


yet. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: If this was " 
passed you couldn’t do anything 


about it. Mr. Malmstrom said that 
there were 200 men laid off on this 
project some few weeks ago due to 
some legal question of right-of-way. 
I don’t know; probably the Law De- 
partment knows about it or somebody 
else, but, anvhow, even if this bond 
ordinance did pass it would not re- 
place the 200 men at this time until 
the legal angle is straightened out. 


Mr. Malstrom: May I clarify that 
a little? If we had material to go 


ahead with the whole project we 
could re-employ these men on other 
parts of the project. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: In other 
words, when the Commission does 
pass it you will be able to employ 
the 200 men back again? 


Mr. Malmstrom: When. you pass it 
and procure the material for us, then 
we will be able to employ these men 


Acting Mayor Murphy: How many 
men now are actually on there? 


Mr. Malmstrom: On the sewer job, 
about 600. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: That will 
bring it to practically 800. 


Commissioner Franklin: Will any 
more be laid off in the mean time? 


Mr. Malmstrom: If we do not have 
the material to work with and if this 
Commission does not indicate that 
they are going to pass this bond is- 
sue, there is not a thing we can do 
about it. There will be some more 
men laid off. We cannot work with- 
out material. 


Commissioner Franklin: If this or- 
dinance is acted on definitely a week 
from today, will anyone be laid off 
between now and next Wednesday? 


Mr. Malmstrom: If Mr. Costello 
can give us material to work with, 
for a week. 


Chief Engineer Costello: It is -on 
the basis of shifting some of our ma- 
terial from other jobs to this job. I 
don’t know whether we can do it or 
not. I can’t say that now. 


Mr. Malmstrom: That is the pur- 
pose in my writing that letter to 
this Commission, because the Werks 
Progress Administration is working 
from hand to mouth with the City of 
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Newarl.. We do not know from one 
minute to the next when we are go- 
ing to be notified by the Engineer on 
the eonstruction projects that no 
more niaterial is available. Until the 
last two bond issues we have not 
been ale to feel at ease that any of 
these construction projects would con- 
tinue for any definite length of time. 
We have always been uncertain as to 
when we would be notified by the city 
that no material (is available, and 
there ‘s nothing that we can do 
about t. That is the purpose of my 
writing that letter.. We do not know 
the financial status of these jobs. We 
do not know how much money you 
have to put into any of these individ- 
ual projects, and, therefore, I ask that 
you advise us as soon as possible 
which of these jobs you will be able 
to carry along so that we do not 
come to the condition where we will 
have to lay men off. 


Commissioner Franklin: That does 
not answer my question. 


Mr. Malmstrom: I answered your 
questicn this way, by asking Mr. Cos- 
tello ië he could supply material for 
cne week to keep these people going. 


Commissioner Franklin: Because ] 
immediately get these people back on 
relief. 


Mr. Malmstrom: That is true, and 
we wint to continue to employ aş 
many men as possible, without them 
standia, on the street or standing in 
the sewer absolutely doing nothing, 
and opening criticism to this Com- 
mission and ourselves. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: They can- 
xot work that out as soon as the Com- 
mission indicates—— 


Mr. Malmstrom: Before the Com- 
mission indicates definitely that they 
are in accord with the continuation of 
this program, I believe that we can 
work it out in some way. 
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Commissioner Duffy: Then I sug- 
gest that the members of the Com- 
mission investigate these projects 
this afternoon and hold a special 
meeting tomorrow morning to pass 
upon them. 


Commissioner Byrne: What I am 


‘bringing up, Director Duffy, last 


week, Mr. Malmstrom brought out 
about eight feet of dirt piled high, a 
big hole in the ground, and all that. 
We continue certain men working 
along and going along and passing it. 
Even though I wasn’t in favor of it J 
voted on it to keep the men working. 
You cannot sell me the idea it was 
going a long while. It was a hit or 
miss proposition. I want to know, be- 
fore I spend any of the taxpayers’ 
money, whether these things are on 
the level. I want to see them with 
my own eyes. I am not going to have 
it dumped in my lap. I made pro- 
jects for millions of dollars in the 
budget, and if it is so darned im- 
portant I will go out with Director 
Duffy and see these projects. I don’t 
believe half of these statements that 
I get, to be frank with you. 


Mr. Malmstrom; Mr. Byrne, we are 
not here to try to sell anything: We 
have no interest in that thing at all. 
Commissioner Franklin just stated 
that if we do not do certain things he 
will have them in his lap. It is ap- 
parently from one department to the 
other. We are merely a service or- 
ganization with money, and I ask you 
to believe nothing. that I tell you, not 
a thing. You have your own engi- 
neers in here who originated these 
projects, who write them up, who su- 
pervise them, and he is a part of your 
own organization in here, not ours, 
and he can give you and is able to 
give you all the information that you 
desire. Certainly, these have been 
in the record a long enough time to 
investigate if you so desired, out on 
the streets for months. I ask you 
to believe nothing I tell you. 
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Commissioner Byrne: I do not say 
it is you. You get so many figures, 
five minutes notice, that if you don’t 
vote for them 5800 men will be af- 
fected, and so on. 


Mr. Malmstrom: The breakdown 
was there, and we have had numer- 
ous conferences with all the Commis- 
sioners here. 


Commissioner Byrne: You get dif- 
ferent situations. 


Mr. Malmstrom: The 
changes. 


situation 


Commissioner Byrne: Now, wait a 
minute; take for instance, the hangar 
or the swimming pool. It was my 
understanding that a PWA grant was 
effected. It was not, and it is un- 
fortunate and then it is a changed 
picture. You recite by inference, in 
your letter, that you are concerned 
about whether or not the men will 
continue even on the police head- 
quarters project. 


Mr. Malmstrom: No, I didn’t cite 
by inference. There is the project, 
and I would like to know if the mon- 
ey is available. 


Commissioner Byrne: It is in the 
budget, set aside. 


Commissioner Franklin: Mr. 
Mayor, for the purpose of getting ac- 
tion on this, I would like to say that 
Director Duffy’s suggestion that we 
go out and look at these various 
things that Director Byrne is inter 
ested in is a good one, and to hold 
a special meeting of this Board to- 
morrow, an adjourned meeting, if 
that is the proper procedure, to get 
these things settled one way or the 
other tomorrow. Mr. Costello says 
that he has material to carry over to 
next week. Mr. Malmstrom says that 
if he hasn’t the material he has got 
to lay some people off, and if he lays 
them off I get them the next day. 


Mr. Costello: What you will see to- 
day is three sewer jobs open, Willow 
Point Grove, Marsh Street and Ave- 
nue I, and Blanchard Street. There 
is $60,000 being spent in the vicinity 
of the breweries on Freeman Street, 
where the Passaic Vallege Sewerage 
notified the City Commission that 
they will take legal action if the pro- 
ject is stopped, and that project will 
amount to $60,000. 


On the water project there is one 
open. It is on the $85,000; that is 
passed. 


This $200,000 is on proposed new 
work that is not now open so there 
would be four open projects today. 


Commissioner Byrne: It is brand 
new work? 


Mr. Costello: Yes. 


Commissioner Byrne: Why do you 
tell me, Mr. Malmstrom, that it is a 
continuing project? 


Mr. Costello: I say only those three. 


Commissioner Byrne; Is the Mayor 
going to be here tomorrow? 


The City Clerk: That is hard to 
say. He is sick in bed. ` 

Mr. Costello: I am not saying that 
those three are open. This $125,000 
is not for all of that. 


Commissioner Byrne: This $125,000 
is for some things in progress? 


Mr. Costello: Three of the projects 
that are in progress. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: I can’t un- 
derstand. There must be some con- 
fusion or mistatement. The Chief 
Engineer says that this is a brand 
new project. You say there is noth- 
ing there, and on the other hand you 
say that if the Commission does this 


now and goes along with this bond or- 
dinance you will find some way of 
keeping these men working. If there 
is nc project and nothing open, noth- 
ing "here, where are the men work- 
ing? 


M::. Costello: didn’t give you that. 
I say that these four projects now 
open, the ones that Mr. Malmstrom is | 
referring to, these projects will take 
the men and material. I tried to 
mak: clear that the $125,000 is not 
alone for the projects that are now 
open. 


Ccmmissioner Franklin: It covers 
some in progress and some to be 
staried ? 


NM: Costello: That is right. In the 
water project there is one open, which 
is on "he 85 that is passed. 


Acting Mayor Mu'phy: The $200,- 
000 `s for proposed projects? 


Mr, Costello: Yes. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: In other 
words, the $200,000, that one there is 
no particular necessity to pass due 
to the fact that it won’t effect lay- 
ing off people? 


M:. Costello: That one won’t af- 
fect laying off people. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: It is a pro- 
ject in order to continue people at 
work. 


Mr. Malstrom: One job does not go 
on forever. Some of you Commis- 
sioners may think that when we start 
the :ob the life of the job is indefinite. 
There ‘may be 200 men working on 
the job when we start, but at the 
end of that time the work is finished 
and if we do not have another job to 
go into the men are finished and they 
go back to Mr. Franklin. These jobs 
and these bond issues that we have 
talked about so long, included in 
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there is the money for proposed jobs 
that have been passed by Washing- 
ton. The money is ready and avail- 
able by the Federal Government, and 
to keep these men in employment 
when they are released by othe" pro- 
jects we must put them on others, 
and when there are no projects go- 
ing the men will go back to Mr 
Franklin. 


Commissioner Byrne: Are these 
funds positively checked to one par- 
ticular job? If we pass the $125,- 
000 is that actually going to North 
Seventh Street? Don’t you shift 
around to North Eight Street next 
week? 


Mr. Costello: It is a city-wide pro- 
ject, a $2,000,000 project for the city, 
and it is sufficiently flexible for us to 
shift from one street to the other in 
advance of the paving program, for 
instance. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: But all the 
proposed work to be done on these 
different streets is outlined the same 
as on the street project? 


Mr. Costello: Yes. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: That has 
not been submitted to the members 
of the Commission, where the sewers 
and water mains are going to run? 
On the street project it is but on this 
it is not? 


Mr. Costello: You have in your re- 
port a list of the streets that will be 
covered, but we cannot say that we 
are going to do this sewer or that 
sewer next week. 


‘Acting Mayor Murphy: But it will 
be done with the bond money that is 
passed ? 


Mr. Costello: Yes. 


Acting ‘Mayor ‘Murphy: You may 
have ‘twenty streets, but which ones 
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you are going to do first 1s what you 
have to work around? 


Mr. Costello: Yes, we have to do it 
wherever possible in advance of pav- 
ing so as not to tear it up again, but 
the big item in this thing is the Free- 
man Street sewer, which will amount 
to $60,000, with the total cost to 
WPA of three hundred and ninety. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: Don’t you 
think it would be well to supply the 
members of the Commission with the, 
streets and water main sewers, and 
the lengths of streets, and so forth, 
to be done under this bond ordin- 
ance? 


Mr. Costello; Yes. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: You can’t 
be accurate but you can go off five 
or ten per cent., which is not consid- 
ered bad. 


Mr. Costello: You want to know 
how we are going to spend this $125,- 
000? That is what you want? 


Acting Mayor Murphy: That is in 
erder to pick up, as I understand 
from Mr. Malmstrom, the men that 
you now have on the project. Of 
course, that is the important one they 
have on their minds right now. The 
125 seems to be the most important. 


Mr. Malmstrom: You have two; 
you have the sewer and the water. J 
will Jet the City Engineer himself es- 
tablish the importance of these pro- 
jects. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: Is some of 
that $200,000 going to be used for an, 
old project? 

Mr. Costello: No, sir. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: All brand 
new? 


Mr. Costello: All brand new, and 
continuation of the Seventh Street 
acqueduct, the two sections. One sec- 
tion is being done now. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: The men 
are now on that one section ? 


Mr. Costello: The men are now ou 
the one section that you passed last 
week. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: In other 
words, the $85,000 will carry these 
men along for some time in that sec- 
tion before it is necessary to open up 
the other section for the $200,000? 


Mr. Costello: Except that the con- 
struction is of no use until the bal- 
ance is done; then a continuance run- 
ning from South Orange Avenue, to 
the reservoir. It is a continuance 
section, and until the other line is 
open it cannot be reduced 


Commissioner Byrne: When he 
gets through with this—it is part of 
the $6,000,000 program — will this 
part keep these jobs going? 


Mr. Malmstrom: We will have to 
keep the jobs going if you want to 
keep the men working. You had a 
job down in Port Newark on which 
you had 1,000 men. That job closed 
up and this thousand men have been 
absorbed on these other projects 
throughout the City of Newark. The 
other jobs that are in operation now. 
perhaps fifty to seventy-five per cent. 
unfinished are in the same category, 
and these men, if you do not want to 
return them to the relief rolls, there 
will have to be other projects wait- 
ing for them to go on. 


It is a

Acting Mayor Murphy: 
question of trying to 
with the other. 


Mr. Malmstrom: We set a finishing 
date at that time, in so far as we 
could estimate. We give you esti- 
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mates from time to time. The pic- 
ture changes from time to time. The 
pict tre changes, and for instance, we 
have heen working some of these 
jobs with half the materials we 
should have; that is, on the first part, 
and naturally, the life of that job is 
extended and it takes longer to fin- 
ish that job, and some of these esti- 
mat2s that we have given you are 
prec.icated on the assumption, at that 
time, that the bond issue would be 
passed, and the finishing date set in 


aeecrdance with the estimate that the - 


material would be there and the com- 
piete quota of men would be work- 
ing. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: What does 
it mean when the material is not 
there? Doesn’t it mean a greater out- 
lay in cost to the WPA in order to 
complete the project? 


Mr. Malmstrom: I am going to be 
a little frank. 


Commissioner Byrne: We want you 
to be very frank. 


Acting Mayor. Murphy: When the 
WPA money runs out and the re- 
quired amount of work is not com- 
plet:d that is supposed to be com- 
Plet d, that means a greater cost due 
to the fact that the maerial is not de- 
Dve ed in order to keep the men em- 
ployed ? 


Mr. Malmstrom: That is right. We 
have written supplements on some of 
the jobs, when only Federal money 
for labor was concerned, and your 
material contribution was never ack- 
nowledged. If you do not contribute 
the amount of material you should 
have, we write you a supplement and 
we supply the labor. We have been 
criticized by the Broad Street Asso- 
ciation and others for men standing 
around. Half of this is waiting for 
the material to go ahead with, and we 
are not inclined to lay the men off 
and throw them back into another de- 
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partment of your city, and we have, 
as you know, been believing that 
these bond issues would be passed, 
and Senator Ely, before he relin 
quished his post, and Mr. Allen, has 


instructed us to go along as far as , 


we possibly can. There is a limit, 
naturally—you, yourself, know that— 
when there is no material to work 
with then the government is not ob- 
ligated to put in any more material. 
There is a certain proportion of labor 
that goes into the job, and we cannot 
work. We have been doing that and 
going along, giving a man half a bag 
of cement when he should have had 
a full bag. 


Commissioner Byrne: I wonder how 
far the WPA expects this City to go, 
heaping one bond issue on another? 


Mr. Malmstrom: That is entirely 
your problem. 


Commissioner Byrne: Sure it is. 
That is why. I am asking you this 
question. 


Mr. Malmstrom: We don’t ask the 
city anything. If it is within the 
province of the City to take care of 
these men without aid on WPA, that 
is entirely up to you. We do not ask 
you for anything. We advise you as 
to the Federal regulations that we 
have, in order that you may avail 
yourself of the money that the Fed- 
eral Government has for this partic- 
ular type of work. That is all we do. 
We do not try to tell you a thing. 


Commissioner Byrne: I have no ar- 
gument with you, Mr. Malmstrom. 


Mr. Malmstrom; If you desire to 
close down all the jobs in the City of 
Newark we have nothing to say about 
it. 


Commissioner Byrne: I am for the 
WPA but I am just trying to find 
out how far we can go along with it; 
whether these are worthwhile pro- 
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jects, whether they are new, whether 
they are continuing. We have learn- 
ed something today that we did not 
know before. 


Mr. Malmstrom: Our people are al- 
ways available to give you any in- 
formation we can. Naturally, there 
will be other bond issues as these are 
run out of money. 


Mr. Costello; Let me say a word on 
the water; one item alone, Raymond 
Boulevard connection for serving in- 
dustry in the Ironbound section, they 
are putting in a new ramp head, and 
there is fill already in existence, a 
heavy fill line. We want to go in and 
in advance put up the 24-inch con- 
nection. 


Aside from the WPA work that is 
to be done in the Freeman Street 
sewer, we are taking about 3,800,000 
gallons in the Freeman Street sewer, 
which, when we separate this, we will 
save $800,000 in costs. These pro- 
jects are absolutely necessary in the 
City and $60,000 is absolutely neces- 
sary for the sewer. The same way 
with Sherman Avenue. It hag heen 
recommended by the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters, and aside from 
the WPA work that has to be done 
and the acqueduct on Seventh Street 
will remain incomplete, and you can’t 
throw that into service until the 
work is done. 


Commissioner Franklin: Those pro- 
jects are absolutely necessary? We 
have to do them ourselves. 


Mr. Costello: In the Division of 
Water we have certain capita] im- 
provements, and that is entirely apart 
from the WPA where this work must 
be done, to protect the water system 
of the City, to strengthen it, and all 
this work has to be done if you are 
going to have a water system. 

\ 

Acting Mayor Murphy: Will this 
$200,000 complete it? I am trying to 


draw the picture {n the start, m- 
stead of saying that it should be 
$100,000 or $150,000, why didn’t you 
say that it woud be $300,000 and pass 
enough bonds td complete it, instead 
of bringing it up again from time to 
time. We are faced now with $200,- 
000. Are we going to be faced with 
another Lond issue later to extend it? 


Mr. Costello: You will be faced 
with another bend issue. This pipe- 
line is to go under the Lackanna Rail- 
road cut, which cannot possibly go 
under WPA. That is the rezom- 
mendation I am making to the Mayor. 
That will have to be done, so that 
you will be faced with more money 
for this acqueduct. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: What I am 
‘talking about now is the one beafcre 
us, the $200,000 on the extensior of 
the water main. Is that what you 
said before? 


Mr. Costello; That is right. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: You esti- 
mated that that $200,000 will com- 
plete the run of that particular 
main? 


Mr. Costello: Does it take in all 
these three sections except the tun- 
nel? 


Mr. William G. Bank, (Division 
Engineer, Water): It takes in one 
section from the D., L & W. to Cen- 
tral Avenue and there is another sec- 
tion under way; four major sections. 
It is a step by step program. 


Mr. Costello: We will have to have 
more money. 


‘Acting Mayor Murphy: That is the 
Picture that should be given to the 
City Commission. We ought to be 
able to see exactly where we are go- 
ing on this whole thing and what it 
is all about, instead of saying that 
here is a section now, and then there 


is probably argument about it, three, 
four or five months from now, and 
we wll have the picture and know 
that i; is going to'cost maybe a mil- 
lion dollars to do the work in par- 
tial bond issues, and I think we will 
all feel better about it. 


Mr. Costello: The only thing, we 
were told to confine our program 
and recommendations to this year; 
that the City of Newark would not 
issue :ny bonds beyond needs for this 
year. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: Then the 
criginal project had an estimate of 
how Touch, instead of $200,000? 


Mr. Costello: The total project? 
Acting Mayor Murphy: Yes. 


Mr. Bank: $105,000 of the proposed 
bond issue will take care of it. The 
remainder is the State Highway job, 
Sherw.an Avenue and’Port Newark, 
There are four street projects cov- 
ered, 


Mr. Costello: Sherman Avenue, 
Raymond Boulevard and the acque- 
duct. 


Actng Mayor Murphy: And the 
four ‘projects would cost how much 
for completion ? 


Mr. Costello: For our end of it, 
$200,000; not for the completion, 


Acting Mayor Murphy: We ought 
to know what the whole thing is go- 
ing t> cost so that we will know 
where we are going on this thing. 


Mr. Bank: It will zost about 200, 
000 wore. 


Actng Mayor Murphy: If you get 
the $200,000 now it means that at 
the expiration of the spending of that 
money we will then have to spend 
more money to continue on? 
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Mr. Costello, Yes, sir. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: Instead of 
discussing this whole thing again in 
a few months from now, we should 
have the whole picture as to the ac- 
tual cost of these things. 


Mr. Costello: Except, Mr. Mayor, 
that those are our instructions, only 
to have it for this year. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: That is all 
right, but we should have the cost 
for the future. ` 


Commissioner Byrne: May I sort of 
amplify at present? Mr. Costello, 
isn’t it a positive fact that there is 
no need of kidding ourselves; that the 
City of Newark has arrived at the 
point where we have probably got to 
do $5,000,000 worth of work, and if 
we can’t do it with the aid of the City 
of Newark so much better for the 
City of Newark? You are positively 
confronted with the necessity of five 
or six million dollars. Isn’t that true? 


Mr. Costello: That is quite true. 


Commissioner Byrne: If that is the 
case why not dump it on the table 
and say that the City of Newark has 
got to spend five or six million dol- 
lars and give as a chance to digest 
this and know what we have to do, 
and be faced with the resentment of 
the taxpayers because we have to 
raise a lot of money by bonds? 


Mr. Costello: That has all been 
placed before this Commission. The 
$6,000,000 program was broken down 
in this memorandum that you now 
have before you. Specifically this 
$125,000 is part of a city-wide sewer 
program, a $2,000,000 program for 
sewers. 


Commissioner Byrne: We do it in 
dribs and drabs. 


Mr. Costello: It has all been pre- 
sented. 


Commissioner Byrne: That is a 
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fact. We have to meet ıt and there is 
no use of kidding ourselves about it. 


Mr. Costello: Yes, sir. 


Commissioner Byrne: If that has to 
be done today I will go along with 
it. 


Mr. Costello: In this particular 
case, Commissioner Byrne, particulr- 
ly in the Water Bureau, I think it 
would be well if everybody was fara- 
iliar with it. 


Commissioner Franklin: To make a 
long story short, I renew my motion. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: The street 
project was presented and, to make it 
more clear and comprehensive, the 
names of the street, and so that we 
would know exactly where we are go- 
ing with this $2,000,000 or this por- 
tion here, I think the information 
should be given the Commission. I 
think it should be given to the Com- 
mission in order to clarify the situa- 
tion. In the street project you had 
a list of all the streets and what you 
were going to resurface and every- 
thing else, but in this case it wasn’t 
done. 


Mr. Costello: That was a project 
for a definite number of men. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: That pro- 
vides for a definite number on the 
sewers and water? 


Mr. Costello: Yes, only for this 
portion, which is $125,000. In the 
breakdown that was submitted it 
gave $2,000,000 sewers, six more 
streets, and as this memorandum 
says, at the Airport the City will be 
called upon to spend $500,000 more to 


complete the expansion of the field, if 
the Government does not step in. 


Acting Mayor Murphy: It gave us 
the projects but it did not give the 


actual work and so forth that we 


were going to do. 


Commissioner Byrne: I am willing 
to go along with this today, amplify- 
ing my remarks, that we know now 
how much it is going to cost us, and 
I want the taxpayers to be aware of 
what they are up against, and it is 
a question of whether they can stand 
it. It is really going to work out to 
a $9,000,000 program and it is up to 
the people of Newark to find out 
whether they are able to digest these 
bonds. I doubt it; but in order to 
show that I am not going to object 
to it and it is part of the project, I 
am going along with this one, too, but 
I am serving notice now that I will 
have to be apprised whether it is fat- 
al for the City to go along on these 
bonds. 


Mr. Costello: The $9,000,000 pro- 
gram is above — ours is probably 


twenty-five per cent. or twenty. 


Commissioner Byrne: J appreciate 
that. $2,500,000 more piled on top of 
this. 


Commissioner Franklin: Uf course, 
if we don’t absorb it one way the 
taxpayer is going to absorb it in di- 
rect relief, 


Commissioner Byrne: Let us go 
along with it today, at my suggestion, 
and find out what we are up against. 


The City Clerk: Before the motion 
I would like to read the ordinance in 
full.

It is hereby determined 
and stated that the Board of Com- 
missioners of The City of Newark 
proposes to enlarge the sanitary and 
storn water sewer systems of said 
City by the construction of new storm 
and sanitary sewers, with the aid of 
the Works Progress Administration 
of the United States of America; 
that said purpose is not a current ex- 
pense of said City, and that it is nec- 
essary to finance said purpose by the 
issuance of obligations of said City, 
pursuant to the Local Bond Law of 
New Jersey, as hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. It is hereby stated, pur- 
suant to said Local Bond Law, that 
(a) the estimated maximum amount 
of money necessary to be raised from 
all sources for said purposes is One 
Hundred and Twenty-Five Thousand 
Dollars ($125,000); (b) the maximum 
amount which is to be charged as a 
part of the cost: of said purpose and 
which is necessary to finance inter- 
est on obligations issued to finance 
such purpose or. to finance engineer- 
ing or inspection costs and legal er- 
penses, or to finance the cost of the 
issuance of said obligations, as pro- 
vided: in Section 40: 1-55 of said Law 
is Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000). 
and (c) the estimated maximum 
amount of bonds or notes’ necessary 
to be issued for said purpose is One 
Hundred and Twenty-Five Thousand 
Dollars ($125 000). 


Section 3. Pursuant to Section 40: 
1-12 of said Lecal Bond Law, the 
sum of Three Thousand, One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-five Dollars ($3, 
125) shall be included as a down pay- 
ment to finance said purpose, in the 
budget of said City for the fiscal 
year beginning January 1, 1939, in 
addition to any sums which may oth- 
erwise be required to be appropriat- 
ed in said budget for the payment of 
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interest on or any maturing principal 
of the obligations authorized to be is- 
sued by this ordinance. 


Section 4. It is hereby determined 
and stated that part of the cost of 
said purpose, in labor or materials, is 
to be met by the Work Progress Ad- 
ministration of the United States of 
America, 


Section 5. To finance said purpose, 
bonds of said City of an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding One 
Hundred and Twenty-Five Thousand 
Dollars ($125,000), to be designated 
“Sewer Eonds,” are hereby authoriz- 
ed to be issued pursuant to said Lo- 
cal Bond Law. Said bonds shall bear 
interest at a rate which shall not ex- 
ceed six per centum (6%) per an- 
num. All matters with respect to said 
bonds not determined by this ordin- 
ance shall be determined by resolu- 
tions to be hereafter adopted. 


Section 6. To finance said purpose, 
Bond Anticipation Notes of said City 
of an aggregate principal amount not 
exceeding One Hundred and Twenty- 
Five Thousand Dollars ($125,000) are 
hereby authorized to be issued in an- 
ticipation of the issuance of said 
bonds, pursuant to said Local Bond 
Law. Said notes shall bear interest 
at a rate which shall not exceed six 
per centum (6%) per annum, and 
may be renewed from time to time 
pursuant to and within the limita- 
tions prescribed by said Law. All 
matters with respect to said notes not 
determined by this ordinance shall be 
determined by resolutions to be here- 
after adopted. In the event that bonds 
are issued pursuant to this ordinance, 
the aggregate amount of notes here- 
by authorized to be issued shall be 
reduced by an amount equal to the 
principal amount of the bonds so is- 
sued. If the aggregate amount of 
bonds and notes issued pursuant to 
this ordinance shall at any time ex- 
ceed the sum first mentioned in this 
section, the moneys raised by the is- 
suance of said bonds shall, to not less 
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than the amount of such excess, be 
applied to the payment of such notes 
then outstanding. 


Section 7. It is hereby determined 


and declared that the period of use- 


fulness of said purpose is a period 
of forty years, computed from the 
date of said bonds. 


Section 8. No part of the cost of 
financing said purpose has been or is 
to be specially assessed against prop- 
erty specially benefited thereby. 


Section 9. It is hereby determined 
and declared that the Supplemental] 
Debt Statement required by said Lo- 
cal Bond Law has been duly made 
and filed in the office of the City 
Clerk of said City, and that such 
statement so filed shows that the 
gross debt of said City, as defined in 
Section 40: 1-76 of said Law, is in- 
creased by this ordinance by One 
Hundred ard Twenty-Five Thousand 
Dollars ($125,000), and that the is- 
suance of said obligations is permit- 
ted by an exception to the debt lim- 
itations prescribed by said Law, con- 
tained in Subdivision (d) of Section 
40:1-16. of said Law. 


Section 10. This ordinance shall 
take effect twenty days after the first 
publication thereof after final pass- 
age. 


There being no one else to be heard, 
Commissioner Franklin moved that 
the hearing be closed.

Said notes 
shall bear interest at a rate which 
shall not exceed six per centum (6%) 
per annum, and may be renewed from 
time to time pursuant to and within 
the limitations prescribed by said 
Law.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Chamber, 
City Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M., Day- 
light Saving Time.

Mayor Ellenstein: The Clerk will 
read the minutes of the previous 
meeting. 


The City Clerk then read the min- 
utes of the previous meeting in full. 


Commissioner Franklin: I move 
that the minutes be adopted as read. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Byrne, Duffy, 
Franklin, Murphy, Mayor Ellenstein. 


The City Clerk presented “An Or- 
dinance to amend an ordinance en- 
titled: “Zoning Ordinance of The City 


of Newark,” adopted January 8, 1930, 
and stated that today was the time 
fixed for a further hearing, this being 
the adjourned date for same. 

t 


The Board then entered upon said 
nahrearing. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per- 
son who desires to be heard on this 
ordinance? 


Mr. Martin B. O’Connor, represent- 
ing Mr. Adam Adams: May I ad- 
dress the Commission on a request 
for adjournment. I am here on be- 
half of Mr. Adams who is represented 
by Arthur Vanderbile. You will re- 
call that this matter was adjourned, I 
think, about five times, and that the 
last time it was adjourned indefinite- 
ly with the possibility in mind, I be- 
lieve, that the parties would come to 
some understanding. 


This morning Mr. Tepper called 
Mr. Adams’ office. He wasn’t there, 
but his secretary informed us that 
Mr. Tepper stated that the hearing 
was to be had this morning. We 
have had no notice other than that. 
I now ask, in view of the controversy 


aised by this measure that we be al- 
lowed a week’s time to make adequate 
preparation to contest this hearing. 


Mayor Ellenstein: When was the 
last adjourned date? ' 


The City: Clerk: August 3, 1938, 
and at that time it was adjourned 
definitely to September 7th. 


Mr. William Greenbaum, represent- 
ing objectors: At the request of Mr. 
Adams. 


Mr. Jules E. Tepper, representing 
objectors: Mr. O’Connor is in error 
when he says that the matter was ad- 
journed indefinitely. I can under- 
Stand why he makes the error. He 
wasn’t in the case originally. Mr. 
Toner of his office was in the case. 
The adjournment was definitely set 
down for this morning and it was to 
he disposed of this morning, and it 
was Mr. Adams who .advised Mr. 
Reichenstein of this, with my consent, 
some time in August. 


Mr. Greenbaum: I represent anoth- 
er group, gentlemeri. I do not know 
whether or not you recall this par- 
ticular case, but it has been going on 
since March 2, 1938. We have been 
down here on this same matter at 
least ten times, and it was specified 
the last time, before the ordinance 
was introduced, that is, they re-intro- 
duced the original ordinance, I think, 
at the suggestion of Commissioner 
Murphy, in order to eliminate this 
technicality raised by Mr. Adams be- 
cause of the fact that he claimed he 
had not received notice, and it was 
agreed then that both of these ordin- 
ances were to be taken up at the 
same time, 


In view of the fact that this mat- 
ter has teen going on for so long a 
time and, particularly, in view of the 
fact that Mr. Adams is the moving 
party, certainly he ought to be ready 
to go ahead. My people are all here 


and they have been coming here for 
the last six months. Some consider- 
ation ought to be given to these citi- 
zens who are here. They are ready 
to go on with the case, and I respect- 
fully urge this Commission to permit 
us to proceed today. 


Mayor Ellenstein: As I understand, 
this was deferred to enable both par- 
ties to come to some understanding? 


Mr. Tepper: That was not the orig- 
inal purpose. The original purpose 
was to re-introduce the original 
amended ordinance to cover the tech- 
nicality raised by Mr. Adams, and at 
the same time to dispose of the re- 
Dealer, ‘In the interim we did get to- 
gether and tried to solve the problem, 
but nothing came of that. 


This morning I spoke with Mr. 
Adams’ secretary. She told me that 
he was out in Palisades. That was 
over four hours ago, three and a half 
hourg ago. Personally, I am directed 
by my client to insist that the matter 
go on today, since everybody has had 
notice and everybody is here on no- 
tice. 


Mr. O’Connor: Lean appreciate the 
great inconvenience that has been 
suffered by the various people in view 
of the many adjournments, but orig- 
inally the ordinance wag set aside on 
the teachnical ground of notice. 


Mr. Greenbaum: It was not set 
aside. Keep your- statement correct. 


‘Mr. O’Connor: That was the object 
in view. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That was in con- ` 
There was some claim 


troversy. 
made that there was no notice given. 
Mr. Adams said he had not received 
notice. 


Mr. Tepper: He was here in person 
and he raised the technicality that he 
had not received the notice. 
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Mayor Ellenstein: That was on the 
original ordinance. 


Mr. O'Connor: The fundamental 
question now is one of reasonableness 
which is factual and legal, taking the 
convenience suffered by these people 
as against the possible deprivation of 
the use property that may be suffered 


- by Mr. Adams, and I think, your 


Honors, possibly one more adjourn- 


ment of a week or so would not mili- 


tate against the interests of these 
people. 


Mr. Tepper: It seems to me, Mr. 
Mayor, when Mr. Adams last was 
here he argued the matter at length 
He argued the matter on the facts 
and stood upon the technical ground 
that he had not received the notice, 
and it was for that reason that the 
amended ordinance was re-introduced 
and deferred to a date when both or- 
dinances could be considered at the 
same time. 


I submit that this Board hag al- 
ready heard argument. Originally, 
when the ordinance, the amendment 
under attack by Mr. Adams, was 
passed the ordinance was passed 
unanimously py the Board after hear- 
ing full argument. I understand that 
some of the Commissioners have 
viewed the street, viewed the sur- 
roundings and premises, which means 
that since the original ordinance was 
unanimously passed there is really 
no further argument required. 


The technicality has been corrected 
Mr. Adams was on notice. We did 
confer with him. He was present 
here and he was represented by coun- 
sel on each adjourned date, and fin- 
ally Mr. Adams advised Mr. Reichen- 
stein, with my consent, that the mat- 
ter was finally set down to be heard 
here this morning. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You say that you 
notified ‘him this morning? ` 


Mr. Tepper: I personally spoke 
with Mr. Adams’ secretary. She call- 


. ed me back, and I doubt very much 


whether Mr. O’Connor would be here 
if I had not spoken with her, with 
the secretary of Mr. Adams. 


Mr. O’Connor: I was notified twen- 
ty after eleven. 


Mr. Greenbaum: It seems rather 
strange, when counsel is talking of 
the deprivation of ‘the rights of Mr. 
Adams in his property, and these 
other people are here, and he is un- 
der notice, it seems to me that he 
should be interested to the extnt that 
he ought to be here. He certainly 
ought to be here. He certainly could 
have gotten the information from 
the City Clerk. I took no part in the 
adjournment. Mr. Tepper took care 
of that, but I was interested, and I 
was informed by the City Clerk that 
the hearing was on today. 


Counsel for Mr. Adams has offered 
no good excuse for the adjournment, 
except the fact that he is not ready, 
I respectfully urge that we ought to 
go on today. 


Commissioner Byrne: I move you 
that we go on with the hearing. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Director Byrne 
makes a motion that we proceed with 
the hearing. 


` Commissioner Murphy: I second 
the motion. f 


Mayor Ellenstein: Now, if you want 
to be heard. 


Mr. O'Connor: Mr. Toner is hand- 
ling this matter. I am only vaguely 
acquainted with it. I am wondering, 
in view of the fact that my request 
for a temporary adjournment has 
heen refused, the adjournment for a 
week, whether some allowance can 
be made so that I can communicate 
with Mr. Toner and he may endeav- 


or at least to get in touch with Mr. 
‘Adams and make some defense. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It seems to me 
that the attorney representing the 
other side has gone far afield by 
notifying Mr. Adams that today was 
the date, and he was notified, as I 
understand, three hours ago. He 
certainly should be here on this day. 


Mr. O’Connor: We have been try- 
ing to lecate him. 


Mr, Tepper: His Secretary was able 
to locate him. His Secretary phoned 


back and stated that she contacted © 


Mr. Adams in Palisades, and that he 
would like to have an adjournment 
I told her that I was powerless to 
grant it. 


Mr. O'Connor; It seems to me that 
a delay of twenty-five or thirty min- 
‘utes would give us some opportunity 
to defend the matter. 


Mayor Ellenstein: We have another 
ordinance to take up, and you say 
that you want about twenty-five min- 
utes. There is a motion made and 
seconded that the matter be heard to- 
day. All in favor of that motion sig- 
nify by saying aye. 


The roll being called the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Byrne, Duffy, 
Franklin, Murphy, Mayor Ellenstein. 


Mayor Ellenstein: So that we will 
proceed then, if there isn’t any ob- 
jection. There is another ordinance 
to be heard pertaining to the bond 


issue at the airport, which will give ` 


you the twenty or twenty-five min- 
utes which you request. 


(Following discussion on other 
matters the hearing on this ordinance 
proceeded.) 


Mr. H. Edward Toner. Gentlemen, 
before you proceed to hear this mat- 
ter I would like to respectfully re- 


` quest an adjournment. I am putting 


it on an entirely personal basis, for 
this reason; I never knew of this 
hearing today. Mr. O’Connor came 
down to make the application for an 
adjournment in my behalf because J 
had been tied up with two gentlemen 
from Chieago all morning who flew in 
for a conference. He phoned me at 
lunch time and told me that the Com- 
mission had refused to put the mat- 
ter over, and that I had better get 
down here. I left.my people and here 
I am. 


I request the adjournment for this 
reason; during the summer months, 
during June and. up to the present 
time conferences had been had be- 
tween Mr. Tepper, Mr. Greenbaum, 
and my client, Mr. Adams, in which 


 J'bave not participated, and by 


agreement they adjourned it from 
time to time. I understand that the 
adjournment date: is today. I learned 
of it today. I am in a rather difficult 
position. I have no client here. 1] 
don’t have my witnesses. Had I 
known of the situation I would have 
gotten my client and I would have 
been prepared today to go on. 


Commissioner Franklin: You don’t 
have witnesses in this proceeding. 


Mr. Toner: I understand that 
there is to be a hearing on the ordi- 
nance, one to repeal an earlier one, 
and the new ordinance. 

Commissioner Franklin: It is all 
done by argument. 


Mr. Toner: I submit that I would 
like an adjournment for a week. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Of course, the 
adjournment was made for a definite 
date. Were you present at that last 
conference ? 
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Mr Toner: I was not, sir. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Who represented 
them. You didn’t, at that time? 


Mr. Tepper: It is my understanding 
that Mr. Toner represented Mr. 
Adams originally, when the first or- 
dinance was resisted by them here, 
on the adjourned date. T think that 
Mr. Toner at that time made argu- 


‘ment on the matter, and I think it is 


he who knows the matter and not Mr. 
O’Connor. Director Franklin pointed 
out that no witnesses are heard here. 
There is simply argument on the rea- 
sonableness or the unreasonableness 
of the proposed ordinance. I feel 
for Mr. Toner. I know the position 
that he is in and ordinarily I would 
not hesitate a moment to consent to 
an adjournment upon the request of 
any attorney. 


Commissioner Byrne: At the time 
of the whole controversy wasn’t there 
a question of withdrawing the whole 
resolution and bringing it back for 
changes and acting definitely today? 


Mr. Tepper: Yes. 


Mr. Toner; I don’t think a date 
was fixed definitely. 


The City Clerk: The hearing was 
adjourned on August 3 to September 
7. 


Mr. Toner: The last meeting that I 
attended was June 22, at which time 
I was— 


The City Clerk: On August 3 the 
hearing was adjourned to September 


Mr. Toner: That is right, and then 
these adjournments were agreed to 
by Mr. Tepper and Mr. Greenbaum 
and by my client and I was personally 
not familiar with the adjourned date. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Your client is 


the principal and certainly he should 
be bound by this agreement. 


Mr. Toner: If the Commission in- 
sists on going ahead J have no course 
to pursue but to bow to the Commis- 
sion’s wishes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Your client made 
the application before the Commis- 
sion. 


Mr. Toner; I am renewing his ap- 
plication. 


Mayor Ellenstein: He has appealed 
to you and you in turn are appealing 
to the Commission? 


Mr. Toner: Correct. I am in your 
hands. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, there isn’t 
any motion offered. There isn’t any- 
thing we can put to the Commission. 


Mr. Tenor: I am moving for an ad- 
journment. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You don’t make 
the motions. The gentlemen on the 
other side of the table make the mo- 
tions. 


Mr. Toner: I will do anything I can 
if the gentlemen will let me go. 


Commissioner Byrne: It seems 
funny, this is the second time I have 
sat on these hearings that you say 
that you and your client got no no- 
tice. I remember before, when the 
meeting was held inside, that you 
were going to work it out. 


Mayor Ellenstein: My recollection 
is this; before I left I knew the case 
was up some time early in August. I 
had that in mind. Now, as a general 
rule, when a matter like this is de- 
ferred it is deferred to a definite date, 
not indefinitely. 


Mr. Toner: I think that is undoubt- 


edly true, your Honor As I said it 
is a personal request, beciiuse I have 
an engagement and I am not pre- 
pared. 


Mayor Ellenstein: And further 
than that, Mr. Tepper makes a state- 
ment here that he extended the cour- 
tesy to your client by calling him 
early this morning. 


Mr. Toner: The Newark Theatre 
called me at eleven o’clock and ask 
me about this hearing, saying that 
Mr. Tepper had just called. He has 
been very courteous. I was not noti- 
field until that time either by my 
client or anybody else. 


Mayor Ellenstein: After all, that 
indicates his good faith, when he calls 
your client. 


Mr. Toner: I am not questioning 
Mr, Tepper’s good faith for a mo- 
ment. I appreciate the hardship that 
is worked on them. They have been 
here several times. I spoke to sev- 
ral of them outside and told them the 
position that I was in, unfortunately, 
and J tried to get them voluntarily to 
come hack at another time, and they 
say no, they couldn’t do it. They 
wouldn’t do it. I am putting it on 
the same basis to them that I am 
putting it to he Commission, that I 
am unable to go ahead, and appar- 
ently they insist on going on, and I 
can’t prevent it, if you gentlemen in- 
sist. 


Mayor Elfestein: You want to be 
heard on this? 


Mr. Greenbaum: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Suppose you give 
the Commission a little history on the 
situation as presented, so that they 
have it clearly in mind. It is some- 
what complicated. 


Mr. Greenbaum: We are concerned 
mainly with the property along Hans- 


bury Avenue, that 1s, on the south- 
erly side of Hansbury Avenue, and so 
the Commission will get a closer pic- 
ture of this whole thing I think we 
ought to repeat some of the history 
of this case. 


Originally, on March 2, after håv- 
ing received a report from the Zon- 
ing Board, the :City Commission 
unanimously passed an ordinance 
which changed the zoning conditions 
as they then existed on Hansbury 
Avenue, particularly the northerly 
side of Hansbury Avenue. Up until 
that time the ordinance permitted the 
erection of apartment houses on the 
northerly side of Hansbury Avenue. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is, it was 
zoned for apartments? 


Mr. Greenbaum: On the one side. 


Mayor Ellenstein: On the norther- 
ly side? 


Mr. Greenbaum: Yes sir, the divid- 
ing line being in the center of Hans- 
bury Avenue rather than in the mid- 
dle of the block as-is usually the cus- 
tom in these cases. In other words, 
as I understand it, the rule generally 
is that the dividing line is in the back 
of homes rather than in the middle 
of the streets, and for some unknown 
reason this ordinance originally pro- 
vided that they were to have that 
zoned in the middle of the street, so 
that on one side of the street you 
could erect an apartment house of 
any height permitted within the or- 
dinance, and on the other side noth- 
ing but one family homes could be 
erected. 


Mayor Ellenstein: When was that 
ordinance passed. 


Mr. Greenbaum:. The original one? 
Mayor Ellenstein: Yes. 


Mr. Greenbaum; 1930. At the time 
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the Commission passed this ordi- 
nance, as I stated before, it was pass- 
ed unanimously. Apparently. -the 
Commission thought it was a change 
for the better. , 


“Mayor Ellenstein: I think in that 
ordinance was included the block be- 
tween Hansbury and Chancellor Ave- 
nue, the parallel streets ? 


Mr. Greenbaum: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: They also chang- 
ed the zone to an apartment house 
zone on Elizabeth Avenue between 
Chancellor and Hansbury ? 


Mr. Greenbaum: That is correct. 
They made a number of changes. We 
appeared before the Commission at 
that time, and since that time, so far 
as my knowledge is concerned, there 
has been absolutely no change of 
physical facts. They remain today 
the same as they were at that time. 
If the Commission wishes me to pro- 
ceed with the same argument— 


Mayor Ellenstein: Bring us right 
up to date on this ordinance. This or- 
dinance was introduced for what pur- 
pose? 


Mr. Greenbaum: For the time being 
I am reserving my right to answer. 
If any argument is brought up later 
I would like to have the opportunity 
to answer. Mr. Adams appeared and 
he claimed that he had not received 
any notice, and in order to be fair to 
Mr. Adams the Commission felt that 
he should have his day in court, that 
he should have an opportunity to 
have his say, and an ordinance then 
was introduced to repeal the ordin- 
ance which was passed on March 2 
prohibiting the erection of apartment 
houses. 


It was then that the question was 
raised that inasmuch as Mr. Adams 
had filed an application for the build- 
ing of this apartment, if the ordin- 


ance was repealed it would give him 
unfair rights over the group which 
we represent. 


Mayor Ellenstein; That is what Di- 
rector Byrne was referring to, to the 
repaler and his new ordinance curing 
the lack of notice, being done on one 
and the same day, so that there would 
be no hiatus. 


Mr. Greenbaum: And that is why 
we are here today. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Was there a no- 
tice given to Mr. Adams om this or- 
dinance? 


Mr. Greenbaum: Yes, sir. 
Mayor Ellenstein: You admit that? 
Mr. Toner: Yes. 


Mr. Greenbaum: We are today 
pressing for passage of the new or- 
dinance, which is an exact duplicate 
of the original ordinance passed by 
your body on March 2, so that gives. 
them an approximate idea, and if you 
pass the ordinance Mr. Adams can- 
not claim any undue advantage on 
the part of the people that we repre- 
sent. 


That is the whole story. 


Mr. Tepper: In other words, there 
is only one question involved, has 
anything happened since the time you 
gentlemen unanimously passed the 
original amended ordinance, down to 
the present time, to change your 
minds? Is your action a reasonable: 
exercise of the powers conferred upon 
you under the zoning act? We have: 
gone into that before, and unless: 
there is something that has changed; 
your mind J think that we should ex- 
pect you to take the same action. 


Mr. Murray E. Kempler, represent- 
ing Helen K. Forman, 80-82 Hansbury 
Avenue: Since the ordinance was or- 


ygmally passed about three or four 
houses, one-family houses, five, have 
been erected or planned or are now 
in contemplation of erection on the 
northerly side of Hansbury Avenue, 
and these people are investing a 
great deal of money in these houses, 
between $15,000 and $25,000 each. 


Mr. Toner: Which areas? 


Mr. Kempler: Between Parkview 
Terrace and Bergen Street, on the 
northerly side of Hansbury Avenue 
Since the passage of the original or- 
dinance, March 2, about five have 
been started or completed, since that 
time. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What difference 


does that make. They are not affect- 
ed? 


Mr. Tepper: Oh, yes, they are. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You mean that 
since the March 2 ordinance, plans 
have gone forward? 


Mr. Kempler: People have started 
construction and some have been 
completed on the northerly side of 
the street, which was previously zon- 
ed for apartment houses,, 


Mr. Greenbaum: Relying on the 
fact that they could not put apart- 
‘ment houses there. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Didn’t this March 
2 ordinance make it one-family? 


Mr. Kempler: These people have 
gone ahead with plang and erected 
structures. 


‘Mr. Greenbaum: May I straighten 
the Mayor out? The ordinance pro- 
hibited the erection of apartment 
houses, and relying on that prohibi- 
tion they put up one-family houses. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I see; that is dif- 


ferent. You said plans had gone for- 
ward on four or five-famuly houses. 


Mr. Kempler: Four or five one-fam- 
ilies. : 


Mayor Ellenstein: Since the pass- 
age of the ordinance of March 2 peo- 
ple have purchased land, relying on 
this one-family zone, and they have 
erected or there is in the course of 
erection one-family houses. 


Mr. Tepper: This ordinance which 
Mr. Adams claims was illegal because 
he received no notice, was passed, and 
I might add this; Mr. Adams is be- 
ing deprived of nothing. He owns 
the land from Chancellor Avenue 
back to Hansbury Avenue, and 
around on Parkview Terrace. He 
can build an apartment house on 
Chancellor Avenue. 


Mayor Ellenstein: And that is zon- 
ed for apartment houses? 


Mr. Tepper: That is zoned for 
apartment houses. What he seeks 
to do is to build a Tudor City. He 


wants to build from Chancellor Ave- 
nue back to Hansbury Avenue around 
Parkview Terrace, and in that way 
depreciate the value of property all 
along Hansbury Avenue and particu- 
larly these new properties going up 
since the passage of the first amend- 
ed ordinance by your Board. He is 
permitted to build an apartment 
house. He may build several one- 
familyhouses on Hansbury Avenue 
and Parkview Terrace to take up the 
balance, and I think that that would 
be a reasonable use to which this 
property may be put. 


a 


Mayor Ellenstein: Coming in from 


` Chancellor Avenue is within 100 feet 


of the pbuilding line on Hansbury 
Avenue. 


Mr. Tepper: Yes, sir, but he is not 
satisfied with it. : He used this plot 
formerly for residential purposes. He 
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now seems to think that he no long- 
er wants to live there in that private 
residence, and he brings in a specu- 
lator and he wants to sell the land. 


Mr. Toner: I object to any such 
statement unless he wants to intro- 
duce the facts, 

Mayor Ellenstein: This is not a 
formal hearing. 


Mr. Tepper: I am sorry, but in con- 
ference with Mr. Adams, Mr. Adams 
stated tu me, “What am I going to do 
with this land? I have got to sell it 
and with it I have got to produce a 
permit. If you folks don’t want to 
buy the lands we are going to sell 
to somebody else. We will sell this 
land to you. I prefer to sell the land 
to you. You are my neighbors and 
J prefer to sell it to the neighbors.” 


That is the statement that came to 
me from Mr. Adams. I don’t blame 
him for capitalizing on his invest- 
ment. It is a natural thing to do, but 
here we have property owners who 
have erected one-family houses and 
they put their life savings in them 
and now comes along this monstrosity 
to defeat that purpose, and I do not 
think it is right. 


Mr. Greenbaum: We represent the 
proponents and we are going to wait 
until there is something to answer. 


Mr. Toner: May I ask that the 
record cisclose the names of the at- 
torneys and the names of the clients 
that they represent? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any ob- 
jection to that? 


Mr. Greenbaum: No, not at all. 


Mr. Toner: They can put it on the 
record subsequently. I would like to 
note on the record my exception, for 
what it may be worth, on the failure 
of the Commission to grant me an ad- 


journment, and I will now proceed on 
the merits of the issue, insofar as J 
am able. co 


Some time ago, when this contro- 
versy was up, I had a surveyor, Mr. 
George Freund, make a few blue- 
prints of the property for the Com- 
mission, showing the property or ter- 
vitory affected by the ordinance in 
question. I would like to present 
copies of this to each of the Commis- 
sioners. 


(A copy of the blueprint referred 
to was marked Exhibit A-1.) 


You will observe, gentlemen of the 
Commission— 


Mayor Ellenstein: Mr. Adams’ 
property is on Parkview and Hans- 
bury. 


Mr. Toner: Running through to 
Chancellor Avenue. 


Mayor Ellenstein: On the north- 
easterly corner of Parkview and 
Hansbury. ` 


Mr. Toner: The 
Parkview Terrace. 


westerly side of 


Ellenstein: Is that the 
corner of Hansbury 


Mayor 
northeasterly 
and Parkview ? 


Mr. Toner: The northwesterly. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How does Hans- 
bury Avenue run, east and west? 


Mr. Toner: East and west. 


Mayor Ellenstein: And Parkview 
runs north and south. Is it on the 
far corner coming from Elizabeth 
Avenue? 


Mr. Toner: It is blocked in there 
in white on the map. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It 1s the north- 
westerly corner? 


Mr. Toner: That is right. Gentle- 
men, the original ordinance which 
this amended ordinance seeks to 
change, provided that the territory 
from Van Velsor Place to Parkview 
Terrace, going up Chancellor Avenue 
be classified as a third residential ter- 
ritory, and in the block between Park- 
view Terrace and Bergen Street, that 
is indicated on this survey, is the 
part that has heretofore been zoned 
as a third class residential district. 
It is in that very section that these 
people now say they are erecting one- 
family houses. 

Mayor Ellenstein: Where? Between 
Parkview and Bergen? 


Mr. Toner: Between Parkview and 
Bergen, as indicated on the map. If 
you will follow the key at the bot- 
tom, that has heretofore, for a long 
period of time, been zoned as third- 
class residential property. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is since 


1930? 


Mr. Toner: That is right, sir. Go- 
ing north past Parkview Terrace and 
up almost to Maple Avenue that 
property too, has been zoned as third- 
class residential property. The prop- 
erty on Maple Avenue is a first-class 
business property, and on the oppo- 
site side of Maple Avenue, between 
Chancellor and Hansbury, is a first- 
class business property. Going in a 
few feet on Hansbury Avenue above 
Maple Avenue you will find that that 
has been zoned as second-class resi- 
dential property. I think that those 
maps clearly show the situation. 


Now, the new ordinance, which is 
blocked in here in red crayon (in- 
dicating on the blueprint), shows the 
change which will be made if this 
Commission passes the ordinance. The 
effect of the passage of the present 
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ordinanve 1s to cut my client’s prop- 
erty in half, or sibstantially so, mak- 
ing a part of it 4 third class resident- 
ial property and: the other a first- 
class. 


Mayor Etlenstein: What is the 
scale of this map? Have you a scale 
here? There doesn’t seem to be a 
scale here. 


Mr. Toner: No, there doesn’t seem 
to be. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is on the top; 
a hundred feet to the inch. 


Mr. Toner: I have some photo- 
graphs, gentlemen, taken of this area 
which I will ask io have marked for 
the record. 


This is the first photograph, taker 
from Maple Avenue at the intersec- 
tion of Hansbury, looking down Hans- 
bury Avenue. 


(At this point six pictures were in- 
troduced and marked Exhibits A-2 to 
A-7, respectively. 


Mr. Toner: (Continuing): This 
photograph that I referred to is 
marked A-2, I believe. That is look- 
ing east on Hansbury Avenue. 


The next picture is the property 
adjoining, going down, showing four- 
family houses erected in this terri- 
tory that they now want classified 
as one-family residential. That is 
Exhibit A-3. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is adjoin- 
ing Maple Avenue, and going down? 


Mr. Toner: Going down, between 
Maple and Parkview Terrace, four- 
family houses. 


The next photograph, which is 
marked Exhibit A-4, is a photograph 
taken across Hansbury Avenue, across 
the Adams property, 


showing the. 
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apartment housés erectéd on Chancel- 
lor Avénué. 


Commissioner Byrne; Where is 
your property ? 
Mr. Ténér: Our property is here 


(indicating), and this building faces 
across bus property and shows the 
back of his property. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What bearing 
does that have on it? That is zon- 
ed for apartment house sites, Chan- 
cellor Avenue. 


Mr. Toner: So is ours, until this 
Commission acts. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are show- 
ing now the view of the rear, a Chan- 


cellor Avenue apartment house? 


Mr. Toner: Because, sir, it is ex- 
actly in the same zone and is classi- 
field the same as our property in 
question here today, all of this, the 
whole stretch (indicating). 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you know of 
any locations in the city that are 
zoned in the center of the street 
rather than on one side having one- 
families and on the other side apart- 
ments houses, in a residential sec- 
tion? There may be some but I 
don’t know of any. It seems to me 
that it would be illogical to have a 
zone that ran longitudinally, in the 
middle of the street. What value 
would it have for zoning? 


Mr. Toner: The whole territory is 
zoned the same. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The point that I 
am making is; is there any section 
in the city which terminates in the 
middle of the street? 


Mr. Toner : I can’t say offhand. I 
made no inquiry. That is just anoth- 
er reason why I wanted an adjourn- 
ment. 
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Here is Parkview Terrace, with Mr. 
Adams’ House on thé corner. That is 
this section right in hére (indicating). 
This is a picture of Hansbury, look- 
ing up toWdrds Maple Avenue (hand. 
ing the commissioners Exhibit A-6). 


This is a photograph of the Adams 
property from, the Chancellor Avenue 
viewpoint, showing an apartment 
(handing the Commissioners another 
photograph). 


Commissioner Franklin; I lived on 
the corner of Hansbury Avenue and 
Elizabeth Avenue and I know these 
houses very well 


Mr, Toner: Now, in voting on this 
proposed ordinance, gentlemen, you 
are exercising the police power that 
is veste d in you. In order to justify 
the exercise of that power it must be 
shown that this change is essential, 
that it is necessary, and I do not 
think that the proponents of the 
change have made any such showing. 
I have shown you, I think, by rather 
concrete evidence that you are now 
being asked to change a third-class 
residential property, having four- 
family apartments on it, into first- 
class residential property. It is sort 
of locking the barn after the horse 
has been stolen. 


Mayor Ellenstein; You might still 
have another horse in the barn. 


Mr. Toner: But it is discriminatory 
as to my client, as I have shown by 
these pictures. 


Commissioner Byrne: Did you show 
me an apartment on Hansbury Ave- 
nue on this side (indicating) ? 


Mr. Toner: No, I did not, sir, only 
four-family dwellings. 


Mayor Ellenstein: They look like- 
substantial homes there, even if they 
are four-family, but the point that 
7T make is that I do not see the logic 


of zoning there for one-family houses 
and having the zone terminate in the 
middle of the street. I can’t see any 
logic to that, and if a mistake has 
been made there is no reason why it 
should not be corrected to make ful] 
equity to everybody concerned. 


Mr. Toner: By changing a third- 
class to a first-class, when the houses 
are already there? 


Mayor Ellenstein: By the same to- 
ken, first-class residential on Eliza- 
beth Avenue was changed to third- 
class residential zone because of the 
nature of the property. Elizabeth 
Avenue is well adapted for apart- 
ment house sites. It is opposite the 
park and desirable and children can 
have some recreation, and the same 
thing applies to Chancellor Avenue; 
it is near Oe park. When you zone 
one side of the street it is illogical to 
have the zone terminate in the cen- 
ter of the street and have apart- 


ment houses set up on the other side ` 


of the street. I do not think that 
you or anyone else — I know I 
woudn’t want to have a one-family 
on one side of the street and a row 
of apartments on the other. You 
wouldn’t consider it a residential sec- 
tion. 


Mr. Toner: Does a row of four- 
family houses make any difference? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Some difference. 


Mr..Toner: Does that affect the 
health, morals and welfare of the peo- 
ple of that vicinity? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Yes: I think it 
affects their welfare. It won’t af- 
fect their morals, although there 
might be something said on that 
subject. 


Mr. Toner: Well, I have attempted 
to show you what the factual situa- 
tion is there and what the affect of 
it is, I think, can be readily seen. It 
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is, I think, can be readily seen. It is 
discriminatory ag o my client’s loca- 
tion, in addition to the other factors 
that I have mentioned. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is the dis: 
position of the City Commission? 


Mr. Toner: I beg your pardon. May 
I just interpose ‘another thing? I 
have here copies of the maps that I 
had made at the earlier hearing, 
which I presented to you gentlemen, 
showing the exact classification of the 
various houses, showing what was 
erected on the various plots. I would 
like to supplement that particular 
blueprint with these others. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Without giving 
you the impression that the City 
Commission is disinterested, I think 
if you just file it, for the purpose of 
your record, with the City Clerk, then 
it will be officially received. 


(The map referred to was marked 
Exhibit A-8). 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you know 
whether or not the reintroduction of 
the amended ordinance was the first 
one read, or was it the repealer? 


Mr. Tepper: They did not consent 
to the withdrawal of the .application 
for a permit pending with the Super- 
intendent of Buildings now, and for 
that reason, since the application was 
made after March 2, it is necessary 
for you to act on the reintroduced 
amended ordinance before acting on 
the repealer. 


Mayor Ellenstein: So that it is not 
prejudicial to the protagonists ? 


Mr. Tepper: That is right. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is the dis- 
position of the Commission? We are 
acting now to pass this ordinance. 
We passed it to remedy the lack of 
notice in the other ordinance, 
and then we repealed the other ordi- 
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nance. What is the width of Hans- 
bury Avenue? 
Mr, Murray Kempler: About 40 
feet. ; 
Mayor Ellenstein: Without taking 
into consideration the effect this 
would have on these other people. 


Mr, Kempler: On the southerly-— 


Mayor Ellenstein: From curb to 


curb? 


Mr. Toner: I judge it would be 
about that. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is narrow 
for an apartment house. 


Mr, Kempler: It is. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Assuming, with 
the other elements not in existence— 


Mr. Toner: That is presupposing 
that an apartment would be. built and 
that it would face on Hansbury Ave- 
nue. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If you zone for 
apartment houses, that is a pretty 
fair presumption. Certainly it is 
more desirable to have an apartment 
house facing on Hansbury Avenue 
than it would be on Chancellor Ave- 
nue. 


Mr. Toner: It might face on Park- 
view. 


Mr. Hepper: I presume the purpose 
of your questioning— 


Mayor Ellenstein: But they would 
be free to have an entrance on Hans- 
bury Avenue if this was changed to 
an apartment house zone. 


Mr. Tepper: I presume what your 
Honor has in mind, in case of fire on 
a 40-foot street it would be very dif- 
ficult for the apparatus to assemble. 
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Mayor Ellenstein: Another fact 1s 
the width of the street, which 1s a 
very important fact. Naturally. 
there would be some traffic, and with 
more traffic the width of the street 
would enter into it, and the children 
should be considered in the apartment 
house. In one-family houses usually 
they have ground surrounding, where 
the children can play, whereas in case 
of apartment houses they are forced 
out on the street and that subjects 
them to life and limb injury. 


Mr. Toner; It faces on three streets. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is the dis- 
position. 


Commissioner Byrne: I move. that 
it be carried out the way it should be 
done. - 


Mayor Ellenstein; I will entertain 
a motion to adopt it on second read- 
ing. 


Commissioners Franklin: I move 
that the public hearing be closed.

An Ordinance providing for the is- 
suance of $125,000 Municipal Airport 
Bonds of The City of Newark, and 
providing for the issuance of bond an- 
ticipation notes in anticipation of the 
issuance of such bonds. 


The Board of Commissioners of 


The City of Newark Do Ordain as 
follows: 


Section 1. It is hereby determined 
and stated that the Board of Commis- 
sioners of The City of Newark pro- 
poses to improve the airport main- 
tained and operated by said City, by 
grading and draining the lands own- 
ed by the said City and used for such 
airport, and by the demolition of ex- 
isting buildings on such lands and by 
the construction of new buildings re- 
quired for the operation of such air- 
port, with the aid of the Works Pro- 
gress Administration of the United 
States of America; that said purpose 
is not a current expense of said City, 
and that it is necessary to finance 
said purpose by the issuance of ob- 
ligations of said City, pursuant to the 
Local Bond Law of New Jersey, as 
hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. It is hereby stated, pur- 
suant to said Local Bond Law, that 
(a) the estimated maximum amount 
of money necessary to be raised from 
all sources for said purposes is One 
Hundred and Twenty-five Thousand 
Dollars ($125,000); (b) the maximum 
amount which is to be charged as a 
part of the cost of said purpose and 
which is necessary to finance inter- 
est on obligations issued to finance 
such purpose or to finance engineer- 
ing or inspection costs and legal ex- 
penses, or to finance the cost of the 
issuance of said obligations, as pro- 
vided in Section 40: 1-55 of said Law, 
is Sixty Thousand Dollars ($60,000.- 
00), and (c) the estimated maximum 
amount of bonds or notes necessary 
to be issued for said purpose is One 
Hundred and Twenty-five Thousand 
Dollars ($125,000). 


Section 3. Pursuant to Section 40: 
1-12 of said Local Bond Law, the sum 
of Twelve Thousand, Five Hundred 
Dollars ($12,500) shall be included 
as a down payment to finance said 
purpose, in the budget of said City 

for the fiscal year beginning January 
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1, 1939, in addition to any sums which 
may otherwise be required to be ap- 
propriated in said budget for the pay- 
ment of interests on or any maturing 
principal of the obligations author- 
ized to be issued by this ordinance. 


Section 4. It is hereby determined 
and stated that part of the cost of 
said purpose, in labor or materials, 
is to be met by the Works Progress 
Administration of ithe United States~ 
of America. : 


Section 5. To finance said purpose, 
bonds of said City of an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding One 
Hundred and Twenty-five Thousand 
Dollars ($125,000); to be designated 
as “Municipal Airport Bonds” are 
hereby authorized to be issued pur- 
suant to said Local Bond Law. Said 
bonds shall bear interest at a rate 
which shall not exceed six per centum 
(6%) per annum. All matters with 
respect to said bonds not determined 
by this ordinance shall be determined 
by resolutions to be hereafter adont- 
ed. 


Section 6. To finance said purpnse, 
Bond Anticipation Notes of said City 
of an aggregate principal amount not 
exceeding One Hundred and Twenty- 
five Thousand Dollars ($125,000) are 
hereby authorized to be issued in an- 
ticipation of the issuance of said 
bonds, pursuant to said Local Bond 
Law. Said notes shall bear interest 
at a rate which shall not exceed six 
per centum (6%) per annum, and 
may be renewed from time to time 
pursuant to and within the limita- 
tions prescribed by said Law. Ali 
matters with respect to said notes 
not determined by this ordinance 
shall be determined by resolutions to 
be hereafter adopted. In the event 
that bonds are issued pursuant to this 
ordinance, the aggregate amount of 
notes hereby authorized to be issued” 
shall be reduced by an amount equal 
to the principal amount of the bonds 
so issued.

Section 7. It is hereby determined 
and declared that the period of use- 
fulness of said purpose is a period of 
ten years, computed from the date of 
said bonds. 


Section 8. No part of the cost of 
financing said purpose has been or is 
to be specially assessed against prop- 
erty specially benefited thereby. 


Section 9. It is hereby determined 
and declared that the Supplementai 
Debt Statement required by said Lo- 
cal Bond Law hag been duly made and 
filed in the office of the City Clerk 
of said City and that such statement 
so filed shows that the gross debt of 
said City as defined in Section 40: 
1-76 of said Law, is increased by this 
ordinance by One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-five Thousand Dollars ($125,000) 
and that the issuance of said obliga- 
tions is. permitted by an exception to 
the debt limitations prescribed by 
said Law, contained in Subdivision 
(d) of Section 40: 1-16 of said Law. 


Section 10. This ordinance shall 
take effect twenty days after the first 
publication thereof after final pas- 
Sage, 


The Board then entered upon said 
hearing. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per- 
son who desires to be heard on this 
ordinance? Rather, before calling on 
anyone I want to say that I am in 
receipt of a letter that comes to me, 
signed by the City Clerk, in which 
he says that at the last meeting of 
the Board of Commissioners, which 
I was unable to attend, he has been 
instructed by Director Murphy to 
write to me and ask—that is relating 
to the swimming pools? 
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Commissioner Murphy; Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: But I do want to 
say, in connection with this airport 
ordinance, that $25,000 of it is an ac- 
tual commitment made by this City 
Commission for the purchase of the 
Standard Oil Company hangar. The 
balance of $100,000 represents com- 
mitments made by the City in mak- 
ing the application under WPA pro- 
jects, and is separate and apart from 
$188,000 which WPA has claimed in 
addition to this $125,000. 


Now, particularly so at this time, 
with the airport controversy -arising 
again, it would place the City in an 
embarrasing position and at a disad- 
vantage unless we at least complete 
the hangars to a degree where these 
transport companies can occupy 
them. 


I propose in the next week, soma 
day that is convenient to the rank- 
ing officials of the transport com- 
panies, to have a conference with 
them, and, at any rate, it will be 
necessary to complete the hangars, 
Our obligation is to do so, and as I 
recall it, there was a resolution pass- 
ed by the City Commission in which 
the city committed itself to complete 
the hangar, and we ought not aban- 
don it. No matter what the ultimate 
result may be the hangar must be 
completed, and I see no point in de- 
laying it any further. I think we 
have reached practically, or what I 
consider a-fair arangement, on the 
balance of the $133,000. We would 
not be called upon to spend any 
money in addition to that, although 
we will be required, insofar as the 
city is concerned, to pay for the 
stucco of the hangar, which can be 
deferred until next year. That would 
of course, preserve the structure of 
the building, and, of course, this doeg 
not take into consideration the pur- 
chase of the Eastern Aeronautical 
hangar or the Newark Air Service 
hangar. 


This is just on the completion of 


the hangar, and we certainly should 
be in a position so as not to permit 
these transport officials to say that 
we have been delaying their being 
housed in the hangar whereas New 
York City, with its expenditure of 
$30,000,000 at North Beach and a 
similar sum at Bennett Field, is able 
to give them better facilities. Of 
couse, it is well known that the New- 
ark taxpayers cannot compete with 
the resources that New York pos- 
sesses. , However, I am strongly urg- 
ing on the Commission that it is not 
going to prejudice our chances of re- 
taining Newark as an eastern airmail 
terminus to pass this resolution so 
that the work can go forward and the 
hangar completed and offered to 
these transport organizations before 
the first of next year. 


If there are any questions to be 
asked, I have a breakdown of all the 
figures. Of the $125,000, $25,000 is 
an actual commitment made by the 
City Commission—I think unani- 
mously passed—to pay for the hang- 
ar of the Standard Oil Company, 
which must be razed. 


The balance of $100,000 is broken 
down as follows: 


Materials to make the doors fully 
operative ‘$22,000; office partitions, 
which might be saved, unless we can 
reach an amicable agreement with 
the transport company. Obviously we 
are not going to put in any office par- 
titions, that is, not to meet their 
whims. 


Additional contracts and commit- 
ments for mechanical equipment, $10,- 
000 more. But I might say this, that 
unless we do go forward with the 
hangar it will be necessary to light 
the hangar and place a watchman 
there, which, of course, will run into 
expense, and the property will have 
to be amply protected, whereas, on 
the other hand, if the transport com- 
panies take it over then, of course, 
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they will maintain and protect the 
property. 

Charges for temporary heat ser- 
vice $2,000. 


Charges for fuel oi] (temporary 
heat) $2,000. That is during the 
time that the hangar is being com- 
pleted, so that you can readily under- 
stand that unless we do complete it. 
at a rough estimate it will cost the 
city within the next eight, nine or 
ten months approximately $10,000 to 
protect the property and heat it and 
light it, which is essential. 


Intermediate filt $3,000. 
Cinders $5,500. 
Lumber for bridges $500. 


That makes a total of $55,000, and 
rollers to be hired $6,500, tractor, $3,- 
000, trucks to be hired $1,500, make a 
total of $11,000. 


Miscellaneous tools and office sup- 
plies $500, insurance during con- 
struction $1,500, temporary lighting, 
$2,000. Light, heat and miscellan- 
eous expense for office space $1,000. 


There is a total of $6,000 over a 
period of six months, that it would 
be necessary expend. If we delay six 
months it will be $6,000 additional. 
If the hangar had been completed by 
July and this matter had not been 
delayed from time to time, there is 
$6,000 that the city would have sav- 
ed by completing the hangar. 


For light, heat ana miscellaneous 
expenses for office space, $1,000; su- 
pervising and engineering $16,000, 
labor $3,000 and the last two items 
make a total of $19,000. 


Removal of four hangars and field 
improvement $10,000; payment to 
Standard Oil Company for their han- 
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gar, on agreement already made, 
$25,000, or a total of $125,000. 


That is the situation that confronts 
the city, and I want to say this, 
that a resolution has been passed by 
the City Commission in which the 
city agreed, if the WPA project be 
abandoned at any time, that the City 
would complete the hangar, and this 
$125,000 is an actual commitment 
made subject to the application made 
to W PA, and is separate and apart 
from the $133,000. 


Commissioner Byrne: When was 
that ? ’ 


Mayor Ellenstein: That was in 
1936. Wasn’t it a supplemental ap- 
plication in 1986? That was in July. 
1937. application was 
in August, 1936, and the supplement- 


The original 


al in July, 1987, and under the ap ` 


plication this is the commitment that 
goes out, and, of course, there is an 
additional $133,000 that the WPA 
insisted on obtaining, but they are 
going to do the painting of the hang- 
ar. At the same time, when the City 
has the means, then the City is to 
stucco the hangar. 


There are those factors that pre- 
sent themselves at this time. 


{Discussion out of the hearing of 
the stenographer.) 


Now, is there any person who de- 
sires to be heard on this ordinance?

Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Kane: This ordinance was prepared 
at the instructions: arid the sugges- 
tions of Director Murphy. NW 
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The facts of the situation are that 
under the statute, where there is an 
amount due on taxes, the city may 
take the property in for the taxes, 
and by virtue of that statute the city 
may lease the property to the owner 
on such terms as the governing body 
may decide, and under that lease they 
may grant an option over a period of 
some years, giving the right to the 
party to get the property back on 
certain conditions. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The accrued 
liens, plus the interest charges. 


(Mr. Kane reads portions of the 
resolution.) 


Mr. Kane (continuing): In other 
words, in this particular instance, it 
is a lease for ten years. 


We charge on the assessed valua- 
tion of this year and taxes for every 
year, which would go into the pay- 
ment, provided the option was exer- 
cised. There would be deducted from 
that the amount of rentals to be paid 
on the property. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Sort of an equit- 
able arrangement ? 


Mr. Kane: Yes. Now, the facts as 


"TI have them, I got the reports from 


the Director’s Office, and that is that 
the amcunt of taxes due is $8,200. 
Then I had it re-checked and 1 
found that there was a mistake, that 
it should have been $7,400. 

Mayor Ellenstein: That is the 
amount of taxes? 


Mr. Kane: Yes. 

Mayor Ellenstein: And that in- 
eludes all the liens, assessments, in- 
terests and penalties? 

Mr. Kane: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: $7,400? 
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Mr. Kane: $7,400, right. 
Mayor Ellenstein: That includes 
everything to date? 


Mr. Kane: That includes every- 
thing to date, taxes from 1932 to 1938, 
right up and until today, taxes on 
both properties, the total being 37,- 
400. ‘The proposal is to lease this 
property. 


Mayor Ellenstein: And that the 


City Clerk take title? 


Mr. Kane: Yes. And then enter into 
a lease with the owner, who is Mil- 
dred Cole, at a rental of $360 a year. 


Mayor Elienstein: What is the prop- 
erty assessed for? Is that both prop- 
erties ? 


Mr. Kane: Both properties, yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is it as- 
sessed for? What improvements are 
there on the property? 


Mr. Kane: Two three-story houses 
which I understand are in very bad 
condition. One of the conditions of 
the lease, if it is entered into, is 
that the owner may tear down the 
properties but that won’t diminish the 
rent he would have to pay. They say 


that the property is in such condi- 
tion that it should be torn down. 
is the 


Mayor Elenstein: What 


land assessed at? 


Mr. Kane: The assessed valuation 
I haven’t got. I have only the taxes 
for each year. 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: Mr. 
Towle of the Director’s office placed 
a valuation of $17,000 on the prop- 
erty. 


Mayor Ellenstein: $17,000 on the: 
land? 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: No, 
the value on the two properties of 
$17,000. The statute provides that 
no such compromise can be made.un- 
less the governing body is satisfied 
that the property cannot be sold to 
cbtain from the sale of it an amount 
equal to the amount of taxes due. 
The Taxes are $7,400, and the valua- 
tion placed by Mr. Towle is $17,000. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Who is Mr. 
Towle? Is he a real estate expert? 


Director Murphy: He is one of the 
assessors in the Tax Board. 


Mr. Kane: His report says that he 
placed a valuation of $17,000, $9,100 
on one building and land, in number 
896, and $8,000 on number 394. 


It is in rather a poor state of re- 
pair. He says that the income from 
each ig $75 and $90 a month. 


Mayor Ellenstein; From each? 


Mr. Kane: Yes. I understand that 
Mr. Cole is here and that he has some 
checks showing the actual amount of 
rent he receives. I wrote to Director 
Murphy calling attention to the fact 
that Mr. Towle’s report on the prop- 
erty stated that it should rent for $75 
to $90 a month, and that the valua- 
tion was $17,000, and the Director 
subsequently sent a letter to us tell- 
ing us that it was his opinion that 
the property could not bring, by sale, 
any more than the amount of taxes 
due. 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: It 
might be a good idea to have an ap- 
praisal made by some other man. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is not based 
on the amount of revenue it yields. 
‘The question is whether it could be 
sold for $7,400. 


Mr. Kane: And the $17,000 valua- 
tion has been placed on it, so that 
we thought we would bring it to the 
attention of the Board of Commis- 
sioners. 
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Mayor Ellenstein: If ıt is a valua- 
tion based on present market value, 
at a forced sale, will it bring $7,400? 
It seems reasonable: to believe that it 
would. 


Commissioner Byrne: $360 for the 
whole year for the both properties? 


Mr. Burnett Cole: They are going 
together. ` 


Mayor Ellenstein: What are they, 
50 by 100- 


Mr. Cole: 50 by 90. The property 
is in such bad condition that it is ad- 
visable to tear it down, because the 
people in there are not anxious to 
pay, saying that the city is doing the 
paying. If the city stops paying 
then there isn’t any income at all. In 
fact, the Board of Health and the 
Building Department has been after 
me right along, requesting me to pull 
it down, that the best thing to do is 
to pull it down. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Where is this: 
near where? 


Mr. Cole: Right across the street 
from the colored theatre. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is the First 
Precinct? 


Mr. Cole: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is it south oi 
the First Precinct? 


Mr. Cole: South of the First Pre- 
cinct. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Adjoining it? 


Mr. Cole: No, it is in the middle of 
the block. It is a frame dwelling. It 
isn’t two buildings.. It has two parts 
but it is one building with six fam- 
ilies, of which four are paving and 
two are not, and you can't get them 
out, because nobody wants to accept 
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a tenant on 1elief checks, so they are 
simply hanging on there. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What would you 
say the land value is, a foot? 


Mr. Cole: Mr. Mayor, I think it has 
no value at all today, land- There 
is plenty of it here in Newark. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You can get all 
the land for nothing on Washington 
Street ? 


Mr. Cole: I will give them 
something better than that. I

- give them Park Street if the Com- 


mission wants it, for the amount of 
taxes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What do you 
think the value of property is there 
today? 


Mr. Cole: I could hardly say. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you think it 
would bring $50 a foot in the pres- 
ent market, on Washington Street? 


Mr. Cole: I don’t know; I couldn’t 
say. I wouldn’t commit myself on 
it. It should be possible to get some- 
thing out of it, ‘from a parking sta-

Commissioner Murphy: There is a 
great difference between the assessed 
valuation and the market value. That 
is on property all over the city. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The purpose of 
his appraisal was to give the facts 
to the Corporation Counsel, is that 
right? . 


Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Kane: That was the report we got 
from Director Murphy. 


Mayor Ellenstein: At any rate, the 
Commission must determine, before 
going into that, in order to comply 
with the law, as to whether or not 
the property will bring $7,400, before 
you can enter into an agreement to 
sell, 


(Discussion out of the stenograph- 
er’s hearing.) 


Mayor Ellenstein: I think you 
would be free to lease it. It would 
uot be a legal barrier to leasing it. 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: Then 
if you want to sell it later you could 
do so. 


Commissioner Murphy: Of course, 
whatever further information the 


Commission wants, it is all mght with 
me. The only thing I can say, I sub- 
mitted it to the Law Department. If 
they had any advice I think that they 
should have submitted it to me and 
said, “Here, you ought to get certain 
other information.” They are pass- 
ing an opinion now which I think they 
should have passed when it was sub- 
mitted. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel] 
Kane: J want to call your attention 
to the fact that on July 20 I wrote a 
very detailed letter on what inform- 
ation should be given us, and what we 
thought he should do. In other 
words, we called attention to the 
fact that this $17,000 for the assess- 
ment was not the proper figure to 
be taken that it would have to be a 

. figure on what the statute said the 
property should sell for. 


Commissioner Murphy: We tried to 
comply with that. If that was not 
proper why didn’t the Law Depart- 
ment inform us? 


Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Kane: Il was proper. In other words, 
you, Director, sent a letter on July 
29 to the effect that it was your opin- 
ion that the property could be readily 
sold at a price sufficient to pay and 
satisfy the amount due. Inasmuch 
ag that was your decision, based on 
your investigation, we had no right 
to go any further. 


Commissioner Murphy; You have, 
in reference to the resolution. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Where did you 
get the information that the property 
could not bring that amount at a 
sale? You must have gotten it from 
some place. 


Commissioner Murphy: Yes, sure. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Where did you 
get it? 


Commissioner Murphy We got il 
from our assessors. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Who? 


Commissioner Murphy: We got the 
man that we assigned. 


Mayor Ellenstéin: Why isn’t that 
included in the report? Where is his 
report? Towle says $17,000. 


Commissioner Murphy: That is the 
assessed valuation; that is right. As 
I say, practically all property today 
is over-assessed. There is a differ- 
ence between the assessed valuation 
and the market value or selling value. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I am not talking 
about market value now, but there 
has to be a compliance with the law, 
and when these facts are brought to 
your attention then you replied that 
this property could not bring the 
amount of money that is now due, 
so the Law Department took it for 
granted that you had good and suffi- 
cient information that warranted 
your making this statement, so they 
proceed to present an ordinance and 
approve it as to form. I do not 
think the Law Department has been 
dilatory, and the thing for the Com- 
mission to determine now is the mar- 
ket value of the property. 


If you are willing to take a lease 
on the property and that is the besi 
offer that comes to the city, then the 
City Commission will agree to accept 
your deed and lease your property, 
but, on the other hand, if you want an 


opportunity of exercising the option 


to purchase the property, in accord- 
ance with the terms decided by the 
Corporation Counsel, Mr. Kane, then 
it will be necessary for the Commis- 
sion to determine what the present 
market value is, and if it is less

Mayor Ellenstein: You are going to 
open the door to every other property 
owner who is unable to pay his taxes.

Mr. Jacob Lubetkin (representing 
objectors): Mr. Mayor and gentlemen 
of the Commission, the applicant has 
operated this ice house for about 
seven or eight years. The use is one 
that is not permitted in that zone 
but it is a pre-existing use, and un- 
der the terms of the ordinance the 
applicant was allowed to continue it. 
This continuance went on, and there 
was no objection. Of course, there 
couldn’t be any objection from the 
neighborhood until about three or 
four months ago. The owner of the 
property started to store bottles of 
milk upon the ice, and we then made 
complaints. My clients made a com- 
plaint to the Police Department be- 
cause of the noise resulting from the 
bringing of the milk and the remov- 
al of the milk from these ice depots, 
and they were advised to make com- 
plaint to the Zoning Board. 


It was after the complaint’ was 
made that-the applicant then realized 
that he or she—I don’t know who— 
that they were violating the terms of 
the ‘ordinanee, and they made their 
application ‘to the Board of Adjust- 
ment for a variation. Now, the ob- 
jection that we have is that the re- 
moval’ of these milk cases takes 
place between 12:30 and 2:30 in the 
morning. They admit that they store 
at least thirty cases of milk there. 
They admit that the removal takes 
place during those hours, and this 
noise, and, this: noise is created dur- 
ing these hours, and the removal of 


the milk prevents the objectors from 
having a comfortable night’s sleep. 


I presented a petition to the Board 
of Adjustment when this case came 
up, signed by nine or ten property 
owners, and quite a number of resi- 
dents in the neighborhood. The ap- 


plicant produced before the Board of ` 


Adjustment a half dozen or so, one 
or two of whom were residents and 
the rest tenants. It is, of course, ap- 
parent that the interest of a tenant is 
not as vital as the interest of the 
property owner. Tenants, however, 
being monthly tenants, are transi- 
tory. 


The objectors) whom I represent 
have owned their properties for 
twelve tc fifteen years. It is not only 
the noise, the confusion that ensues 
during the night in the taking of the 
milk and also in the process of bring- 
ing the milk there, but this milk is 
brought there, I am informed, about 
four or five o’clock in the afternoon, 
which brings trucks into the neigh- 
borhood. 


We have the names of about half 
a dozen firms which come there with 
those Jarge trucks, and these trucks 
are not for those thirty cases. They 
have thirty unloaded, and they are 
Middletown Dairy, the Maple Creek 
and others. 


Mayor Ellenstein: They bring 


thirty cases? 
Mr. Lubetkin: Yes, a day. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How many 
trucks does that require? 


Mr. Lubetkin: They come at va- 
rious times. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How many 
trucks would it require to deliver 
thirty cases? 


Mr. Lubetkin: They don’t. come to 


make delivery of thirty cases alone. 
Those trucks are loaded up with oth- 
er deliveries, too, and it is that, added 
to the noise of the bottles, that causes 
the noise. ` 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is the dis- 
position of the Commission? I am 
waiting for someone to make a mo- 
tion. 


Commissioner Duffy: We can check 
the traffic hazards there, and the ten- 
ants and landloads can remain away. 
They can be just represented by coun- 
sel. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Then I will en- 
tertain a motion that it be deferred 
for a week. 


Commissioner Byrne: I move that 
the matter be deferred for a week 


pending a report from Director 
Duffy’s office.

A RESOLUTION AGREEING 
TO A FORM OF COOPERATION 
AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE 
CITY OF NEWARK, NEW JER- 
SEY, AND THE HOUSING AU- 
THORITY OF THE CITY OF 
NEWARK, AND AUTHORIZING 
ITS EXECUTION. 


WHEREAS, the Housing Authority 
of the City of Newark (herein call- 
ed the “Authority”) proposes to de- 
velop and administer low-rent hous- 
ing projects (herein called the “Pro- 
jects”), within the territorial limits 
of the City of Newark (herein called 
the “City”); and, 


WHEREAS, the development of 
the Projects will be financed (in part) 
by the issuance of bonds of the Au- 
thority and said bonds will be secur- 
ed (in part) by the net revenues de- 
rived from the operation of the Pro- 
jects, but will not be so secured as tu 
confer the power of foreclosure or 
forfeiture on the holders of said 
bonds; and, 


WHEREAS, the City will directly 
benefit from the construction of new 
dwelling units for families of low in- 
come and from the elimination of un- 
safe or insanitary dwelling units 
within the City; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RE- 
SOLVED By the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the City of Newark, New 
Jersey: 


Section 1. That the City hereby 
determines that, for the purpose of 
aiding said authority in its efforts to 
develop low-rent housing Projects, 
the City shall cooperate with the Au- 
thority by furnishing municipal ser- 
vices and facilities for the Projects 
and the tenants thereof in considera- 
tion of the payment of certain sums

COOPERATION AGREEMENT 
BETWEEN THE CITY OF NEW- 
ARK AND THE HOUSING AU- 
THORITY OF THE CITY OF 
NEWARK. 


THIS AGREEMENT, made and en- 
tered into this day of ; 
1938, by and between The City of 
Newark, hereinafter called the 
“City”), County of Essex, (herein- 
after called the “County”), State of 
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New Jersey, (hereafter called the 
“State”), and the Heusing Authority 
of the City of Newark, (hereinafter 
ealléd the “Authority”), WITNESS- 


-ETH: 


WHEREAS, the Authority pro- 
poses to develop and administer low 
rent housing and slum clearance pro- 
jects within the corporate limits of 
the City; and 


WHEREAS, The United States 
Housing Authority (a body corporate 
of perpetual duration created undet 
the United States Housing Act of 
1937, Public No. 412, Seventy-Fifth 
Congress, and hereinafter called the 
“USHA”), is authorized by the 
United States Housing Act of 1937, 
as amended, to make annual contribu- 
tion to public housing agencies to as- 
sist in achieving and maintainng the 
low-rent character of their housing 
projects; and, 


WHEREAS, the United States 
Housing Act of 1937, as amended, 
provides that no part of such annual 
contributions by the USHA shall be 
made available for any project unless 


-and until the State, City, County or 


other political sub-division in which 
such project is situated shall con- 
tribute in the form of cash or tax 
remissions, general or special, or tax 
exemptions, at least twenty per cen- 
tum (20%) of such annual contri- 
butions; and, ` 


WHEREAS, the United States 
Housing Act of 1987, as amended, 
further provides that no annual con- 
tributions shall be made and the 
USHA shall enter into no contract 
guaranteeing any annual contribution 
in connection with the development of 


any low-rent housing or slum clear- 


ance project involving the construc- 
tion of new dwellings unless the pro- 
ject includes the elimination by de- 
molition, condemnation and effective 
closing, or the compulsory repair or 
improvement of unsafe or insanitary 
dwellings situated in the locality or 


metropolitan area or the project sub- 
stantially equal in number to the 
number of newly constructed dwell- 
ings provided by the project; and, 


WHEREAS, Section 3 of the Local 
Housing Authority Law (Chapter 19, 
Laws of New Jersey, 1938) provides 
that the clearance, replanning and 
reconstruction of the areas in which 
insanitary or unsafe housing condi- 
tions exist and the providing of safe 
and sanitary dwelling accommoda- 
tions by any public body for persons 
of low income are public uses and 
purposes for which public money 
money may be spent and private 
property acquired and are govern- 
mental functions of State concerns 
and, 


WHEREAS, Section 21 of the Lo- 
cal Housing Authorities Law (Chap- 
ter 19, Laws of New Jersey, 1938) 
provides that all housing projects of 
a housing authority, including aB 
property of the public body or bodies 
or housing authority or authorities 
comprising such housing projects, are 
declared to be public property devot- 
ed to an essential public and govern- 
mental purpose; that all such publie 
property devoted to such a public 
purpose shall be exempt from all 
taxes and special assessments of the 
State or any political subdivision 
thereof as long as such public prop- 
erty remains under exclusive control 
and jurisdiction of a housing author- 
ity or public body which owns or 
holds such property; provided, how- 
ever, that in lieu of such taxes, the 
public bedy which owns or holds such 
property may agree to make pay- 
ments to a political subdivision for 
the services, improvements or facili- 
ties furnished by it for the benefit of 
a housing project, but in no event 
shall such payments exceed the 
amount last levied as the annual tax 
of such political subdivision upon the 
property included in said project 
prior to the time of its acquisition by 
the aforesaid public body; and, 
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WHEREAS, the development and 
zadministration of the projects in the 
City will directly benefit the City and 
the inhabitants thereof by reducing 
the expenditures of the City for 
erime prevention and punishment, 
public health and safety, fire protec- 


tion and other public services and fa- , 
eilities and by protecting the health, ` 


morals end safety of the inhabitants 
af the City; and, 


WHEREAS, Section 6 of the Hous- 
img Cooperation Law, (Chapter 20, 
Jaws of New Jersey, 1938) author- 
izes the City in connection with any 
housing project, located wholly or 
partly within the area in which it is 
authorized to act, to agree with the 
Authority that a certain sum (in no 
event to exceed the amount last lev- 
Jed as the annual tax of the said 
City upon the property included in 
‘the project prior to the time of its 
zequisition by the Authority) or that 
mo sum shall be paid by the Author- 
iity in lieu of taxes for any year or 
period of years; and, 


WHEREAS, Section 5 of the Hous- 
Lëps Cooperation Law (Chapter 20, 
‘Haws of New Jersey, 1988) author- 
ize the City to enter into agreements 
(which may extend over any period) 
-with the Authority with respect to 
the furnishing of services and facili- 
ties which the City is otherwise em- 
powered to furnish; and, 


WHEREAS, the City desires to co- 
a@perate with the Authority to the 
end that it may comply with the re- 
quirements of the United States 
Wousing Act of 1937, as amended, 
and develop and administer low-rent 
housing and slum clearance projects 
within the corporate limits of the 


City, 


NOW, THEREFORE, in considera- 
tion of the premises it is mutually 
agreed -between the City and the Au- 
"thority, as follows: 

_ 1. The following terms, whenever 
“msed in this Agreement, shall have 
athe following meaning: 


a The term “projects” as used m 
this agreement ghall mean any low- 
rent housing projects now or here- 
after undertaken within the City 
by the Authority with respect to 
which a contractor contracts to ob- 
tain Federal annual contributions 
have been made, or will be made 
within one year from the date 
hereof, with the United States 
Housing Authority. ` 


b. The term “Federal Annual Con- 
tribution” shall mean the amount 
of annual contribution payable in 
any year by the USHA under the 
provisions of the Annual Contribu- 
tions Contracts to be entered into 
between the Authority and the 
USHA with respect to the projects. 


e The term “Local Annual Contribu- 
tion for any year” shall mean the 
sum equal to the amount which the 
City would levy for that year by 
means of taxes and special assess- 
ments for or with respect to the 
project (including taxes levied for 
the benefit of the County or the 
State) if the projects were operat- 
ed by private enterprise and sub- 
ject to normal taxation and assess- 
ment, less the Local Service Charge 
which the Authority makes pursu- 
ant to the provisions of paragraph 
5 of this Agreement. 


2. The Authority, if successful in 
securing financial assistance from the 
USHA, shall develop and administer 
the projects in accordance with the 
terms of any loan and annual contri- 
butions contract it may enter into 
with the USHA. 


3. Commencing with the acquisition 
of any part of the sites of the pro- 
jects and continuing during the pe- 
riod of physical usefulness of the pro- 
jects for the purpose of providing 
dwelling accommodations but in no 
event less than the number of years 
during which any of the obligations 
issued to assist the development of 
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the projects shall remain outstanding, 
the City shall not levy, impose, or 
charge any taxes, special assess- 
ments, service fees, charges or tolls 
against the projects or against the 
Authority for or with respect to the 
projects, with the exception of the 
"Local Service Charge as hereinafter 
provided. 


4, The City shall furnish (without 
cost or charge to the Authority or to 
the tenants of the projects, with the 
exception of the Local Service Charge 
as hereinafter provided) municipal 
services, improvements and facilities 
for the projects and the tenants 
thereof of the same character as 
those furnished for other dwellings 
and inhabitants of the City, including 
but not limited to fire, police, and 
health protection and services, street 
maintenance, snow removal, fire hy- 
drant service, the collection and dis- 


posal of garbage, trash, and ashes fur. 


the projects and the tenants thereof, 
street lighting, water supply and dis- 
tribution facilities and sewer service, 
and school and educational services 
and facilities. The City shall main- 
tain in good repair and working or- 
der any and all municipal facilities 
provided by it for the use and bene- 
fit of the projects and tenants there- 
of and shall maintain in good repair 
the streets, roads, and alleys adjacent 
to or within the boundaries of the 
projects and used by the public. 


5. For the municipal services, im- 


provements, and facilities furnished 


by the City for the projects and the 
tenants thereof pursuant to the pro- 
visions of paragraph 4 of this Agree- 
ment, the Authority shall pay to the 
City annually in lieu of taxes and in 
lieu of other fees or charges a sum 
(hereinafter called the “Local Ser- 
vice Charge”) equal to three per cen- 
tum (3%) of the aggregate income 
derived by the Authority from shel- 
ter rent (being the total of all rents 
chargeable, excluding the charges for 
utilities such as heat, electricity, gas 
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and water) from the projects during 
the preceding calendar year, such 
payments to coinmence on the first 
day of January next succeeding the 
date when the projects are physically 
completed and ready for occupancy 
and to continue annually thereafter, 
during the useful life of the projects, 
provided, however, that the Local 
Service Charge shall in no event ex- 
ceed the amount of the tax last lev- 
ied for the benefit of the City upon 
the property included in the projects 
prior to the time of their acquisition 
by the Local Authority. 


6. In the event that the Local An- 
nual Contribution for any year. shall 
be less than twenty per centum 
(20%) of the Federal Annual Contri- 
bution payable in such year and such 
deficiency is not supplied in cash by 
the State, the County, the City or 
other political subdivision, then and 
in that event the City waives the 
right to such portion of the Local 
Service Charge payable by the Au- 
thority in such year under the pro- 
visions of paragraph 5 of this Agree- 
ment as may be necessary to assure 
that such Local Annual Contribution 
for that year will be equal, as near 
as may be, to not less than twenty 
per centum (20%) of such Federal 
Annual Contribution. 


7. To the extent permitted by the 
laws of the State, the City, shall (i) 
zone or rezone to an appropriate resi- 
dential classification the area in 
which the projects shall be located, 
(ii) close and vacate any streets, and 
alleys within the boundaries of the 
projects, the land area of which may 
be necessary in the proper develop- 
ment of the projects and (iii) accept 
ag public streets any streets within 
or upon the boundaries of the pro- 
jects which the Authority may con- 
struct and dedicate. ` 


8. This Agreement shall continue 
in full force and effect with respect 
to the projects so long as the titles

partment of Central Purchase in the 
City of Newark, providing for the 
‘personnel, maintenance and adminis- 
‘tration thereof, and defining, regulat- 
ing and prescribing the functions 
thereof,” adopted August 8, 1933, as 
amended or supplemented. 


The Board of Commissioners of 
The City of Newark Do Ordain: 
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1. That the following Rules and 
Regulations concerning purchases to 
be made by the Department of Cen- 
tral Purchase, be and the same are 
hereby adopted: 


SECTION I — PURCHASE PRO- 
CEDURE 


1, All city departments, institu- 
tions, hoards or other agencies for 
which the Department of Central 
Purchase shall be required to pur- 
chase supplies, materials and equip- 
ment, are hereinafter referred to as 
Using Agencies, 


2. All Using Agencies shall file de- 
tailed estimates of their requirements 
as to supplies, materials and equip- 
ment in such manner, at such times 
and for such periods as the Depart- 
ment of Central Purchase shall pre- 
scribe. This shall in no wise pre- 
vent any Using Agency from filing 
with the Department of Central Pur- 
chase at any time a requisition for 
supplies, materials and equipment, 
the need for which has not been fore- 
seen when the detailed estimates 
were submitted. 


3. The Director of each department 
shall file with the Director of the De- 
partment of Central Purchase the 
name or names of members of his de- 
partment who shall be authorized to 
approve requisitions. ` 


4. As rapidly as any class of sup- 
plies, materials or equipment shall 
become standardized, it shall be the 
duty of the Department of Central 
Purchase to establish standards ar- 
rived at as the basis of specifications 
by which said supplies, materials or 
equipment shall be purchased. The 
Department of Central Purchase, 
when necessary, shall invite into con- 
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ference any person in the City Gov- 
ernment whose advice may be requir- 
ed in the preparation of standards 
and specifications for the purchase 
of any supplies, materials and equip- 
ment. 


5. When any supplies, materials ot 
equipment, not covered by contract, 
are- required, it shall be the duty of 
the Department of Central Purchase 
to purenase such materials, supplies 
or equipment ‘in the open market, 
after having obtained, where possible, 
at least three (8) prices thereon, and 
to award the order to the lowest res- 
ponsible bidder. 


6. In the case of any emergency, 
any. Using Agency any purchase di- 
rectly any supplies, materials or 
equipment, the procurement of which 
is necessary to the continuance of the 
work of the Using Agency concern- 
ed, provided, however, the amount to 


be expended does not exceed twenty- ` 


five ($25) dollars. Requisition cov- 
ering such emergency purchases, 
must be forwarded within twenty- 
four (24) hours to the Department 
of Central Purchase for the issuance 
of an order confirming delivery, indi- 
cating thereon the nature of the 
emergency. 


7. An Emergency Purchase within 
the meaning of this ordinance shall 
mean the purchase of any item or 
items of a pressing need and neces- 
sary for the immediate protection of 
the public health, safety, morals or 
welfare of the City. 


8 The Department of Central Pur- 
chase will not honor any requisitions 
confirming the delivery of materials, 
supplies or equipment except as out- 
lined in Paragraph 6 and 7. 


9. No Using Agency shall solicit 
any prices for materials, supplies or 
equipment. Such solicitations must 
originate in the Department of Cen- 
tral Purchase. ` 


10. The Department of Central Pur- 
chase shall prescribe chemical and 
physical tests of samples of mater- 
ials, supplies and equipment to. be 
delivered to the City of Newark, to 
determine the quality and conform- 
ance of such items the Department of 
Central Purchase shall make use of 
laboratory facilities of any agency of 
the City Government whenever pos- 
sible, 


SECTION 2 — RECEIVING PRO- 
CEDURE 


1. The Director of each Department 
shall file with the Deputy Director 
of the Department of Central Pur- 
chase the name or names of mem- 
bers in his Department authorized to 
receive supplies, materials and equip- 
mnt in the various Using Agencies 
under his supervision. 


2. Immediately upon notice that 
supplies, materials or equipment are 
to be delivered the person designated 
to receive such supplies, materials 
and equipment, shall notify the Dep- 
uty Director of such intended deliv- 
ery. The person so designated to re- 
ceive supplies, materials and equip- 
ment shall not sign for the receipt of 
any such supplies, materials or 
equipment, unless the goods are in 
exact conformance with the require- 
ments. Should there be any doubt as 
to the quality and quantity, or should 
there be any discrepancy, he shall im- 
mediately notify the Deputy Director, 


If any supplies, materials or equip- 
ment are to be rejected, the Using 
Agency should notify immediately 
the Deputy Director of the Depart- 
ment of Central Purchase. 


3. No bills shall be certified for 
payment of any supplies, materials 
or equipment unless receipt of said 
supplies, materials or equipment has 
been approved by the Deputy Direc- 
tor of the Department of Central 
Purchase. 


4. The Director of the Department 
of Central Purchase shall be required 
to submit to the Deputy Director of 
the Department of Central Purchase 
the following: 


(a) A copy of. all orders issued by 
him to merchants, firms or cor- 
porations from whom the mater- 
ials, supplies or equipment has 
been ordered. i 


(b) A copy of all specifications of 
materials, supplies or equip- 
ment ordered. 


(c) A copy of all chemical and phy- 
sical tests of samples, of mater- 
ials, supplies or equipment as set 
out in Paragraph 10 of the rules 
governing purchase procedure. 


(d) Any data or information con~ 
cerning the purchase of any sup- 
plies, materials or equipment 
that he may desire for his rec- 
ords. 


5. The Deputy Director of the De- 
partment of Central Purchase shall 
make use of the laboratory facilities 
of any Agency of the City Govern- 
ment for the performance of any 
chemical or physical test, of samples 
or materials, supplies or equipment 
delivered or to be delivered-to the 
City of Newark to determine the 
quality and conformance of said 
items with standards and specifica- 
tions established.

Mayor Ellenstein: Now, whether 
the church is going to be taken or 
not, this commission cannot say; that 
would depend on the housing author- 
ity. But it would not affect your 
property except if you were an in- 
dustrialist in the area and it being 
changed from industrial to residen- 
tial, then you might see some objec- 
But’ if you have your 
church there or any of your resi- 
dences in those three blocks, it being 


changed from an industrial zone to

An Ordinance providing for the is- 
suance of $500,000 Public Improve- 
ment: Bonds of The City of Newark, 
and providing: for the issuance of 
Bond Anticipation Notes in anticipa- 
tion of the issuance of such bonds.. 


The Board of Commssioners of the 
City of Newark do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. It is hereby determined 
and. stated that it is necessary that 
the City of Newark shall raise money 
for the purpose of financing the cost 
of constructing four swimming pools 
in the public parks or playgrounds 
known .as Hayes Park East and 
Hayes Park West, and in the public 
playground abutting on Boylan 
street, and upon the municipally 
owned property supervised by the De- 
partment of Public Affairs on Clifton 
Avenue; and that said purpose is not 
a current expense of said City, and 
that it is necessary to finance said 
purpose by the issuance of obliga- 
tions of said City, pursuant to the 
Local Bond Law of New Jersey, as 
hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. It is hereby stated, pur- 
suant to said Local Bond Law, that 
(a) the estimated maximum amount 
of money necessary to be raised from 
all sources for said purpose is $1,286,- 
423.83, of which $636,423.83 has here- 
tofore been contributed or is here- 
after to be contributed in labor or 
materials by the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration of the United States of 
America; (b) the estimated maximum 
amount of money necessary to be 
raised by said City from all sources 
for said purpose is $650,000, of which 
$150,000 has heretofore been raised 
by the issuance of bonds of said City; 
(c) the maximum amount which is to 


be charged as a part of the cost of 
such purpose and which is necessary 
to finance interest on obligations is- 
sued to finance such purpose or to 
finance engineering or inspection 
costs and legal expenses, or to finance 
the cost of the issuance of such obli- 
gations, as provided in Section 40:

Section 5. To finance said purpose, 
Bond Anticipation Notes of said City 
of an aggregate principal amount not 
exceeding Five Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($500,000) are hereby author- 
ized to be issued in anticipation of 
the issuance of said bonds, pursuant 
to said Local Bond Law. Said notes 
shall bear interest at a rate which 
-shall not exceed six per centum (6%) 
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per annum, and may be renewed from 
time to time pursuant to and within 
the limitations preseribed by said Lo- 
cal Bond Law. All matters with re- 
spect to said notes not determined 
by this ordinance shall be determined 
by resolutions Go be hereafter adopt- 
ed.

If the aggregate amount of 
bonds and notes issued pursuant to 
this ordinance shall at any time ex- 
ceed the sum first mentioned in this 
section, the moneys raised by the is- 
suance of said bonds shall, to not less 
than the amount of such excess, be 
applied to the payment of such notes 
then outstanding.- 


Section 6. It is hereby determined 
and declared that the period of use- 
fulness of said purpose is a period of 
fifteen years, computed from the 
date of said Fonds. 


Section 7. No part of the cost of 
financing said purpose has been or is 
to be specially assessed against prop- 
erty specially benefited thereby. 


Section 8. It is hereby determined 
and declared that the Supplemental 
Debt Statement required by said Lo- 
cal Bond Law has been duly made 
and filed in the’ office of the City 
Clerk of said City, and that such 
statement so filed shows that the 
gross debt of said City, as defined in 
Section 40: 1-76 of said Law, is in- 
creased by this ordinance by Five 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($500,- 
000), and that the issuance of said 
obligations is permitted by an ex- 
ception to the’ debt limitations pre- 
scribed by said Law, contained in 
Subdivision (d) of Section 40; 1-16 of 
said Law. 


Section 9. This ordinance shall take

Dear Director: 


“In voting today for the $500,- 
000.00 Swimming Pool Bond Ordin- 
ance, as you know I have always fav- 
ored completion of the pools, which 
were started by the previous City 
Commission long before I took office 
in May, 1987. My primary objection 
was based upon the belief that the 
amount about to be appropriated was 
inadequate and that the work should 
be completed by private contracts, 
whereby the work would be done un- 
der a bond with a guarantee that the 
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pools would be completed under con- 
tracted specifications and within a 
definite time. 


“Ever since I took office I have 
endeavored to secure detailed authen- 
tie figures concerning the pool pro- 
jects and that lacking such figures I 
was unwilling to vote for the $500,- 
000.00 Bond Ordinance. From the 
time that these projects were start- 
ed the entire situation grew more in- 
volved as the time went along, until 
I finally had to insist upon affidavits 
from contractors and material firms, 
as to the amount of work so far com- 
pleted, amounts of materials so far 
delivered, the amount of extras so 
far involved on the contracts and the 
amount of extras on materials, oc- 
casioned by the delay. 


“To date the situation has been 
only partly clarified, but no thorough- 
going, businesslike explanation has 
yet been forthcoming, as to the com- 
plete itemization. There are still 
nine material firms who have failed 
to file affidavits as to their claims 
for materials already delivered, 
amounts yet to be delivered and the 
amount of extras involved, if there 
be any. 


“The matter of architects’ fees, 
which has been the ‘bone of conten- 
tion’ for some time, and prominently 
mentioned in the report of the con- 
tractors appointed some time ago, is 
still to be decided. Thus far fully 
$38,451.82 has already been paid to 
the architect, whereas it is alleged 
the original sum was to be around 
$15,000.09, with approximately $38,- 
000.00 more still being claimed by 
the architect, and the question as to 
whether he is entitled to a fee on W. 
P. A. labor, also not yet determined. 


“I have consistently fought for 
contract labor, but when it seemed 
impossible to change the attitude of 
my colleagues, and in view of the 
fact that the Building Trades Unions 
receded from their original stand re- 
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garung completion of the pools un- 
der private contract — then for the 
sake of the common good and hope- 
ful that the projects will be speeded 
along I too have concurred in finish- 
ing the pools under WPA labor, with 
the following proviso: That I will not 
vote to pay, and refuse to issue 
checks for any payments to the archi- 
tect until the matter of the fees has 
been settled, and refuse to issue any 
checks to any of the material firms 
who to date have have failed to file 
affidavits. 


“No matter what may have been 
the original situation and original 
figures in starting - the swimming 
pools, not to finish them new would 
leave the City open to a mass of law 
suits and litigations, which, in the 
final analysis, would prove very cost- 
ly and avail Newark nothing. I am 
hopeful that despite confusion occa- 
sioned by this situation, once the 
pools are in operation they will prove 
their usefulness. Besides, these pro- 
jects may now well be regarded from 
a humane viewpoint, because these 


pools will serve thousands of needy’ 


citizens. 


“While there may still remain. some 
dissatisfaction about these pools, I 
do not believe that even those who 
are still opposed to the initiation of 
the projects and the completion of 
them, are so devoid of human sym- 
pathy as to want to deprive people in 
congested areas who suffer from lack 
of proper bathing and recreational 
facilities, of the opportunity to at- 
tain the small measure of relief which 
these pools will afford. 


“Little children who roam the 
streets on sweltering days, and their 
parents who suffer along with them, 
surely represent as much of the com- 
mon. concern of the City, as do those 
who are removed from the slum 
areas. 


“I believe that we can meet 
the situation by completing the pools 
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now that they have been started I 
am also mindful that it is planned to 
utilize the personnel now operating 
the City Bath, during the Summer 
months when the pools will be in 
operation and the regular Baths shut 
down. 


“Construction of these pools has 
already cost the City hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, and while still 
lacking a complete and comprehen- 
sive report on all factors, a sufficient 
amount of information, however, is 
in my possession to justify my voting 
for tha Bond Ordinance, and I hope 
that thereby the swimming pools con- 
struction will be disposed of once and 
for all.

Art. VI. of the Constitution of 
The American Institute of Archi- 
tects is as follows: The Institute 
shall from time to time adopt a 
Code or Codes, which shall be 
standards of professional practice, 
and it may from time to time rec- 
ommend a Schedule of Professional 
Charges, complying with good prac- 
tice and custom, but such a Sched- 
ule shall not be made mandatory. 


1. ‘Fhe Architects’ professional 
services consist of the necessary con- 
ferences, the preparation of prelimin-

ary studies, wolking drawings, speci- 
fications, large scale and full size de- 
tail drawings; the drafting of forms 
of proposals and contracts; the issu- 
ance of certificates of payment; the 
keeping of accounts, the general ad- 
ministration of the business and su- 
pervision of the work, for which, ex- 
cept as hereinafter mentioned, 
a proper minimum charge, based up- 
on the total cost of the work com- 
plete, is six per cent. 


2. On residential work, alterations 
to existing buildings, monuments, 
furniture, decorative and cabinet 
work ard landscape architecture, it 
is proper to make a higher charge 
than above indicated. 


3. The Architect is entitled to com- 
pensation for articles purchased un- 
der his direction, even though not de- 
signed by him. 


4. Where the Architect is not oth- 
erwise retained, the consultation fees 
for professional advice are to be paid 
in proportion to the importance of 
the question involved and services 
rendered. 


5. The Architect is to be reimburs- 
ed the costs of transportation and liv- 
ing incurred by him and his assist- 
ants while traveling in discharge of 
duties connected with the work, and 
the costs of the services of heating 
ventilating, mechanical and electrical 
engineers. 


6. The rate of percentage arising 
from Article 1 and 2 hereof, i. e., the 
basic rate, applies when all of the 
works is.let under one contract. 
Should the Owner determine to have 
certain portions of the work execut- 
ed under separate contracts, as the 
Architect’s burden of service, expense 
and responsibility is thereby increas- 
ed, the rate in connection with such 
portions of the work is greater (usu- 
ally by four per cent) than the basic 
rate. Should the Owner determine 
to have substantially the entire work 
executed under separate contracts, 
then such higher rate applies to the 
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entire work. In any event, however, 
the basic rate, without increase, ap- 
plies to contracts for any portions of 
the work on which the Owner reim- 
burses the engineer’s fees to the 
Architect. 


7. If, after a definite scheme has 
been approved the Owner makes a 
decision which, for its proper execu- 
tion, involves extra services and ex- 
pense for changes in or addition to 
the drawings, specifications or other 
documents; or if a contract be let by 
cost of labor and materials plus a 
percentage or fixed eum: or if the 
Architect be put to labor or expense 
by “delays” caused by the Owner or 
a contractor, or by the delinquency or 
insolvency of either, or as a result of 
damage by fire or other casualty, he 
is to be equitably paid for such extra 
service and expense. 


8. Should the execution of any 
work designed or specified by the 
Architect or any part of such work 
be abandoned or suspended, the Arch- 
itect is to be paid in accordance with 
or in proportion to the terms of Ar- 
ticle 9 of this Schedule for the ser- 
vice rendered, up to the time of such 
abandonment or suspension. 


9. Whether the work be executed or 
whether its execution be suspended or 
abandoned in part or whole, pay- 
ments to the Architect on his fee are 
subject to the provisions of Articles. 
7 and 8, made as follows: 


Upon completion of the preliminary 
studies, a sum equal to twenty per 
cent of the basic rate computed upon 
a reasonable estimated cost. 


Upon completion of specifications 
and general working drawings (ex- 
clusive of details) a sum sufficient to 
increase payments on the fee to six- 
ty per cent. of the rate or rates of 
commission agreed upon, as influenc- 
ed by Article 6, computed upon a rea- 
sonable cost estimated on such com-~- 
pleted specifications and drawings, or 
if bids have been received, then com- 


puted upon the lowest bona fide bid 
or bids. 


During the preparation of the pre- 
liminary studies and of the specifica- 
tions and general working drawings, 
it is proper that payments on account 
be made at monthly or other inter- 
vals, in proportion to the progress 
of the architect’s service, and so as 
to aggregate in each period not more 
than the sums described above. 


From time to time during the ex- 
ecution of work and in proportion to 
the amount of service rendered by 
the Architect, payments are made 
until the aggregate of all payments 
made on account of the fee under 
this Article reaches a sum equal to 
the rate or rates of commission 
agreed upon as influenced by Article 
6, computed upon the final cost of the 
work, 


Payments to the Architect, other 
than those on his fee, fall due from 
time to time as his work is done or 
as costs are incurred. 


No deduction is made from the 
Architect’s fee on account of the use 
of old materials, penalty, liquidated 
damages or other sums withheld from 
payments to contractors. 


10. The Owner is to furnish the 
Architect with a complete and ac- 
curate survey of the building site, 
giving the grades and lines of streets. 
pavements and adjoining properties; 
the rights, restrictions, easements, 
boundaries contours of the building 
site, and full information as to sewer, 
water, gas and electrical service. The 
Owner is to pay for borings or test 
pits and for chemical, mechanical or 
other tests, when required. 


11. The Architect endeavors to 
guard the Owner against defects and 
deficiencies in the work of contract- 
ors, but does not guarantee the per- 
formance of their contracts. The su- 
pervision of an architect is to be dis- 
tinguished from the continuous per- 
sonal superintendence to be obtained 
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by the employment of a clerk of the 
works. 


When authorized by the Owner, a 
clerk of the works, acceptable to both 
Owner and Architect, is to be en- 
gaged by the Architect at a salary 
satisfactory to the: Owner and paid 
by the Owner, upon presentation of 
the Architect’s monthly certificates. 


12. When requested to do so, the 
Architeet makes or procures prelim- 
inary estimates on the cost of the 
work and he endeavors to keep the 
actual cost of the work as low as may 
be consistent with the purpose of the 
building and with proper workman- 
ship and materia), but no such esti- 
mate can be regarded as other than 
an approximation. 


13. Drawings and specifications, as 
instruments of service, are the prop- 
erty of the Architect, whether the 
work for which they are made be ex- 
ecuted cr not. 


The words “the cost of the work” 
as used in Article 1 and 9 hereof, 
are »rdinarily to be interpreted as 
meaning the total of the contract 
sums incurred for the execution of 
the work not including Architect’s 
and Fngineer’s fees or the salary 
of the clerk of the works, but in 
certain rare cases, e. g., when labor 
or material is furnished by the 
Owner below its market cost or 
when old materials are re-used the 
cost of the work is to be interpret- 
ed as the cost of all materials and 
labor necessary to complete the 
work, as such cost would have been 
if all materials had been new and if 
“all labor had been fully paid at 
market prices current when the 
work was ordered, plus contract- 
or’s profits and expenses. 


“As adopted at the Washington 
Convention, December 15-17, 1908; 
and revised in form at the 50th Con- 
vention, December 6-8, 1916, at the 
54th Convention; May 11-13, 1921, 
and at the 55th Convention, June 7-9, 
1922.”

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or supplemented, and stated that to- 
day was the time fixed for a further 
hearing, this being the adjourned 
date for same. . 


Commissioner Duffy: I move that 
further consideration of this ordi- 
nance be deferred until the meeting 
of November 16, 1938, at 11 o’clock 
A. M. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Byrne, Duffy, 
Franklin, Murphy, Mayor Ellenstein. 


Commissioner Murphy: What J 
want to bring to your attention was 
one of the new rules issued under 
Darby is, “Be it further resolved that 
such registered accountants shall 
render such necessary budget service 
to such municipality for which he is 
engaged for the year 1938.” 


In other words, it would be neces- 
sary to have certified public account- 
ants to certify to the preparation of 
the budget for 1939. That is the 
new set of rules he set up. Why I 
am bringing: that to the attention of 
the Commission is this: Does the 
Commission want to give considera- 
tion to the hiring of the auditors to 
help in the preparation of the budget 
the same as they did last year. 


Mayor Elienstein: Does who? 


Commissioner Murphy: Does the 
Commission want to give favorable 
consideration to hiring the auditors 
io help in the preparation of the 
1939 budget. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is that neces- 
sary? How much will it cost Be- 
fore the Commission can consider it 
it ought to know how much it will 
cost and if it is necessary. 


Commissioner Murphy: Personally, 
I think it is necessary at this time, 


that is the reason I am bringing it 
up. I didn’t get ın contact with the 
auditors as to how much it would 
cost. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How can the 
Commission possibly decide unless 
they do know what it is going to 
cost? 


Commissioner Murphy: I said I am 
bringing this matter up to find out 
whether the Commission wants—due 


to the fact I feel at this time, espe- 
cially due to the big plan of mechan- 
ization that is going on in the de- 
partment down there, and one of the 
things before us was the Coyne mat- 
ter— 


Mayor Ellenstein: This is simply a 
resolution. It doesn’t direct the City 
Commission to do that. 


Commissioner Murphy: This is one 
of the rules he has put up. No, not 
to do that, they certify to it. That 
is what I am bringing to the atten- 
ion of the Commission, that the pres- 
ent auditors in any municipality 
must certify to the final preparation 
of the budget. Now, what I am ask- 
ing the Commission is, do they want 
to give consideration to hiring the 
auditors to help in preparation of 
the budget? 


Mayor Ellenstein: The auditor 
doesn’t have to certify to the budget. 
It is all right to have an auditor; 
the auditor can undoubtedly be very 
helpful; but the Commission wants 
to know how much it is going to cost 
additional, if any. And then you can 
determine whether the city wants to 
anticipate that. 


Commissioner Murphy: Then I wili 
take it up with them and find out 
what amount would be involved in or- 
der to help in the preparation of the 
budget. 


(Discussion off the record between 
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Commissioners Murphy and Byrne 
out of hearing of stenographer.) 


Mayor Ellenstein: The State House 
Commission, as I understand, has a 
very effective manner in budget di- 
rection and budget; control. I think 
if you communicate with Mr. Lamb 
he would be siad (o give you the 
method used by the State House 
Commission. I looked at it rather 
hurriedly one day when [ happened 
to be in Trenton, and I found it was 
the most effective way of controlling 
budgets. I think if you communicate 
with Commissioner Lamb he could 
be very helpful to you, without in- 
curring any expense on the city, and 
give you all the budget control data 
that you would require. And the 
men in your office, in conjunction 
with yourself, who will have abso- 
lute control over all budget appro- 
priations and expenditures. 


Commissioner Murphy:.What Com- 
missioner Byrne was talking about 
was the Budget Director. You are 
talking about budget control. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Budget Director 
means budget control. 


Commissioner Murphy: That is 
what we are doing with the installa- 
tion of these machines. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The State House 
Commission acts as Budget Director 
in state expenditures and it all clears 
through Commissioner Lamb’s office. 


Commissioner Murphy; That whole 
thing is being completed now, that is 
why I have asked Commissioner Duf- 
fy for these changes so we can start 
right off with our budget control sys- 
tem operating thoroughly right on 
the first of the year. In fact, these 
new tax bills we are sending out giv- 
ing all the back indebtedness, elim- 
inating what we have had before, if 
somebody didn’t know or didn’t see 
it advertised, because the new tax 
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pill will carry all delinquent taxes as 
well as current taxes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: We didn’t do 
that before? 


Commissioner Murphy: No. They 
cnly carried current taxes. People 
would sometimes pay current taxes 
and owe three or four years back 
and they claimed they did not know 
they owed certain other taxes against 
the property. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It wasn’t a very 
good system, was it? 


Commissioner Murphy: Personally, 
J think the improvement is construc- 
tive. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That seems to be 
elemeniary. If a man owed me $10 
for this year I would send him a bill 
for $100 he owed me in past years. 
Every businessman does that, from 
the smallest to the largest. 


Commissioner Murphy: Well, it 
never was done, and I am doing it 
now, and I am not looking for any 
credit for it. 


Commissioner Murphy offered the 
following resolution:

Mayor Eilenstein: I might say in 
connection with this that all we ap- 
propriated in the budget this year 
for snow removal was $10,000, which 
was cut down from $20,000 the ten- 
tative budget. That money was all 
expended during January and Feb- 
ruary of this year. The condition of 
the streets as it now exsits, there þe- 
ing six and eight inches of ice on the 
main arteries, and particularly af- 
fecting business men, both small and 
large, it seems that something should 
be done by the City Commission ap- 
propriating some money to give re- 
lief at least along the main arteres. 
This will only scratch the surface. I 
am informed by the engineers that it 
would be very difficult to. estimate 
how much the cost would be of mak- 
ing the streets passable and usable. 
And, of course, we realize not only 
does it congest traffic, but consider- 
able damage is being done to the 
springs of automobiles and the like, 
and then that hazards to pedestrians. 


In presenting this resolution 1! 
would like to say that this morning I 
conferred with Director Franklin and 
Mr. Malady, Overseer of the Poor, 


and we are attempting to work out- 


some plan whereby we will be able 
to take at least a thousand able- 
bodied men who are on relief, and 
who are unquestionably physically 
able to perform the work of break- 
ing ice. The man power is what we 
lack. And under contracts under 
which we generally engage these 
men, they are paid 50 cents an hour. 
But it is thought by supplementing 
those men on relief, without exact- 
ing too much of their physical re- 
serve by only asking them to work 
two days a week and then have a 
new crew of those that are on relief 
work two more days—in other words, 
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three shifts during the course of the 
week—would save, we believe, hund- 
red of thousand of dollars to the tax- 
payers of the city. And at that con- 
ference today we were unanimously 
of the opinion that these unfortunate 
people who are on relief could show 
their appreciation in some respect by 
giving their services to the City and 
breaking the ice. The trucks that we 
are using will be able to take care 
of the carting and disposing of the 
snow. 


If we were to engage all the men 
by contract the probability is that the 
$100,000 would not last a week—at 
least, I am so informed by the engi- 
neers. But it is hoped by working 
with those on relief and placing them 
on the main arteries that we can 
take care of the situation at a min- 
imum cost. 


As you know the best work can be 
done during the night when there 
isn’t any traffic on these main streets, 
and where there isn’t any interfer- 
ence with the men when they work. 


Commissioner Murphy: What about 
the City’s equipment on this whole 
thing? Are we well equipped with 
snow—- 


Mayor Ellenstein: No, we are not 
well equipped. Last Friday we col- 
lected no ashes. Every piece of 
available equipment was out plowing 
the streets, so we had to dispense 
with the collecting of ashes on Fri- 
day. So that means we must put an 
extra crew on when we collect the 


ashes because there will be that 
double load on the next collection day. 


Commissioner Byrne: Is it neces- 
sary to have a contractor supervise 
this? Can’t this be done by our own 
foremen ? 


_ Mayor Ellenstein: The supervision 
is by city employees. 


Commissioner Byrne: We are go- 
ing to pay, as I understand, accord- 
ing to the papers this morning, 15 
per cent. to the contractor to super- 
vise this job. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is right. 


Commissioner Byrne: Haven’t we 
got foremen and others who could do 
that? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Not supervising. 
They actually pay the men 50 cents 
an hour, the men they employ, and 
in addition they add 15 per cent. for 
supplying the men and supervising. 
But the actual supervision is made 
Ly city employees. 


Commissioner Murphy: Are those 
relief men you are now talking about 
that they supply? 


Mayor Ellenstein: As far as J 
know, they are not relief men. The 
relief men will be supervised by the 
City without any charge or cost to 
the City. These men that are under 
contract, that was always the meth- 
od employed in the past for many 
years, as I understand it. How long 
is that? 


Mr. Costello: Twenty years. 


Commissioner Byrne: Under your 
plan now in alternating with relief 
men, isn’t it possible at all to put all 
the men on from relief? Cant we 
have all these people we have regis- 
tered on relief go on this snow re- 
moval ? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is is question- 
able whether it can be done. Not 
everybody would want to work out in 
the snow. They may be scantily clad 
and you may subject them to hard- 
ships. And there are others who 
haven’t the physical ability. So if 
it works out we can get 2,000 men, 
we will go as far as we can. We 
are hoping we can get at least a 


thousand men who would be willing 
to give that service to the city im this 
emergency. If we can get 2,000 men 
—Mr. Malady will make an effort to 
get 2,000. In fact, there will be no 
limit to what we will try to get. 


Commissioner Byrne: Then you get 
a bunch that is clamoring for work. . 


Mr. Malady: We have. We will start 
our machinery rolling into the dis- 
tricts as quickly as possible to get as 
rouch man-power out for this job as 
we can. ` 


Commissioner Byrne: Haven’t you 
got a lot of new caseworkers, close 
to 200? If each caseworker took five 
men it would be a thousand men over 
night. 7 


Mr. Malady: We will send them 
out to report to the designated places 
where the engineers tell them. All 
we can do is to instruct these men 
this is a work relief program and 
that the only reimbursement there 
will be is by the direct relief they re- 
ceive. l 8 


Commissioner Murphy: Is there 
anything compulsory to force the men 
to work? l i 


Mr. Malady: There isn’t 


Commissioner Byrne: Do you think 
we are going to use the full $100,000 
on this? This is only between now 
and the end of the year, one month, 


Mayor Ellenstein: This is only to 
clean up some of the arteries. This 
$100,000 cannot last more than a 
week with the condition the streets 
are in. Most of. it is ice, as you 
know, and in parts of the city is six 
and eight inches thick. Of course, 
that is what we are trying te do, aug- 
ment that with aş many as we can 
possibly get off relief. ` 


I might say we made a request and 
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tried WPA, but the order came 
through from Washington that no 
WPA employees were available for 
snow removal, with the exception of 
the removal of snow where they are 
on a project so as to get down to the 
base of the project that they are do- 
ing, of course. 


Commissioner Byrne: What I can- 
not get, if these statements in the 
paper are true about the amount of 
money that has been expended in the 
past, why does it take so much money 
$100,000, which I thought was for the 
balance of the year, and which I 
thought was high, would only last for 
a week, because in 1986, according to 
the paper I read last night or the 
Ledger this morning, I forget which, 
said 1986 would run $108,000-$110,- 
000. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is the win- 
ter of 1985 and 1936. During that 
winter we spent $105,000 as I remem- 
ber, approximately that. That storm, 
while a severe one, was not as bad as 
this. You remember, it hailed on 
Thursday and then changed to snow, 
and it put a base on there se they 
could not plow the streets as if it had 
been a fal] of snow. During the win- 
ter of 1985 and 1936, New York City 
spent nine and one-half million for 
snow removal during that season. In 
the fiscal and in area they are about 
eleven times larger than Newark. So 
on that basis we would be justified in 
spending $850,000 instead of $105,- 
000. Mr. Costello has the exact fig- 
ures as to what his basis is for esti- 
mating this would only last a week 
and only to clean up the main arter- 
ies, and that is why we are trying to 
augment it and clean it up. If we 
should get two days of thaw we could 
immediately stop the contract work. 
There is no obligation on the city to 
continue the work. If it should thaw 
a couple of days the cost would be 
greatly reduced. 


Commissioner Byrne; What I am 


concerned about is if ıt 1s going to 
cost $100,000 a week, you are Song 
to get an awful wallop in your bud- 
get next year on your snow removal 
if we have to figure it on that basis, 
because they predict a bad winter. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, you don’t 
base it on predictions. They predicted 


‘a bad winter this last year but still 


we only appropriated $10,000 in the 
budget and the major portion of that 
was used to store the equipment in 
the different sections of the city. In 
the case of a snow storm this equip- 
ment comes out in all parts of the 
city and plows every street. Mr. 
Costello, will you further explain 
what you base your estimate on that 
the $100,000 will only last about a 
week ? 


Mr. Costello: It is not a question of 
time, of two weeks or one week, it 
is how many men we put to work 
and with what degree we go to work 
and clean this up. You men are all 
familiar ith the conditions of the 
streets. It is man-power picking, pil- 
ing and then removing later. We can 
string this out as long as we can but 
it seems to me time is of the essense. 
If we get another storm on top of 
this it is impossible to plow these 
streets as they are today, and it 
would seem to me it would be better 
to clean it up as quickly ag possible, 
especially the main arteries, rather 
than to drag it out. But the ques- 
tion of the $100,000 is how far it can 
go. You cannot work out a program. 
We have no trucks out today because 
we have ten air compressors and men 
piling it. We are trying to conserve 
funds as much as we can. It might 
last a week or if might last ten days, 
it is just how big a program we put 
on to clean it up and quickly. 


Commissioner Byrne: How do you 
account for the fact when you have 
had storms just about— 


Mr. Costello: This storm was most 
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unusual New York City spent a 
million dollars up to Sunday night. 
$100,000 is nothing for a city with 
400 miles of streets when a storm 
like this is nothing but ice. When 
you go out and pick it up it is just 
like fiint, rock. 


Commissioner Byrne: How du you 
justify the previous cost? 


Mr. Costello: The storms were ot 
an entirely different character and 
nature. That was over the whole 
winter, probably. Last winter we had 
a very mild winter. The winter of 
1919-1920 we did not spend probably 
$5,000. This is a most unusual storm 
and the most expensive one to re- 
move. Where we spent $200,000, that 
would be over a period of a whole 
year. This is just one storm. We 
might have two or three storms with 
the heaviest snow fall and it.would 
not cost us much to remove. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It does not take 
as much time to remove a shovel of 
soft snow as it does the same volume 
of ice. It would take six or seven 
times as long to remove ice. 


Commissioner Byrne: That is what 
J am concerned about in this cost and 
what we ask to have in the budget 
next year. Even though this is high 
yut it in there. I think we can make 
the cost of removing this snow a lot 
cheaper if we had the money on hand. 
For instance, if we removed it right 
away it would be cheaper because it 
hag caked up. But we did not have 
the money to remove it. 


Mr. Costello: It caked up the night 
it fell, as far as that goes. 


Commissioner Byrne; We have got 
to face it. And we can save any 
money on it we might as well face 
the music. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, that is not 
the procedure. 


Mr. Costello- Commissioner Byrne, 
you know you have been around the 
city and you haveiseen these streets. 
You can realize what it costs to pick 
that ice and pile ig and take it away. 
Jt is just a question of how far the 
Commission wants to go to clean up 
the city. You can spend thousands 
und thousands of dollars on any 
street or artery Im his city and make 
very little showihg, the way it is to- 
day. i 


Mayor Ellenstein: Furthermore, the 
longer the ice remains on'the pave- 
ment the greater damage and injury 
to the pavement, and we will þe call- 
ed on in the spring to make those re- 
pairs. 


Mr. Costello: What I am more fear- 
ful of, if we get another storm — 
this is a storm in November, and our 
days are getting shorter and colder, 
and if this isn’t off the streets and 
there is another storm it is going to 
be impossible to handle it and plow 
it and you are just going to be tied 
tp in a knot, 


Mayor Ellenstein: And this jis the 
holiday season coming, and, of course, 
it is going to make it very much 
more difficult for business people, 
particularly so downtown. 


Commissioner Murphy: Of course, 
the unfortunate part of the whole 
thing is that the storm got such a 
jump on ug that it was not tackled 
right off the reel and cleared away 
as fast as possible in order to save 
the extraordinary cost involved now 
to get rid of this ice. 


Mr. Costello: That is partially 
true, but that storm came on Thanks- 
giving Eve and it started with a tem- 
perature above freezing. It was sleet 
and hail and wet snow and formed a 
bottom. Traffic on these streets was 
teriffic and packed it down. You 
could have started with the first flake 
and you wouldn’t have improved the 
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condition a whole lot. Then imme- 
diately it froze. We had the same 
condition in 1936, not quite as bad, 
Lut we had 5,000 relief workers out 
digging and we didn’t spend much 
money, but now we cannot get them. 


Commissioner Murphy: You can 
save a lot of digging. It is my 
thought probably a lot of that real 
expensive removal could be saved by 
trying to tackle this right in the first 
inception. It is surprising other 
roads in outlying districts, and I am 
not trying to compare them with 
Board Street, but you take Central 
Avenue and once you pass the city 
line of the City of Newark it is clear 
this morning, and a number of other 
roads in surrounding districts, and 
they get a lot of traffic. There is no 
question about it. But you can take 
almost any of our leading roads, 
South Orange, Clinton, Central and 
the bumps are terrible. I appreciate 
the fact something must be done 
about it. But I think something 
ought to be tried to work out of this 
thing to tackle these storms when 
they begin in order to save this mess 
we got now, which you find consid- 
erable people complaining of broken 
cars, And if anybody saw this line 
of traffic when I went out of this City 
Hall at half-past six, you couldn’t get 
any place, it was terrible. People 
getting home an hour and an hour 
and a half late. I read an article in 
the paper—I just forget the whole 
interpretation of it—by I think Dor- 
emus about the well-equipped City of 
Newark to handle a snow storm. I 
don’t know what he meant by it. 


Mr. Costello: If you interpret it 
that way, that is not so, I recom- 
mended the purchase of considerable 
equipment here. We need 50 trucks, 
we need a hundred more snow plows. 
We have an old hand lift instead of a 
hydraulic lift. With good modrn 
snow loaders and more model equip- 
ment than we have today—your city 
should spend, if we want to be equip- 


ped for an emergency like this, five- 
or six hundred thousand dollars. 


Commissioner Murphy: Even hiring: 
trucks to put on these snow shovers,, 
haven’t we got enough of them H we 
hire enough trucks? 


Mr. Costello: We have old anes:, 
but we haven’t got the modern. The 
State Highway just threw theirs 
away and got new ones with 28 and 
30 in. blades..We have got 40 of the 
modern ones, we should have 150. 
That is just one piece of equipment. 


Commissioner Murphy: The point F 
am trying to bring out, with the 
snow, say the special meeting called 
right away in order to take some 
action, in order to tackle the storm 
at its first inception sooner than let 
it lay until this period of time wher 
it has become clogged and lumped alk 
over the streets. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Then we should 
have called a special meeting last 
Tuesday before the storm started. 


Commissioner Murphy: No, but 
probably Friday you could. Don’& 
make a joke out of it, because after 
all, we ure entitled—you called the 
meeting for us to have an expression. 
Why say Tuesday before it came? 


Mayor Fllenstein: All right, there 
are lots of other things that are 
brought to your attention. You carr 
xot clean snow with antiquated equip- 
ment, you know that. You wouldn’t 
go out with a coal shovel. 


Commissioner Murphy: I saw this 
article in the paper and I thought we 
had a good up-to-date equipment. 


Mr. Costello: You can go into Jer-- 
sey City or New York City on ang 
street that is as heavily travelled as- 
our streets are and you will find the. 
same condition as exists in our streets. 
here where they did not have— 
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Mayor Ellenstern Have you been 
over the streets in New York? 


Commissioner Franklin: New York 
is in terrific shape. 


Mr. Costello: They couldn’t keep 
ahead of that storm; it was dropped 
cn a wet bottom. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Our streets are 
in better shape than New York and 
we only spent $150,000 in 1935 and 
1986 with a severe winter, but you 
could plow that. The nature of this, 
as explained by Mr. Costello, is that 
jt froze so fast. Supposing, on the 
‘other hand, it thawed Sunday and 
Monday, we could have saved a great 
deal of money instead of anticipating 
this temperature, was going to drop 
to such a degree that it would pack it 
all down and convert it into ice. 


Mr. Costello: Then we had another 
four inch fall on Saturday night that 
aggravated it very much. 


Mayor Ellenstein: And Saturday 
night you had a four-inch fall. Now, 
you could not call a special meeting 
for Sunday. 


Commissioner Byrne: Suppose it 
got real hot? 


Mayor Ellenstein: We would not 
vase it. 


Commissioner Byrne: Would that 
Stick to snow removal entirely ? 


Mayor Ellenstein: Of course, no 
other purpose. It cannot be used for 
any other purpose but snow removal. 


Commissioner Byrne: It is getting 
to be hot now. 


“Mayor Ellenstein: I think it is 
warmer today than it was yesterday. 


Commissioner Murphy: It will take 


more than a little snow 10 remove 
those bumps. 


Commissioner Byrne: Isn’t it so 
worded there is nothing to prevent 
this money being transferred to an- 
other account? 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: This 
money would have : to be used for 
snow removal. It could be carried 
into next year or set up in the bud- 
get. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Any of it that 
is not expended is carried as surplus. 
of course, into next year’s budget. 


Commissioner Byrne: I move its 
adoption. 


Commissioner Duffy: I second the 
motion. 


The roll being called the resolution 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Byrne, Duffy, 
Franklin, Murphy, Mayor Ellenstein. 


Mayor Ellenstein; There were two 
other matters. 


The City Clerk: These two matters 
are not on the calendar today. There 
is a request comes from the Law De- 
partment that they be considered, and 
we should have unanimous consent 
of the Board to take them up hefore 
action is taken. 


Mayor Ellenstein: We will convene 
a special meeting to take these tax 
matters, which I understand would 
be the deadline on at least four of 
them. I will ask the City Clerk to 
read these resolutions. The Corpor- 
ation Counsel would like to report 
on these two resolutions before the 
Commission, 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: The 
Tax Board requested us to prepare 
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petitions for omitted assessments for 
1937 and also 1938, on certain com- 
panies. I imagine they were carry- 
ing out the directions of Director 
Murphy. So we prepared petitions to 
be signed by Director Murphy as Col- 
lector of Taxes for this district, but 
in order to do away with any pos- 
sible question arising, we also want 
resolutions passed by the governing 
body showing this action by the gov- 
erning body. 


Now, one of these, that has four 
names listed on it, is a resolution for 
omitted assessments for 1937 of Lud- 
lum Steel, Montana Power, Duke 
Power and United States Lumber. 
‘The other one with the two names on 
it is for omitted assessments for 1938. 
‘That only contains Ludlum Steel and 
Montana Power, because this Com- 
mission already put on the 1938 rolls 
Duke Power and United States Lum- 
ber. 


Now, these are the only ones that 
have been called to our attention by 
the Tax Board, the two that they had 
already put in that they omitted for 
1937 and the two others, Ludlum and 
Montana Company, 1937 and 1938. I 
want to call to the attention of the 
Board of Commissioners this, that to- 
morrow is the deadline and if there 
are any others that the Commission 
wants included, we have got to get 
those petitions filed by tomorrow. We 
have got to have resolutions prepar- 
ed for the meeting tomorrow, we 
have got to have petitions prepared 
and filed tomorrow, because if they 
are not filed tomorrow we are out as 
far as the 1937 omitted assessments 
go. I don’t know what list the Com- 
mission has. I remember one day 
there was a list submitted with a 
great many names. I don’t know 
whether the Tax Board followed it 
up, its intention at that time of go- 
ing after other names. But I just 
want to call the attention of the 
Commissioners that the deadline is 
tomorrow, and if you want any more 


in you have got to let us know in or- 
der to prepare the papers for tomor- 
row. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I might say in 
connection with that, if there are any 
such in there where you think there 
is a likelihood—you, Director Murphy, 
think there is a likelihood of prevail- 
ing, it would be wise to file those pe- 
titions, because as I understand the 
suggested legislation by this Tax 
Commission, all municipalities will 
receive, if the State assesses the per- 
sonal property tax, the municipalities 
will receive what they have collected 
in the last preceding year. So we 
would have the benefit of those claims 
before the Commission. If you have 
any claims ir. your office where you 
think the chances are only fair that 
the city will prevail on those assess- 
ments, it might be wise to file those 
petitions so we can come into the dis- 
tribution by the State based upon the 
assessments of last year, 


Commissioner Murphy: I just had 
a conference with the chairman of the 
Tax Board, and, of course, he brought 
this into me, and I said, “Well, all 
right, we will submit these as omitted 
ratables.” And they, I believe, are 
having a conference down there to- 
day, because there was a list submit- 
ted one time which was turned over 
to them, I dor’t know what became of 
it, whether this fellow Crummy was 
involved. Now, I just don’t know 
how they finally treated that list. 


Byrne: I think I 
T will try to find it. 


Commissioner 
have that list. 


Mayor Elienstein: Don’t you think 
it is wise to include that in your pe- 
tition, because if you don’t pursue it, 
next year the State will. get it, you 
won’t receive that return. That fund 
that the Sate collects will be distrib- 
uted in proporties to the amount 
which the municipality collected. 


Corporation. Counsel O’Brien: One 
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of the objections to this was if you 
did not claim this you might have to 
put it in your succeeding year’s bud- 
get, thereby not collecting and build- 
ing up a big reserve for next year. 
But with the new legislation appear- 
ing almost certain to go through, you 
don’t have to do that for 1939, you 
could not have that problem arise. 
And at the same time you will not 
only collect for 1938 and 1937 if you 
put them in, if they are ones that 
can be sustained, but everything you 
collect in 1938 will mean that many 
more dollars for the next ten years 
over the period of the new legislation 
as proposed. 


I remember I had a conference with 
the Tax Board and they told me, Di- 
rector, that either you or Deputy Di- 
rector Collozino had that list, and J 
think there some something like a 
dozen or more names on it. I think 
if you intend to do that, that you 
check with them immediately, give us 
a list of those names so we can pre- 
pare the resolutions for tomorrow 
and prepare the petitions to be filed 
tomorrow. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Then you can 
determine for next year whether you 
want to include those names in your 
tax roll. 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: You 
probably won’t have a chance because 
the new legislation will prevent you 
from doing that. 


Mayor Fillenstein: You will at least 
build up your personal property as- 
sessments. 


Commissioner Murphy: Of couse, 
we have got to look out we don’t build 
up a lot of false ratables. 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: That 
cannot happen in view of the new 
legislation. 


Commissioner Murphy: That has 


not been enacted. 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien, Next 
year you can determine whether you 


_want to put them in. 


Commissioner Murphy: You mean 
before the County comes to the point 
of making you ipay you can with- 
draw? x 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: Sure- 
ly. After all, you are asking to put 
these in as omitted assessments. 


Commissioner Franklin: How much 
in ratables ? 


The City Clerk: $146,000,000. 


(The Corporation Counsel read the 
names of the corporations listed in 
the two resolutions, together with the 
amounts involved.) 


Commissioner Murphy: If we have 
to pay the county and the tax was 
not collected— 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: Oh, 
you have a come-back on that. You 
get a refund on your taxes next year. 
But it seems to me that this legisla- 
tion appearing almost certain— 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are not 
building up any false ratables by fil- 
ing the petitions. And if this legis- 
lation goes through we will get so 
much more proportionately back, 
whereas if you don’t file your petition 
there isn’t any chance of you get- 
ting that proportionate amount. 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: Some 
of these are being settled as the 
newspaper accounts indicated. Plain- 
field collected over $80,000 on ac- 
counts that have been dead for years, 
but that $80,000 they collected is go- 
ing to be a beautiful windfall from 
the state’s personal taxes if this leg- 
islation goes through, and I have 
every indication, at least from the 
check-ups and Chairman of the 
League of Municipalities Legislative 
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Committee, and we have checked into 


everything and every indication is 
there is going to be legislation along 
that line. 


Commissioner Byrne: This is our 
only means of protecting the munici- 
pality ? 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: I 
think so. But I want to call your at- 
tention that tomorrow is the dead- 
line. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is why we 
should get those in and protect the 
city. 


Commissioner Murphy: There is no 
cbjection to that. 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: Will 
you supply us with the list? 


Commissioner Franklin: Who hag 
this list? 


Commissioner Murphy: I told you 
I was going to meet with the Board 
today. 


Commissioner Byrne: This includes 
four out of the list of fifteen Mr. 
Crummy brought in. 


Commissioner Franklin: Where is 
list ? 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: I 
never saw the list except at a tax 
board conference. Director Murphy 


‘had them. 


Commissioner Franklin: What hap- 
pened to the rest of them, Director 
Murphy? 


Commissioner Murphy: Mr. Crum- 
my was going to appear before the 
Board. The position he hag taken, 
he was going to appear before the 
Tax Board and he didn’t want that 
list given out, and that was his prop- 
erty, and, of course, there was never 
anything further in so far as he was 


concerned, I understand. He came 
back before the Board, I think he 
came once, that is all. 


Commissioner Franklin: We have 
the list of the names of those people. 
Have we done anything to investi- 
gate what ratables they have and 
how much we should assess them? 


Commissioner Murphy: JI believe 
the Board has, and what their final 
determination has been J am not just 
in a position to say. 


Commissioner Franklin: Tomorraw 
is the deadline. You should find out 
right away. 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: When 
I was down there on something else 
this matter was brought up. The 
Board apparently felt Director Mur- 
phy was opposed to these items go- 
ing in, feeling them to be false rat- 
ables, and therefore took no action. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Why can’t we 
have Mr. Fitzsimmons come up here, 
the Secretary of the Board? 


Commissioner Murphy: I told you 1 
was going to have a conference with 
the Board today. 


Mayor Ellenstein: We haven’t very 
much time. And the Law Depart- 
ment have to prepare petitions and 
resolutions.

Mayor Ellenstein: Why shouldn’t 
we know some of the details of it? 


Commissioner Murphy: I am satis- 
fied to be held responsible. I am tell- 
ing you I am going to move as quick 
as I can. 


Commissioner Franklin: Here we 
are down to the last minute. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Responsible my 
eye. Each one of the commissioners 
is responsible. I don’t know why we 
can’t get Mr. Fitzsimmons up and 
find out from him the status of it... 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: The 
law would probably put the onus on 
the Board of Commissioners, because 
it appears to call for action by the 
Board of Commissioners, therefore it 
is up to the Commissioners, I would 
say to determine what they do.. 


Commissioner Franklin: Here we 
are yelling about ratables in order 
to reduce the tax rate and we are 
down to the last twenty-four hours to 
file included ratable and we don’t 
know where we are at, and I am told 
by you it is none of my business, 
that you are going to take care of it. 


Commissioner Murphy: It is none 
of your business. 


Commissioner Franklin: How much 
in ratables, Mr. Corporationm Coun- 
sel, do these other seven or eight 
companies represent if they were all 
properly included ? “ 
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Corporation Counsel O’Brien: I 
have never seen any one of these hsts, 
but I have been told it is hundreds of 
millions of ratables. 


Commissioner Franklin: Just here 
it is $146,000,000 in ratables. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is what 
they come to on these four. 


Commissioner Murphy: I just told 
you this Commission has got until 
tomorrow to act. 


Corporation Counsel ’Brien; But we 
cannot prepare these things in two 
minutes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The members of 
the Tax Board may not conincide with 
the views of the commission. 


Commissioner Murphy: I tell you I 
will give you a report on it tomorrow. 
It you are here and want to call a spe- 
cial meeting for late today I will try 
to do it late today. 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: It 
isn’t up to the Tax Board, it is up to 
the Board of Commissioners. 


Commissioner Franklin: Why can’t 


we have Mr. Fitzsimmons up here 
and find out what it is? 
Commissioner Murphy: This Tax 


Board is in my department and I am 
entitled to the privilege of sitting 
down with these people and discuss- 
ing the matter. 


Commissioner Franklin: But it is 
getting so late. They tell us they 
are going to have difficulty in pre- 
paring these petitions and getting 
them on file tomorrow. With this 
condition with these four, certainly 
if there are going to be seven or

Mayor Ellenstein: What are yov 


arguing about whether you speak tc 
Mr. Fitzsimmons or not? 


Commissioner Murphy: If you want 
to do that you can do it, that is all 
right, anybody in the department you 
want. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Nobody ever de- 
nied you the privilege of speaking to 
anybody. 


‘Commissioner Murphy: That is all 
right, you can go ahead and call him 
up. And, of cotirse, when I am 
through with the Tax Board down- 
stairs then I will report to the Com- 
mission. 


Commissioner Franklin: The time 
is getting so late it calls for rather 
quick action upon you. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are not go- 
ing to walk out on us? 


Commissioner Murphy: I am not 
walking out, but I am telling you that 
it is my department down there. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Where are you 
going? 


Commissioner Murphy: The meet- 
ing is over as far as I am concerned.

Commissioner Murphy: I am telling 
you, at least, anyhow, that I ought to 
be given an opportunity to bring this 
Board together, which J arranged this 
morning, and then report to the com- 
mission.

ing of all of these things if they are 
dumped in our laps at the last min- 
ute. 


Commissioner Murphy: As far as 
the meeting is concerned I am — 
business is over, and I will report to 
this Board, and if you are here and 
want to call a special meeting late 
today I am available. 


Commissioner Franklin: I am not 
available. I am leaving for Trenton 
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after this meeting, that is why I 
want to get this disposed of. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You are thinking 
of your own convenience. 


Commissioner Murphy: Not at all. 
J want to give this Board a full re- 
port. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Otherwise, if 
you cannot have your way about it 
that this Board convene later in the 
day, you are not going to play. 


Commissioner Murphy: Call it to- 
morrow and see that you call it on 
time. 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: Can 
we have the lists? 


Commissioner Murphy: You can 
have anything you want. 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: So 
we can prepare them if you want to 
file them.

Corporation Counsel O’Brien: Yes, 
because if we dn’t get them filed by 
tomorrow it is too bad for the city. 


Comrussioner Byrne, And it 1s not 
a question of adjusting the tax rate 
upand down, it is just to get us pro- 
tected as on those other resolutions ? 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: Ex- 
actly. These are omitted assessments 
and will not affect the tax rate in 
juggling up and down, and if this 
legislation does not pass you have it 
in your discretion— 


Commissioner Byrne: That is the 
only means of protection that we are 
afforded ? 


Corporation Counsel O’Brien: Yes, 
especially in view of the impending 
legislation it might result in our fail- 
ure to act costing us a lot of money 
in the rest ten years if the legisla- 
tion goes through. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you know 
anything about these personal prop- 
erty assessments that were submit- 
ted by Mr. Crummy?

Corporation Counsel O’Brien: We 
can pass the resolutions tomorrow, 
but we have to have time to prepare 
them. But what you have bere is 
only part of it. We have a raft of 
resolutions prepared in our office. 


Commissioner Franklin: I move 
you, Mr. Mayor, that the resolutions 
be prepared to include all of those. 


Mayor Ellenstein: And the Law De- 
partment be instructed to file its pe- 
tition for the omitted assessments on 
the list as submitted by Director 
Byrne.

& Sons, Inc., and the New Jersey Re- 
tail Jewelers’ Association, appeared 
and stated the ordinance in its pres- 
ent form is not complete and string- 
ent enough and apparently represents 
a compromise, and if these auction 
shops are permitted to continue our 
doors will be open to every type of 
chicanery and every type of bad busi- 
ness practice that turns Broad Street 
into a shambles. 


Mr. Walter A. Morton objected to 
the amount of the license fee and 
felt that regulations could be had 
that would cure conditions in New- 
ark for the auctioneers. 


Mr. Ira Van Posnak stated the $500 
fee would legislate honest auctioneers 
cut of business and suggested this 
hearing be set aside for two weeks so 
that the better type of auctioneer 
could get together with the buisness 
men of Newark and formulate a sub- 
stitute ordinance for the one under 
discussion, so that the Police De- 
partment would be able to regulate 
auction shops. 


Mr. Edward Delugitz and Benjamin 
Greenfield also objected to the fee 
provided for by the ordinance. 


Commissioner Duffy suggested that 
a representative from each group be 
appointed to meet in his office at a 
date to be agreed apon at which time 
the regulations and the fee question

immediately took steps to correct the 
condition. And in anticipation of 
getting the PWA grant, we held it oft 
for .a time, and finally it came 
through. All the money had been com- 
mitted by Congress to the different 
States, had been allotted to New Jer- 
sey. So by, saving this $71,890, and 
in addition. to that the Pennsylvania 


Railroad and the Lehigh will pay 
£26,359 as was agreed upon when the 
origina! resolution was passed. So 
all the City’s contribution will be is 
$61,506. Now, it seems to me that 
in order to correct the record that 
the City Clerk should be instructed to 
find that‘ resolution and rescind that 
and a new resolution introduced ap- 
propriating $61,506, otherwise Direc- 
tor Murphy may find some difficulty 
in his budget of last year. 


Commissioner Murphy: That is 
why I asked that question before. We 
also passed a bond ordinance, didn’t 
we?

If it 
is rescinded we have created an obli- 
gation tefore there is an appropria- 
tion.

ings theretofore erected by the State

Dear Mayor Ellenstein: 


-For the purpose of confirming the 
verbal statements made in reply te 
inquiries of those interested in the 
prosecution of the work by the Fed- 
eral Government on the swimming 
pools sponsored by the City of New 
ark I wish to say that every effort is 
being made to work out the details 
so that the actual construction can 
start at the earliest possible date. 


As you know during the past two 
weeks working schedules have been 
prepared by the engineers of the 
Works Progress Administration in 
collaboration with members of your 
engineering forces and these sched- 
ules have been submitted to the Re- 
gional Office of the Works Progress 
Administration, through State Head- 
quarters and upon receipt of these 
schedules the Regional Office sent 
their representative to this office for 
the purpose of visually checking the 
work that remains to be done. 


At this moment no definite start- 
ing date has been set but in reply to 


the question that has been raised as 
to whether Federal Regulations have 
so changed since the supplemental 
projects were approved some nine 
months ago as to make it doubtful 
whether the Federal Government in- 
tended to participate further in the 
construction of the pools, I take this 
opportunity to quote from a letter 
written by Mr. E. C. Smith, Jr., Chief 
Regional Engineer, Region Number 
2, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania to Mr. 
Robert W. Allan, Acting State Ad- 
ministrater dated December 22nd, 
1938: 


“With the sponsor furnishing all 
materials and equipment, we should 
of course, arrange the necessary 
details for the completion of all 
four pools, They have been the 
subject of too much adverse criti- 
cism already. Therefore, if it is 
desirable for any local reasons, 
there need be no hesitancy on your 
part in giving a firm commitment 
to the sponsor that the projects 
will be completed, provided they 
give the assurance relative to the 
material, as indicated above. That 
commitment is concurred in by this 
office and a formal release to oper- 
ation will be given at such time in 
the future as proper operating 
schedules, etc., are submitted by 
your Division of: Operations. Such 
a firm commitment being given to 
the sponsor should satisfy their 
present insistence that the projects 
be released for operation, and there 
should be no objection to deferring 
actual starting of our work until at 
least some of the winter weather 
has passed. Since the projects have 
lain idle, all the past working sea- 
son, although approved in March, 
a delay of a couple of months more 
should not be protested. Certainly 
it will help conserve the funds in 
the projects, since to attempt this 
kind of eonstruction during the 
months of January and February 
would prove quite expensive. 
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Reference ıs also made to the 
previous paragraph which states: 


“In the preparation of the pre- 
jects for ultimate release, it is feit 
advisable that in that connection. 
there be secured from the sponsor a 
signed statement to the effect that 
they recognize that WPA is not 
to furnish any material or equip- 
ment in the completion of the four 
swimming pools and that they, the 
sponsor, stand ready and able to 
furnish any and: all material and 
equipment as and when it may be 
needed in order to secure early 
completion of all the work contem- 
plated under the four projects.” 


It is requested that you forward to 
this office a letter such as suggest- 
ed by Mr. Smith, stating that the 
Works Progress Administration will 
not supply any material or equip- 
ment in the completion of the four 
swimming pools and that the sponsor 
is ready and able to furnish all ma- 
terial and equipment as and when 
needed. 


As soon as the Regional office defi- 
nitely places its stamp of approval, 
insofar as the scheduling of these 
projects is concerned, you will be no- 
tified to the effect and the Works 
Progress Administration will proceed 
with the completion of the four 
swimming pools.

the Commisisoners, and that the City 
Clerk retain a copy for his files, the 
original to be returned to my office, 
and that the Chief Engineer, counter- 
signed by myself, be authorized ta 
write to the WPA office stating that 
the city will furnish the equipment 
and material for the completion of 
the swimming pools.
